Dear Son; 


H E Cuſtom of Dedicating Books hath been ancient, and 
they have been uſually dedicated either to Great Perſons, 
for prote&tion or remuneration; or to. Familiars, out of 
friendſhip and affeCtion 3 or toChildren, in reſpe&t of nature 
and for admonition. And to this end it is, that to you I 

commend the reading of the Diſcourſe following; that ſo 

beholding the 18 years War by Sea, which for want of 
years you could not then remember; and comparing them with the 18 years 
of Peace, in which you have lived, you may conſider three thin Firſt, 
that after ſo many pains and perils God hath lent Life to your Father to fur- 
ther your Education. Secondly, what proportion his recompence and re- 
wards have had tohis Services. Laſtly, what juſt cauſe you have toabandon 
the thoughts of ſuch dangerous and uncertain courſes ; and that you may 
follow the enſuing Precepts, which I commend toyour often peruſal. p 
. Andin the firlk place, I willput you in mind of the ſmall Means and For- 
tune T ſhall leave, that you may rate your Expences accordingly 3 and yet as 
littleas it is, 'tis great to me, 1n reſpect I attained to it. by my own endea- 
vours and dangers, and therefore nobody canchallenge Intereſt in it but my 
ſelf, though your Carriage may promile the beſt poſhbility, T7 

Beware you preſume not ſomuch upan it, as thereby to grow diſobedient 

to your Parents ; for what youcan pretendto, is but the privilege of two 
years of age above your younger Brother z and in ſuch caſes Fathers arelike 
Judges, that can and will diſtinguiſh of offences and deſerts according to 
truth, and will reward and puniſh asthey ſhall ſee cauſe. 
.. And becauſe you ſhall know it is no rare or new thing for a man to diſ- 
poſe of hisown, I will lay before youa Precedent of your own Houſe, that 
ſo often as youthink of it, you may remember it with fear, and prevent it 
with care. 

The Great Grandfather of your Grandfather was a Knight by Title, and 
John by name, which name we deſire to retain to our eldeſt Sons; God 
bleſſed him with many earthly Benefits, as Wealth, Children, and Reputati-, 
on; his eldeſt Son was called Fohr after his Father, and his ſecond #3//iam 
like to yourſelf and Brotherz but upon what diſpleafure I know not, (al- 
though we mult judge the Son gave the occaſion). his Father left him the 
leaſt part of his Fortune, though ſufficient to equal the beſt Gentleman of 
his Shire, and particularly the ancient Houſe called after his name.His other 
Son William he inveſted with what your Uncle now enjoys. Both the Sons 
whileſt they lived carried the port and eſtimation of. their Fathers Children, 
though afterwards it fell out that theSon of Joby, and Nephew to William, 
became diſobedient, negligent, and prodigal, and ſpent all his Patrimony; 
ſo that in concluſion he and his Son extinguiſhed their Houle, and therenow 
remains riomemory of them. As for the ſecond Line and Race, of whom 
your

Your Uncle and I deſcended, welve as you ſee, though our Eſtates be not 
great, and of the two mine much the leaſt ; which notwithſtanding is the 
greater to me in reſpe&lI atchieved it with the peril and danger of my Lite ; 
and you will make my'contentment inthe enjoyment of it the greater, if it 
be accompanied with that comfort I hope to reccive from you. 

The next thing I will handle ſhall be Arms. Know that Wars by Land 
orSeaare always accompanied with infinite dangers and diſaſters, and ſcl- 
dom rewarded according to Merit : For one Souldier that lives to enjoy 
that Preferment which becomes his right by Antiquity of Service, ten thou- 
ſand fall by the Sword and other caſualties : And if you compare that of a 
Souldier with any other Calling or Profeſſion, you will find much differ- 
ence both in the reward and danger 

Although Arms have beeneſteemed in all Ages, and the more as there was 
greater occaſion to uſe them z yet you ſhall find they have been always ſub- 
ze& to jealouſies and envy; Jealouſies fromthe State, if the General or other 
Oficer growgreat and popular; ſubject to envy from Inferiors, who through 
their perverſeand ill diſpoſitions malign other mens Merits. 

The Advancement of Souldiers is commonly made by Councellors at 
home, whoſe eyescannot witneſs the Services performed abroad ; but a man 
is advanced as he is befriended, which makes the Souldiers Preferment as 
uncertain as his Life is caſual. 

Compare the eſtate and advancement of Souldiers of our time but with 
the mean and mercenary Lawyer, and you ſhall find fo great a difference, 
that Thad rather you ſhould become Apprentice to the one, than make Pro- 
felon of the other. 

A Captain that will ſeek to get the love of his Souldiers. as his greateſt 
praiſe and _ of all other vices muſt deteſt and abandon Covetouſneſs ; 


he muſt live by 


Wealth wants Preferment fails. 
Souldiers that live in peaceable Iflands, as in Exgland, their Profeſſion is 


undervalued, becauſe we fee not thoſe dangers which make the Souldiers 
neceſſary, as others do where Wars are practiſed. And the good ſucceſs in 
our Wars hath been ſuch as makes us attribute our Victories, not ſomuchto 
Valour as to Chance. 

I confeſs the baſe and ill behaviour of ſome Souldiers, hath made them- 
ſelves and their Callings the leſs eſteemed 3 for the name of a Captain, which 
was ever wont to be honourable, is now became a word of reproach and 

diſdain. 

Souldiers may have Reputation, but little Credit ; Reputation enough 
to defend their Honours, but little Truſt in Commerce of the World ; and 
not without cauſe, for their ſecurity is the worſe, by how much the danger 
of death is the greater. 

Learning is as much to be preferred before War, as the trade of a Mer- 
chant before that of the Fator. By Learning you aremade ſenſible of the 
difference betwixt Men and other Creatures, and will be able to judge be- 
tween thegood and the bad, and how to walk accordingly. By Learning 
you attain tothe knowledge of Heavenly Myſteries, and you may frame 
your Life gy as God ſhall give you grace. By Learning you are 
made capable of Prefterment, if it concur with Virtueand Diſcretion ; and 
the rather becauſe you are a Gentleman by birth, and of good Alliance, 
which I obſerve next to Money in this Golden Age is the ſecond ſtep to Ad- 


vancement. 
For 


ding asthe Miſer doth by ſparing ; inſomuch as few of 
them can obtain by War wherewith to maintain themſelves in peace, and where, 
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For one that is preferred by Arms, there are twenty by Learning ; and 
indeed the Souldier is but a Servant to the Learned,for after his many fou 
Battels, and as many dangers of his Life, he muſt yield account of his AQi- 
ons, and be judged, corrected, and advanced as it ſhall pleaſe the other, 

You may wonder to hear me extoll Learning fo highly above my own 
Profeſſion, conſidering the poor Fortune I ſhall leave was atchieved by 
Arms ; it is enough therefore to perſuade you what I ſay is not conjectural 
but approved : for if I didnot find this difference, the natural affe&ion of a 
Father to a Son would make me diſcover it to you, that you may follow that 
which ismoſt probable and profitable. 

Good Son, love Souldiers for your Countries ſake, who are the Defend- 
ers of it; for my ſake, who have made Profeſſion of it ; but ſhun the pra- 
ctice of it as you will do Brawls, Quarrels, and Suits, which bring with them 
perplexities, and dangers. 

There are many things to be ſhunned, as being perillous both to Body 
and Soul ; as Quarrels and occafions of them, which happen through the 
enormities and abuſes of our Age. Eſteem Valour as a ſpecial virtue, but 
ſhun Quarrellingas a moſt deteſtable vice. Of two evils it were better to 
keep company with a Coward than a Quarreller; the one is commonly focia- 
ble and friendly, the other dangerous 1n his Acquaintance, and offenſive to 
Standers by. He is never free from peril, that is converſant with a Quarrel- 
ler, either for offence given tohimſelf, or to others wherein he may be en- 

aged. | 
, 5 true valiant man ſhall have enough to do to defend his own Reputati- 


_ on. withoutengaging for others : nor are all valiant that will fight,  there- 


fore Diſcretion makesa difference betwixt Valour and Deſperateneſs. No- 
thing can happen more unfortunate to a Gentleman, than to have a Quarrel, 
and yet nothing ſo ordinary asto give offence 3 it draweth with it 
miſchiefs both to Body and Soul : being (lain he is danger of damnation, and 
noleſs if he kill the other without great repentance. He ſhall perpetually 
live in danger of revenge fromthe Friends of the Party killed, and fall into 
the mercy of the Prince and Law where he liveth; but if for fear and baſe- 
neſs he avoid and ſhun a Quarrel, he is more odious living than he would be 
unhappy in dying. 

Drinking is the foundation of other vices, it is the cauſe of Quarrels, 
and then follows Murders. It occaſions Swearing, Whoredom, and many other 
vices dependupon it.  Tnpeans —- 

When you behold a Drunkard, imagine you ſee a Beaſt in the ſhape of a 
Man. It is a humour that for the time pleaſeth the Party drunk, and fo 
bereaves himof ſence, that he thinketh all hedoth delighteth the Beholders; 
but the day following he buys his ſhame with repentance, and perhaps gives 
that offence in his drunkenneſs, that makes him hazard both Life and Repu- 
tation in a Quarrel. You haveno man that will brag or boaſt ſo much of 
the word Reputation as aDrunkard, when indeed there is nothing moretoa 
mans imputation than tobe drunk. | 

ADrunkard isin the condition of an excommunicated perſon, whoſe Te- 
ſtimony betwixt Party and Party is of no validity. Avoid (good Son) the 
company of a Drunkard, andoccafions of drinking, then ſhall youlive free 
without fear, and enjoy your own without hazard. | 

Whoredom is an incident to Drunkennefs, t on the contrary all 
Whoremaſters are not Drunkards. It is a fin not wathed away without the 
vengeance of God to the third and fourth generation, 


Be- 
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Beſides the offence toGod, it giveth a diſreputation to the party and his 
Of-ſpring, it occafioneth a breach betwixt Man and Wife, encourageth the 
Wife oftentimes to follow the ill example of her Husband, and then en- 
ſueth Diſlike, Divorce, Diſinheriting of Children, Suits in Law, and Conſu- 
ming of Eſtates. 

The next and worſt fin I would have you ſhun is Swearing. Ido not ad- 
viſe you like a Puritan, that ties a man more to the obſerving of Sundays, 


and from taking the Name of God in vain, than to all the relt of the Com. - 


mandments: but I wiſh you to avoid it for the greatneſs of the fin it (elf, 
for the Plague of God hangeth over the Houſe of the Blaſphemer. Swear- 
ing is odjousto the Hearers, it giveth little credit to the words of him that 
uſeth it, it affordeth no pleaſure as other fins do, nor yieldeth any profit to 
the party; Cuſtom begetteth it, and Cuſtom muſt make one leave it. 

For your Exerciſes let them be of two kinds, the one of Mind, the other 
of Body; that of the Mind muſt confiſt of Prayer, Meditation, and your 
Book ; let your Prayers be twice a day, howſoever you diſpoſeof your ſelf 
the reſt of the time 3 Prayers work a great effe& in a contrite and penitent 
Heart. 

By this I do not ſeek to perſuade you from ſuch Exerciſes and Delights of 
body as are lawful and allowable in a Gentleman ; for ſuch increaſe health 
and agility of body, make a man ſociable in company, and draw good Ac- 
quaintants 3 many times they bring a man into favour with a Prince, and 
prove an occaſion of preferment in his Marriage; they are often times a ſafe- 
=_ to a mans Life, as in vaulting ſuddenly upon a Horſe to eſcape an 

nemy. 

I will eſpecially commend unto you ſuch pleaſures as bring delight and 
content withoutcharge: for others are fitter for greater men than oneof your 
Fortune to follow. 

Hawking and Hunting, if they be moderately uſed, are like Tobacco, in 
ſome caſes wholeſom for the Body, but in the common uſe both labourſom 
and loathfom ; they alike bring one diſcommodity, (as comonly Vices do) 
that they are not ſo eaſily left as entertained. 

Tobacco is hot and hurtful to young Bodies and Stomachs, and aug- 
ments the heat of the Liver,/wh ich naturally you are ſubje&to. It is offen- 
ſive to company, eſpecially the Breath of him that takes it ; it drieth the 
Brain, and many become Fools with the continual uſe thereof. 

Let your Apparel be handfom and decent, not curious nor coſtly, A 
wiſe man is more eſteemed in his plain Cloththan gay Clothing. It is more 
commendable to be able to buy a rich Suit than to wear one. A wiſe man 
eſtcems more of a mans Vertuesand Valour than of his Veſture ; but ſeeing 
this Age is fantaftical and changeable, you muſt faſhion your ſelf to it, but in 
ſomean and moderate a manner, as to be rather praiſed for Frugality, than 
derided for Prodigality. 24, 

He that delights in curious Cloaths is an Imitator of a Player, who mea- 
ſures his Apparel by thepart he atts. And asPlayers appear upon the Stage 
to be ſeen « the SpeCtators, ſo do the Gallants proclaim their Braveries in 
open Aſſemblies. 

Whileſt I live and you not marry, I ſhall temper this Expence; but when | 
dieremember what I ſay, ſeek Advancement rather by your carriage; the 
curiouſneſs, the _—— gain by that will be laſting, when this will 
appear but like a Flower fading. | 

Frame your Courſe of Life to the Country and not to the Court ; and 


yet make not your ſelf ſuch a ſtranger to great perſons, as in Aſſemblies they 
{ſhould 
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ſhould ask-others who you are. I confeſs the greateſt and ſuddeneſt rifing is by 
the Court; yet the Court is like a hopeful and forward Spring, that is taken 
with a ſharp and cold Froſt, which nips and blaſts a whole Orchard except 
2 Or 3 Trees; for after that proportion commonly Countiers are prefen'd. 
And he that will thrive at Court muſt make hisdependency upon ſome great 
perſon, 1n whoſe Ship he muſt imbarque all his hopes 3 aud how ankvry- 
nate ſuch great perſons are oftentimes themſelves, and how unthankful to 
their Followers, we want not Precedenrs. & 

He that ſertles his Serviceupon one of them ſhall fall into the disfavour of 
another ; for a Court is like an Armyeverin War, ſtriving by ſtratagems to 
circumvent and kick up one anothers heels, You are not ignorant of the 
axtneſs of this Compariſon by what you know of me, whoſe caſe will ſerve 
you for a ProſpeCtive-glaſs, wherein to behold your danger afar off, the 
better to prevent it, Yet reverence Lords becauſe they are Noble, and one 
more than another, as heis more notablein virtue. IH 

Be choice of your Company ;, for as a man makgs eleCtion of them he is 
cenſured : Man lives by Reputation, and that failing he becomes a Monſter. 
Let your Company conſiſt of your own rank, rather better than worſe ; for 
hold it for a Maxim, The better Gentleman the more gentle in his beha- 
viour. 0 

Beware they be not accuſed of Crimes, for {o it may touch you in Credit; 
and if youloſe your Rgpytation ighe bud of your Youth, you ſhall ſcarce 
recover it in the whole courſe of yout Life. Let them be civil in carriage, 
for commionly ſuch menare ſenſible above all ; let them be learned, tor 
Learning is a Fountain from whence ſprings another Life; let them be tem- 

ate in Diet and Expence, fo (hall you learn tolive in health, and increaſe 
in wealth. EN WT | 

Beware they be not cholerick in diſpoſition, or arrogant in Opinion 3 for 
ſo you ſhall become a Slave to their Humours, and baſe by ſuffering. A 
cholerick man of all others is the worſt Companion, for he cannot temper his 
rage, but on any light occaſion of a Friend becomes an Enemy. Value 
true Friendſhip next to Marriage, which notHing but Death can diflolve; 
for the fickleneſs of Friendſhip is oftentimes the ruine of ones Fortune. 

Beware of Gaming, for it cauſes great vexation of Mind. If youloſe, it 

ets in you that humour, that out of hope of regaining your loſſes, you 
will endaoger theloſ of all. Do not preſume too much of your kill in 
Play, or making wagers as if you were excellentabove others, or have For- 
tune at command; for ſhe is|ike a Whore variable and inconſtant,and when 
ſhe disfavours you, it is with more loſs at once than ſhe recompenceth at 
twice. 

Love your Brother ard Siſters for their own ſakes, as you are bound by 
Nature, but eſpecially for mine whoſe they are. Remember you are all in- 
different to me, but that God choſe you Gom the reſt to be a ſtrength and 
ſtay totherm; think you cannot honour your Father more being dead, than 
in ſhewing atfeCtion to them he dearly loved 3. and nothing will more ap- 
prove you tobe mine, than love and kindneſs amongſt your ſelves. You 
owe ſomewhat more to ine than that I aim your Father, in that I ſeek your 
Advancement above theirs, of which Obligation I will acquit you conditi- 
onally you perform what you ought to them. For becauſe Man cannot 
himſelf liveever, hedefires to live in His Poſterityz and if I had an hun- 
dred. Sons, my greateſt hope muſt depend upon you as you are my eldeſt, 
and ſeeing my care js of you above the reſt, do not make my Memory fo

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The onely requeſt I make is, bekind and loving to thetn, who T know by 
their diſpoſition will give you nocaule of offence. A diſcourteſte from you 
will be as ſharp to themas a Razor from another, 

Becourteous and friendly toall, for men are eſteemed according to ther 
carriage. Thereis an old Proverb, The courteſte of the month is of great pa- 
lue, and coſts little. A proud man 1s envied of his Equals, hated by his Infe- 
rious, and ſcorned by his Superiours ; fo that betwixt Envy,Hate, andScorn 
he is friendleſs. 

Many times a man is condemned to death out of preſumption, eſpecially 
wheg jt concurrs with an opinion of his former 1] carriage : how much 
therefore doth it concerna man in the times of his Praſperity tolay up a ſtock 
of Love and Reputation ? 


There cannot be a greater Honour than to gain a mans Enemy by acour- 


teſie ; it far exceeds the kindneſs that is done to another, and doubly obli- 

hhimthat receivethit. Love isathing deſired by a King from his Sub- 

, by a General from his Souldiers, and by a Maſter fiom bis Servants; he 

that hath it is rich by it, it maintains pcace in time of peace, and is a fafe 
Bulwork in time of war. 

Do not, buy this Love with the ruine of your Eſtate, as many do with 
prodigal Expences, and then are requited with pity and derifion. Ic: 
your Exvencebe agreeable to the wearing of your ths, better or worſe 
according to Company 3 or the :ournyillf your Ho MF, the lels way you go 
today, you may travel the further to morrow; but if you goevery day g 
] ny dur, & Journey, your Horſe will fail, and yoube enforc'd to gg 
on And ſo will it be in your Expences, if you do not moderate them 
Co to Days and Companies, your Horſe and you may travel faintly 
t er.

Pon the knowledge of the Imbargo made by the King of Spaiz in 

Anno 1585, of the Engliſh Ships, Men, and Goods found in his Coun- 
try 3 Her Majelty havingnomeansto help or relieve her Subjeds by friend- 
ly Treaty, authorized ſuch as ſuſtained loſs by the ſaid Arreſt; to tepair 
themſclves upon the SubjeRs of the King of Spair 3 and to that end gave 
them Letters of Repriſal, to take and arreſt all Ships and Merchandires that 
=_ ſhould find at Sea, or elſewhere, belonging to the Vaſlals of the faid 

ing. 

Her Majeſty atthe ſame time to revenge the wrongs offered her, and to 
refiſt the King of Spains Preparations made againſt her equipped a Fleet of 25 
Sail of Ships, and irtiployed them 1inder the command of Sir Francis Drake, 
as the fitteſt manby reaſon of his Experience and Succeſs in ſundry Atons. 

It is not my intent toſet down all the particulars of the Voyages treated of, 
but the Servicesdone, and the Eſcapes and Overſights paſt, as a warning to 
thoſe that ſhall read them, and to prevent the hkeErrors hereafter. 

This Voyage of Sir Francis Drake being the firſt undertaking on either 
ſide, (for it enſued immediately after the Arreſt of our Ships and Goods in 
Spain) 1 will deliver ws Opinion of it, before I proceed any further. - 

One impediment tothe Voyage was, thatto which the ill ſucceſs of divers 
others that after followed, is to be imputed, vis. the want of Vituals and 
other neceſlaries fit for ſo great an Expedition; for had not the Fleet by 
chancemet with a Ship laden with Fiſh,thatcamie from New found Lend, which 
relieved their neceflities,they would have found themfelvesreduced togreat 
extremity. 

The Service that was performed in this Action, was the taking andſacking 
Sana Domingo in Hiſpaniola, Cartagena in Terra firma, and the Fonta aqua 
in Florida; three Towns of great importance in the Weſt Indies. This Fleet

was the greateſt of any Nation but the Spaniards, that had been ever ſeen 
in thoſe Seas ſince the firſt diſcovery of them;. and if it had been as well 
conſidered of before their going fromhome, as it was happily performed by 
the Valaur of the Undertakers, it had more apnoyed the King of Spair, than 
all other Attjons that enſued during the time of the War. 

+ Butit ſeems our long Peace made us uncapable of advice in War ; for had 
we kept and defended thofe places being in our polleſſion, and provided to 
have been relieved and fuccoured out of Ereland, we had diverted the war 
from this part of Europe - for at that time there 'was no compariſon betwixt 
the {trepgth of Spain and Exgland bySea, by means whereof we might have 
better defended them, and with more eaſe incroached upon the reſt of the 
Indies, than the King of Spaiz could have aided@r ſuccoured them. 

But now we ſee and find by experience, that thoſe places which were 
then weak and unfortified, are ſince ſo ſtrengthened, as it is bootleſs to un- 
dertakeany AQion to annoy the King of Spain in his Weſt Indies. 

And though this Voyage proved both fortunate and victorious, yet confi- 
dering it was rather an awakening than a4 weakning of him, it had been far 
better tohave wholly declined it, thanto have yadertaken it upon ſuch flen-

The projet of this Voyage was to reſtore a diſtreſſed King to his King-

In his Courle from Erglend to the Spaniſh Coaſt, he encountred with di- 
vers Ships of Holland, which came from [ isboy, wherem | © found a great 
uantity of Spices belonging to the Pirtzcalls : So greatly were we abuſed 
by that Nation of Holand, who, though they were the firſt that engaged us 
in the War with Spair,,yet ſtill maintained their own Trade into thole parts, 
and ſupplied the Spariards with Munition, Victuals Shipping and Intell;- 
gence againſt us. 

Upon my Lord's Arrival on the Coaſt of Spain, it was his hap to take 
three Ships at ſeveral times, one with Wine, which he unladed imo his 
own; and two with Sugars, which he enjoyed nor long: no more did he 
the Spices, which he took out of the Hollarder:. 

For one of the Ships of Sugar, by means of a Leak that ſprung upon her, 
was forced to be caſt off, and the men, with much dithculty, recovered the 
Shore, and faved their Lives, 

The other being ſent for England, and tofled with contrary Winds, was 
for want of Victuals forced into the Groyr, where they rend'red themſelves 
to the Enemies mercy. © - 

The Spices were determined to be ſent for England, and a Ship appoint- 
ed for that purpoſe, with other Ships to guard her ; and Captain Monſore 
was ſent on Board her to the Iflands of the Burlings, with a Charge to ſe 
her diſpatched for Erglend. 

But the other Ships,not obſerving the DireCtions which were given them, 
and the Night falling calm; early in the Morning, this ſcattered Ship 
was ſet upon by fix Gallies ; and after a Jong and bloody Fight, the Caps 
tain, and the Principalleſt men being ſlain, both Ship and Spices were ta- 
kens but whether it was the reſpe& they had to the Queen's Ship which 
was Admiral of that Fleet, or Honor to my Lord that commanded it; gr 
Hope, by good Uſage of our men, to receive the like again, I know not ; 
but true it is, that the ordinary men were treated with more Courteſiethan 
they had been from Re bg of the Wars.

IR Walter Rawleigh, who had taſted abundantly of the Queen's Love, 
and found it now began to decline, put naſal, upon a Voyage at Sea,

HE Earl of Cumberland finding, that many of his Voyages had mi(- 

carried through the Negligence, or Unfaithfulneſs of thaſe whowere 
entruſted to lay in neceſſary Proviſjons 3 and yet, being incouraged by 
the good xcceſs he had the laſt year, obtained two of her Majeſty's Ships, 
and Vieualled them himſelf, together with ſeven others that did accompa- 
ny them; and arriving upon the Coaſt of Spair, He took two. French 
Ships of the Leagve, which did more than treble the Expence of his Voyage. 
My Lord, being one day ſevered fiom his Fleet, it, was his hap to meet 
with 12 Hulks, at the ſame place where Captain Monſon was: taken the 
fame day two years before : He required that Reſpe& from them that was 
due unto Her Majeſties Ship, which they peremptorily refuſed, preſu- 


ming upon the Strength of their 12 Shipsagainſt one only ; but they found. 


themſelves deceived: For after two hours Fight he brought them to his 

ercy, and made them acknowledge their Error; and not only fo, but 
they willingly diſcovered,and delivered up to him a great quantity of Pow- 
der and Munition, which they carried for the King of Spain's Service. 

My Lord of Camberland having ſpent ſome time thereabouts, and under- 
ſtanding that Fervanteles de Menega, a Portugal, and the King's General of a 
Fleet of 24 Sail, was to the Iſlands ; he purſued them, thinking to 
meet the Carrecks re they ſhould joyn together. At his coming eo 
Flores, he met, and took one of the Fleet, with the Death of the Captain, 
who yet lived ſo long as to inform him both where the Fleet was, and of 
their Strength + The day after, he met the Fleet it ſelf; but being far too 
weak for them, he was forced to leave them, and ſpent his time therea- 
bouts, till he underſtood the Carrecks were paſſed by, without ſceing ei- 
ther Fleet or Iſland. | thc P

Ao three years paſt, Aro 1591. the Queen ſent Sir Jobr Norris 
with 3000 Souldiers, to joyn with the French King's Party in thoſe 
Parts.

Forbiſher thither in this year, 1594, with four of her Ships -. And upon his 
Arrival there, Sir Job»: Norris, with his Forces, and Sir Martiz with his 
Seamen, aſfailed the Fort; and though it was as bravely defended as men 
could do; yet in the end it was taken with-the loſs of 'divers Captait 

Sir Martin Forbiſber being himſelf fore wounded; of which Hurt he died at

| Knowledge, uſed many Perſuaſions to the Queenyg to undertake a 
Voyage to the Weſt Indies, giving much aflurance to rm great Servi- 
ces, and promiſing to engage themſelves very deeply therein, with the Ad- 
venture of both Subſtance and Life. mn as all Actions of this Nature you: 
miſc 
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miſe fair, till they come to be performed, fo did this the more, in the Opi- 
nion of alt Men, in refpe&t of the two Generals Experience. 

There were many Impediments and Letts to this Voyage, before they 
could clear themſelves of the Coaſt, which put them to greater Charge 
than they expected; the chiefeſt cauſe of their Lingring, was a miſtruſt our 
State had of an Invaſion, and the Danger to {pare ſo many good Ships 
and men out of England as they carried with them. 

The Spaniards with their uſual ſubtilty, let flip no opportunity to pur ns 
in amazement, thereby to diſſolve the Action; and ſent four Gallies to 
Bleuret in Brittany, from thence to ſeize ſome part of our Coaſt, that ſo we 
might apprehend a greater Force was to follow. Theſe Gallies landed at 
Penſants in Cornwall, where, finding the Town abandoned, they ſack'd 
and burnt it ; but this Deſign of theirs took little effect 3 for the Voyage 
proceeded notwithſtanding. 

The Intent of the Voyage, was to land at Nozbre de dois,and fromthence 
to march to Paruma, to poſlets the Treafure that comes from Peru; and if 
they ſaw reaſon for it, to inhabite and keep it. A few days before their 
going from Plymonth, _ received Letters from her Majeſty, of an Ad- 
vertiſement ſhe had out of Spaiy, that the I»ndiaz Fleet. was arrived; and 
that one of them, with loſs of her Maſt, was put room to the Ifhnd of 
Porto Ricow. She commanded them, ſeeing there was fo good an oppor- 
tupity offered, as the readineſs of this her Fleet, and the weakneſs of Poy- 
#0 Ricom, to poſleſs themſelves of that Treafurez and the rather, for that 
it was not much out of their way to Nombre de dois. It is neither Years, 
nor Experience, that can foreſee and prevenrt all miſhaps; which is a mant- 
feſt Proof, that God is the Guider and Diſpoſer of Mens Ations : Fox no- 

dſeem more probabletobeeffeted,than this later Deſt 
_— the Ability and Wiſdom of the two Generals; and yet was'un» 
happily prevented, and failed in the Execution : For there being five Fris 
ts ſent out of Spain, to fetch this Treaſure from Porto Ricam, in their way 
it was their hap to take a Pinnace of the Engliſh Fleet , by whom they un- 
derſtood the Secrets of the Voyage ; and to prevent the Attempt of Por- 
#0 Ricom, they haſtened thither with all ſpeed (whilſt our Generals lingred 
at Ruedrape , to ſetiup their Boats) and at their Arrival, ſo ſtrengthened 
the Town with the Souldiers, brought in the Frigats, that when onrFlete 
came.thither, not expeing Refiſtapce, they und; themfulves fruftrate of 
their Hopes, which, indeed they themſelves ew the grcalion of, in mana- 
ing their Defign with no more Secreſfſe. | This Repuſe bred great a 
DiſConceit in Sir Job» Hawkins, as it is thought to have haſtened his days; 
and bemg great and unexpeRed, did not a hitle diſcourage Sir Francis 
Drake's. great Mind, who yet proceeded upon his firſt reſolved Deſign, for 
Nombre P dios, though with no better Succes: For the Buca hevin 
knowledge of their coming, fortified the Palſage to Panume, and 'force 
them to return with loſs. Sir Francis Drake, who was wont to rute For- 
tune,now finding his Error,and the difference between the preſent ſtrength 
of the Indies, and what it was when' he firſt knew it, grew metancholly 
upon this Diſappointment, and fuddenly', an&1I hope naturally, died at 
Nombre de dios, where he got his firſt Reputation. The two Generals dy 
ing, and all other Hopes being taken away by their Deaths, Sir Tho 
Baskervite ſucceeded them in their Commend; and began-now to think up- 
on bis return for England ; but coming near Cuba, he met and fonght with 
a Fleet of Spain, though not long,” by reaſon of the Sickneſs and Weakneſs 
of his Men. This Fleet was ſent to take the Advantage of ours im its' Re- 


turn. 
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turn thinking, asindeedit haprened,that they ſhould find them both weak: 
—and in want; but the ſwiſtneſs of our Ships, in which we had the Advan- 
tage of the Spaniards, preſerved us. You may obſerve, that from the year 
the Revenge was taken, untill this preſent year 1595. there was no Sum- 
mer, but the King of Spain furniſhed a Fleet for the guarding of his Coaſts, 
and fecuring of his Trade; and though there was httle fear of any Fleet 
from England to impeach him, beſides this in the Indies; yet becauſe he 
would ſhew his greatneſs, and fatisfhe the Portugal of the care he had in 
preſerving their Carrecks; he ſent the Count of Feria,a young Nobleman 
of Portugal, who deſired to gain Experience, with 20 Ships to the Iflands; 
but the Carrecks did, as they uſed to do in many other years, miſs both 
Wands and Fleets, and arrived at Libor ſafely. The other Fleets of the 
King of Spain in the I:dies, conliſted of 24 Ships, their General Dox Ber- 
nardine de Vilks nova, an approved Coward, as it appeared when he came 
to encounter the Engliſh Fleet ; but his DefeCts were ſupplied by the Valor 
of his Vice-admiral, who behaved himſelf amch to his Honor : His Name 
was Joby Garanay.

\HE firſt of Jwre 1596; we departed from Plyaronth ; and our Depar- 
 & rare was anche. dy reafon of the preat pains, care and in- 
dvſtry of the 26 Captaing, 'who 'in theiv own Perſons, labored the ' Night 
before, v6 get our fore of their Ships, riding at Catwater, which otherwiſe 
had not beer) ealily effefted. The Third, we ſet Sail from CanfowBuy, the 
Wind, which when we hed; was at Weſt and by South, inſtantly caſt 
up to the North Eaft, and fo continned untill it broughe us up-as' high as

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the North Cape of Spain; and this fortunate beginning put us 1n great hopes 
of a lucky Succeſs to enſue. 

We being now come upon our Enemies Coalt, it behoved the Generals 
to be. vigilant in keeping them from Intelligence of us, who therefore ap- 
pointed the Litzeſs, the True Lote, and the Lion's Whelp (the three chicf 
Sailors of our Fleet) to 1un a Head, ſuſpeCting the Spaniards had ſome Car- 
vels of Advice out, which they did uſually ſend to diſcover at Sea, upon a- 
ny Rumor of a leſs Fleet than this, was made ready in England. mw 

No Ship or Carvel eſcaped from us, which I hold a ſecond Happineſs to 
our.. Voyage : For you ſhall underſtand hereafter, the Inconvenience that 
might have happened upon our Diſcovery. | ” 

The 10th. of June, the ſaid three Ships, took three Fly-Boats that came 
from Cadiz, 14 days/before 3 by them we underſtood the Stateof the Town, 
and that they hadino ſuſpition of us,which we looked on. as a third Oaen of 
our good Fortune to come. \.4 ' 

The 22th, of June, the Swan, a Ship of Loydox,being commanded, as the 
other three, to keep a good way off the Flect, to prevent. difcovery, ſhe 
met with/a Fly-boat, which made Reſiſtance, and eſcaped from her. This 
Fly-boat came from the Streights, bound Home, who diſcovering our Fleet, 
and thinking to gain Reputation and Reward from the "ati ſhhaped 
her Courſe for Lisbow 3 but ſhe was luckil Touynny by, the, Jobx .and: 
Francis, another Ship of London, commanded by Sir M e Darrel, 
Who taok-her within a League of the Shorez. and this we may account a 
fourth Happineſs to our Voyage. The firſt (as hath been ſaid) was for the 
Wind to take us ſo ſuddainly, and to continue ſo long: For our: Souldiers 
Shipped, and in Harbor, would have conſumed their Vittuals, and 

been o peſter'd, that it would have endangered a, Sickneſs amongſt 
them. }- The Second, was the ng all Ships that were ſeen, which kept 
the y from Intelligence. The Third, was the intercepting of the Flys 
Boats from Cadiz, whither we were bound, who aſſured:ys, our coming 
was-hot.ſuſpeted, which made. us more careful to hail from the;Coaſt, than 
otherwiſe we ſhould bave been;. They told us likewiſe of, the daily EXPE-

For how ſuddainly had we 
been taken and ſurprized when it we leſt ſuſpefted, had it not been for 
Captain Flemming? Of the ill in the year before this, by the Spaniard: ta- 
king a Barque of Sir Francis Drake's Fleet, which was the Occaſion of the 
Ovetthrow of himſelf and the whole Action ? pz 

The 20th. of Jane we came to Cadiz, earlier in the morning than the 
Maſters made reckoning of. Before our coming thither, it was determined 
in Council, that we ſhould Jand at St. Sebaſtians, the Weſtermolt part of 
the Land ; and thither came all the Ships to an Anchor, every man pre- 
paring to land as he was formerly direfed ; but the Wind being fo great, 
and the Sea ſo grown, and four Gallies lying too, to intercept our Boats, 
there was no attempting to land there, without the hazard of all. 

This day was ſpent in vain, in returning Meſſengers from one General to 
another; and in the end, they were forced to reſolve upon a Courſe which 
Sir William Monſon, Captain under my Lord of Eſſex, adviſed him to, the 
ſame morning he diſcovered the Town ; which was to ſurprize the Ships, 
and to be poſleſfors of the Harbor before they attempted landing. 

This being now reſolved on, there aroſe a great Queſtion, who ſhould 
have the Honor of the firſt going in? My Lord of Eſex ſtood for himſelf; 
but my Lord Admiral oppoſed it, knowing if he miſcarried, it would ha- 
zard the Overthrow of the Action; beſides, he was (ſtreightly charged by 
Her Majeſty, that the Earl ſhould not expoſe himlelf to Danger, but upon 
great neceſlity. 

When my Lord of Eſſex could not prevail, the whole Council withſtand- 
ing him he (ent Sir William Monſon that night, on Board my Lord Admiral, 
to reſolve what Ships ſhould be appointed the next day to undertake the 
Service, Sir Walter Rawleigh had the Vaward given him, which my Lord 
Thomas Howard hearing, challenged in right of his place of Vice-admiral, 
and it was granted him but Sir Walter having Order over night to ply in, 
came firſt to an Anchor; but in that diſtance from the Spaniards as he could 
not annoy them: And he himſelf returned on Board the Lord General Eſ- 
ſex, to excuſe his coming to Anchor ſo far off, for want of Water to go 
higher z which was thought ſtrange, that the Spaniards which drew much 
more Water, and had no more Advantage than he of Tide, could paſs 
where his could not : But Sir Francis Vere, in the Rainbow, who was ap- 
pointed to ſecond him, paſſing by Sir Walter Rawleigh his — Sir Walter 
the ſecond time, weighed and went higher. The Lord Genera Hex, who 
promiſed to. keep in the mid(t of the Fleet, was told by Sir William Morne 
ſon, that the greateſt Service would depend upon three or four Ships; and 
Sir William put him in mind of his Honor ; for that many Eyes beheld 
him. 

This made him forgetful of his Promiſe, and to uſe all means he could 


to be formoſt in the Fight. My Lord Howard, who could not go up in his 


own Ship, the Mere- honor, betook himſelf to the Noxperil; and in reſpe& 
the Rainbow, the Repulſe and Warſpight, had taken up the beſt of the Chan- 
nel, by their firſt coming toan Anchor, to his grief he could not get high- 
er: Here did every Ship (trive to be the headmolt ; but ſuch was the nar- 
rowneſs of the Channel, as neither the Lord Admiral, nor any other Ship 
of the Queens could paſs on. There was Commandment given, that no 
Ship ſhould ſhoot but the Queens, making account, that the Honor would 
be the greater, if the Viory were obtained with ſo few. This Fight con- 
tinued from Ten, till Four in the Afternoon : The Spaniards then ſet Sail, 

I thinking 
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thinking either to run higher up the River, or elſe to bring their other 
Broad Sides to us, becauſe of the heat of their Ordnance; but howſoever 
it was, in their floating, they came a ground, and the men began to for- 
fake the Ships: Whereupon there was Commandment given, that all the 
Hoys,and Veflels that drew leaſt Water ſhould gountothem. Sir V/il;ian; Mozr 
on was ſent in the Repulſe Boat, with like directions. We poſlels'd our [ſelves of 
the great Gallions, the Matthew,and the Andrew; but the Philip and Thomas 
fired themſelves, and were burnt down before they could be quenched. 

I muſt not omit todeſcribe the manner of the Spariſh Ships and Gallies, 
riding in Harbor at our firſt coming to Cadiz. The four Gallions lingled 
themſelves from out the Fleet, as Guards of their Merchants. The Gallies 
were placed to flank us with their Prows before Entry ; but when they 
faw our Approach, the next morning the Merchants ran up the River, and 
the Men of War of Port Royal to the Point of the River, brought them- 
ſelves,jnto a good Order of Fight, moving their Ships a Head and a Stern, 
to have their Broad Sides upon us. The Gallies then betook themſelves to 
the Guard of the Town, which we put them from bctore we attempted 
the Shi 

The Vidory being obtained at Sea,the L. General Eſſex landed his men in 
a Sandy Bay, which the Caſtle of Poymrul commanded ; but they ſecingthe 
Succeſs of their Ships, and miſtruſting their own ſtrength, neither offered 
to offend his Landing, nor to defend the Caſtle; but quitted it, and fo 
we became Poſleſſors of it. 

After my Lord's pexeable Landing, he conſidered what was tobedone; 
and there being no place from whence the Enemy could annoy us, but the 
Bridge of Swaſoe, which leadeth over from the main Land to the Iſland; by 
our making good of which Bridge, there would be no way left for the 
Gallies to eſcape us. He fent three Regiments under the Command of Sir Cox- 
wiers Clifford, Sir Chriſtopher Blunt, and Sir Thomas Garret to the Bridge ; 
who at their firſt coming were encountred by the Enemy, but yet poſlels'd 
themſelves of it, with the loſs of ſome men; but whether it was for want 
of Vicuals, or for what other reaſons, our men quitted it, I know not, 
and the Gallies breaking down divers Arches paſs'd it, and by that means 
eſcaped. | 

My Lord diſpatched a Meflenger to my Lord Admiral, intreating him 
to give Order to attempt the Merchants that rode in Port Royal, for that 
it was dangerous to give them a Night's reſpite, leſt they ſhould convey a- 
way their Wealth, or take example by the Philip and Thomas, to burn 
themſelves. This Meſſage was delivered by Sir Anthony Aſhley, and Sir 
WValiaw Monſon, as my Lord Admiral was in his Boat,ready with his Toops 
of Seamen to land, fearing the Lord General Eſex ſbould be put to Di- 
ſtreſs with his ſmall Companies, which were but three Regiments, haſten- 
ed by all means to ſecond him, and gave order to certain Ships the next 
day to purſue him. 

Seeing I have undertaken to ſhew the Eſcapes committed in any of our 
Engliſh Voyages, ſuch as were committed here, ſhall without Fear or Flat- 
tery appear to the Judicious Reader. 

Though the Earl of Eſſex his Carriage and Forwardnaſs merited much, 
yet if it had been with more Advifement, and lefs Haſte, it would have 
ſucceeded better : And if he were now living, he would confeſs, Sir Fil- 
liam Monſon adviſed him, rather to ſeek to be Maſter of the Ships, than of 


the Town ; for it was that would afford both Wealth and Honor : For the 
: Riches 
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Riches in Ships could not be concealed, or conveyed away as in . Towns 
they might. And the Ships themſelves being brought for Exglaud, would 
be always before mens Eyes there, and put them 1n remembrance. of; the 
greatneſs of the Exploit; as for the Town, perhaps it might be foon,won, 
but probably not long enjoyed, and fo quickly forgotten» And. to 
ſpeak indiffterentily, by the Earl's ſuddain Landing , without the 
Lord Admirals Privity ; and his giving Advice by a Meſlage to attempt. the 
Ships, which ſhould have been reſolved of upon mature Deliberation, no 
doubt, the Lord Admiral found his Honor a little Eclipſed, which perhaps 
haſtened his Landing for his Reputation ſake, whenas he thought it .more 
adviſable to have poileſs'd himſelf of their Fleet. gh 

Before the Lord Admiral could draw near the Town, the Earl of Efex 
had entred it; and although the Houſes were built in that manner, asthat 
every Houſe ſerved for a Platform; yet they were forc'd to quit them,and 
to retire into the Caſtle. | TYNE 

My Lord at laſ(t,in deſpite of the Enemy, gained the Market place, where 
he found greateſt Refiſtance from the Houſes thereabouts; ' and . where jt 
was that that Worthy Gentleman Sir John Wingfield was unluckily:flain. 
The Lord General Eſſex cauſeditto beproclaimed by Beat of Drum throy 
the Town, that all that would yield, ſhould repair to the Town-Haute, 
where they (ſhould have promiſe of Mercy; and thoſe that, would not. to 
expect no Favor. The Caſtle deſired Reſpite to confider untill the morg- 
ing following 3 and then by one general Conlent, they ſurrend'red them- 
{elves to the two Lord Generals Mercies. The Chief. Prifoners, Men-and 
Women, were brought into the Caſtle, where they remained a little,fpace, 
and were ſent away with Honorable Uſage. The noble treating of. the 
Priſoners, hath gained an everlaſting Honor to our Nation, and the Gene- 
ral's in particular. nid A 

It cannot be ſuppoſed the Lord Generals had leiſure to be idle the day 
following, having ſo great buſineſs to conſider of, as the ſecuring the Town, 
and enjoying the Merchants Ships: Wheretore, for the {peedier diſpatch, 
they had Specch with the belt men of the City, about.the Ranſomy ta; be 
given for their Town and Liberties, 120000 Duckets was the Summ con- 
cluded on; and for Security thereof,many of them became Hoſtages: There 
was likewiſe: an Overture for the Ranſom of their Ships and Goods, .which 
the Nuke of Media hearing of, rather than we ſhould reap any profit by 
them, he cauſed them to be hred. _ 

We found by Experience, that the deſtroying of this Fleet (which did 
amount to the value of fix or ſeven Millions) was the general impover{hi 
of the whole Country : For when the Pledges ſent to Sezyl, to take up mo- 
ney for their Redemption; they were anſwered, that all the Town. was, not 
able to raiſe ſuch a Summ, their Loſs was ſo great by the loſs of their Fleet. 
And to ſpeak truth, Spain never received fo great an Overthrow,ſo great a 
Spoil, ſo great an Indignity at our Hands as this: For our Attempt was at 
his own Home, in his Port, that he thought as ſafe as his Chamber, where 
we took and deſtroy'd his Ships of War,: burnt and conſumed the Wealth 
of his Merchants , ſack'd his City, ranſomed. his Subjects, and. entred. his 
Country without Impeachment. | 

To wnte all Accidents of this Voyage, wete too tedious, and would 
weary the Reader; but hethat would defire to know the Behavior of the 
Spamiards, as well as of us, many confer with divers Engliſh men that were 
redeemed out the Gallies in exchange for others, and. brought into Eng- 
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After we had enjoyed the' Town of Cadiz a Fortnight, and our-men 
' were grown rith by the'Spoil of it, the Generals imbarqued their Army, 
with an intent to perform greater Services before their Return; . but ſach 
was the Covetouſnelſs of the better Sort, who were inriched there , and 
the fear of Hinger in others, who complained for want of Victuals, as they 
could” not willingly be drawn to any farther Action, to gain more Repu- 
tation. The only thing that was afterwards attempted, was Pharoah, a 
Town of Afgarsla in Portugal, a place of no Reſiſtance or Wealth, only fa- 
mous by the Library of Oſorizs, who. was Biſhop of that place ; which Li» 
brary was brought into Erglind by us, and many of the Books beſtowed 
upon the new erected Library of Oxford. 

Some Priſoners were taken; but of ſmall account, who told us, that the 
greateſt Strength of the Country was in Log: the chief Town of Arga- 
reals, twelve miles diſtant from thence ; becauſe moſt part of the Gentlemen 
thereabouts were gone thither,to make it good expecting our coming. This 
News was acceptable to my Lord of Ef/ex, who preferred Honor before 
Wealth : And having had his Will, and the Spoil of the Town of Pharoeh 
and Country thereabouts: He Shipped his Army, .and took Council of the* 
Lord Admiral how to proceed. My Lord Admiral diverted his courſe for 
Lawgsft, alleadging the place was ſtrong, of no Wealth, always held in the* 
nature of a Fiſher-Town, belonging to the Portugals,who in their Hearts were- 
our Friends; that the winning of it, after ſo eminent a place- as Cadiifs \ 
could add no Honor ; though it ſhould be carried, yet it would be the 
Loſs of his beſt Troops and Gentlemen, who would rather to die, .than 
receive Indignity of a Repulſe. My Lord of Efex, much againſt his Will, 
was forc'd to yield unto theſe Reaſons, and defiſt from that Enter- 

riſe” 

' About this time there was a general Complaint for want of Vidtuals ; 
which proceeded rather out of adeſirethatſomehad to be at home,than out 
of any neceſſity : For Sir Williaw Monſon and Mr. Darrel, were appointed 
to examine the Condition of every Ship, and found ſeven weeks Vicuals 
«(Drink excepted) which might have been ſupplied from the Shore in Wa- 
ter.z and this put the Generals in great hope to perform ſomething more 
than they had done. The only Service that was now to be thought on, 
was to lie in wait for the Carrecks, which in all probability could not e- 
ſcape us, though there were many Doubts to the contrary; but ealily an- 
ſwered by men of Experience: But in truth, ſome mens deſires home- 
ward, were ſo great, that no Reaſon could prevail with, or perſuade 
them. | | 

Coming into the height of the Rock, the Generals took Council-once 
again, and then the Earl of Eſſex, and the Lord Thomas Howard , offered 
with great carneſtneſs, to ſtay out the time our Vidtuals laſted; and defi- 
red to have but 12 Ships furniſhed out of the reſt to ſtay with them 5 bur 
this would not be granted, though the Squadron of the Hollander: offer- 
ed voluntarily to ſtay. Sir Walter Rawleigh alleadged the ſcarcity of Vi- 
Qtuals, and the Infefion of his Men. My Lord General Eſex, off - in 
the Greatneſs of his Mind, and the Defire he had to ſtay, to ſupply 
his want of Men and Vicuals, and to exchange Ships ; but all Propo- 
fals were in vain: For the Riches kept them that got much, from attempt. -. 
ing more 3 as if it had been otherwiſe pure want, though not Honor woulg- | 

. haveenforced them to greater Enterpriſes. = A. 

This being the laſt Hopes of the Voyage, and being generally withſtood, 

it was concluded to ſteer away for the North Cape, and afterwards, to view

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and ſearch the Harbors of the Groyz and Ferrol; and if any of .the King 
of Spain's Ships chanced to be there, to give an Atterpt-upen them... -.., 

The Lord Admiral ſent a Carvel of our Fleet into thele two ELF 
and aparrelled the men in Spaiſb Cloaths, to avoid oh tag | This Car- 
vel returned the next day, with a true Relation, that there were no Ships 
in the Harbors: And now pafling all places where there was any of 
doing good, our Return for Eng was reſalved upon; and the of 
Auguſt, the Lord Admiral arrived in Plavonth, with the greateſt part of 
the Army : And the Lord Genera] Eſſex, who ſtaid to the St, 
Andrew, which was under his Charge, and reputed of his Squadron, two 
days after us, the roth. of Auguſt, where he found the Army in that per- 
fect Health, as the like hath not been ſeen, for ſo many to go out of Reg- 
land, to ſuch great Enterpriſes, and fo well to return home again,

R Majeſty having Knowledge of the King of Spain's drawing down 

his Lk Army to the Groyn and Re ores i 
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thirty fix Sail of his Ships that were caſt away upon the North Cape, in their 
coming'thither : He prepared with all poſſible mans, to revenge the Diſ- 
Joe did him the year laſt paſt at Cadiz. Her Majelty likewiſe prepa. 
red to'defend her elf, and fitted out the'moſt part of her Ships for the Sea 3 
butat Tehgth, perceiving his Drift was more to atright than offend her, 
though he gave it it out otherwiſe, becauſe ſhe ſhould provide to reſiſt him 
at home; rather than to annoy him abroad. She was unwilling the great 
Charges ſhe had been at,ſhould'be beſtowed in vain; and therefore turned 
her Preparations another way, than that for which ſhe firſt intended 


The Proje of this Voyage, was to aſſault the King of Spaiy's Shipping 
m.the Harbor of Ferrol, which the Queen chiefly deſired ro do for her 
own Security at home; and afterwards to go and take the Ilands of Terte- 
r4'3 and there to expect the coming home of the Indian Fleet, But neither 
of theſe two Deſigns took that effect which was expected: For in our ſet- 
pg forth, the ſame day we put to Sea, we were taken with'a moſt violent 
Storms, avd contrary Winds; and the General was i rome from the Fleet, 
and -oneShip from another, ſo that the one half of the Fleet were compel- 
led'to return home, and the reſt that kept the Sea, hin Kwmwirg the 
Coaſt of Spain, were commanded home, by order of the Lord General. 

Thus after their return, they were to adviſe upon a new Voyage, find- 
mp by their Ships and Viftuals, they were unable to perform the former : 
Whereupon it was thought convenient all the Army ſhould be diſcharged, 
for the prolonging of the Victuals, except a thouſand of the prime Souldiers 
of the Low Countries, which were put into her Majeſties Ships, that they 
might be the better prepared, if they ſhould chance to encounter the Spa- 
iſh Fleet. . Thus the ſecond time they de arted Exeland though not 
without ” ſome danger of the Ships, by reaſon of 'the Winter's 'near ap- 

roach. 

. The firſt Land in Spain we fell withal, was the North Cape, the place 


whither our Dire&ions led us, if we happened to loſe, Company ; being 
there deſcried from the Shore, and not above 12 Leagues from the Groyzr, 
where the Spaxiſh Armado lay. We were in good hopes to have enticed 
them out of the Harbor to- fight us; but ſpending ſome time thereabouts, 
and finding-2o ſuch Diſpoſition in them, it was thought fit no longer to 
linger about that Coaſt, leſt, we ſhould loſe our opportunity upon the J-- 
dian Fleet ; therefore every Captain received his DireMions to ſtand his 
Courſe into 36 Degzees,, there to ſpread our ſelves North and South, it be- 
ing a heighth that cammonly. the S$parriards ſail in from the Indies. 

At this time the. Lord. General complained of a Leak in his Ship; and 
twb days after, towards,midnight, he brought himſelf upon the Leeto ſtop 
it, Sir Walter Rawleigh, and. ſome other Ships, being a head the Fleet, 
and it growing dark, they could not diſcern the Lord General's Working; 
but ſtood their Courſe as before direRted ; and through this unadviſed 
working of my Lord, they loſt him and his Fleet. 

The day. following, Sir Walter Rawleigh was informed by a Pinnace he 
met, that the great Armado, which we ſuppoſed to be in the Groyy and 
Ferrol, was gone ta the Ilands, for the Guard of the Indian Fleet. This 
Pinnace, Is this Intelligence it gave us, Sir Walter Rawleigh immediate- 
ly ſent.to look. out the General, My Lord had ng {ooner received this Ad- 
vice, but at the very inſtant he directed his Courle to the Ifhands, and dif- 
patched ſome ſmall Vellels to Sir Walter Rawleigh, to inform him of the fud- 


dain Alteration of his Courſe, upon the News received from him, comman- 
ding 
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ding him with all Expedition, to repair to Flores, where he would not fail 
to, be at our Arrival, At the Iſlands we found this Intelligence utterly 
falſe : For neither the Spariſh Ships were there, nog were expected there : 
We met likewiſe with divers Ergliſh men, that came out of the Indies; but 
they could give us no aſſurance of the coming home of the Fleets neither 
could we recive any Advertiſement from the Shore, which made"us half in 
deſpair of them. pfhe 

By that time we had watered our Ships, and refreſhed our ſelves #t Fho- 
res, Sir Walter Rawleigh arrived there, who was willed by, the Lord! Gene- 
ral, after he was furniſhed of ſuch Wants. as that poor Ifland afforded;'to 
make his repair to the Kland of Fayal, which my Lord intended to take. 
Here grew great Qzeſtions and Heart-burnings againſt Sir Walter Rawleigh : 
For he coming to Fayal, and miſſing the Lord” General, and yet kniowin 
my Lord's Reſolution to take the Iſland, he held it more adviſible to't 
with thoſe Forces he had, than to expe the coming of my: Lord*# For in 
that ſpace the IſJand might be better provided : whereupon he landed, and 
took 1t before my Lord's approach, This A& was held fach an Indignity 
to my Lord, and urged with that Vehemence, by thoſe that hated Sie'Wal. 
ter, that if my Lord, though naturally kind, and flexible,* had nor feared 
how it would have been taken in Erglard, I think Sir Walter had finarted 
for it. (- 100901 

From this Iſland we went to Gracioſe, which did willingly relieve out 
Wants, as far as it could ; yet with humble ua forbear landing with 
our Army, eſpecially, becauſe they underſtood there was a Squadron of 
Hollanders amongſt us, who did not uſe to forbear Cruelty wherever they 
came; and here 1t was that we met the [ndian Fleet , which in manner 
following, unluckily eſcaped us, frYs 

The Lord General having ſent ſome menof good Account intothe Whnd, 
to ſee there ſhould be no Injury offered to the Portugals , he having ms 
his word to the contrary; thoſe men advertiſed him of four Sail of Ships 
deſcried from the Shore, and one of them greater than the reſt, ſeemed to 
be a Carreck : My Lord received this News with great Joy, and divided 
his Fleet into three Squadrons, to be commanded by himfelf, the Lord 
Thomas Howard, and Sir Walter Rawleigh. The next Ship to my Lord, of 
the Queen's, was the Raizbow, wherein Sir William Monſon went, who re- 
ceived direction from my Lord to ſteer away South that Night ; and if he 
ſhould meet with any Fleet , to follow them, Ray bs, Lights, or ſhooting 
off his Ordnances or making any other Sign that he could ; and if he'tmet 
with no Ships, to dire@ his Courſe the next day, to the Iſland of St." Mz- 
chael;, but ſpromiſing that Night to ſend 12 Ships after him. Sir Williaze be- 
ſought my Lor# by the Pinnace that brought him this NireQtion, that a- 
bove all things he ſhould have a care to difpatch a Squadron to the Road - 
of 4nera 10 the Tercera's : For it was certain, if they were Spaniards, thither 
they would reſort. | 

Whilſt my Lord was thus contriving his Buſineſs, and ordering his Squa- 
drons, a ſmall Barque of his Fleet happened to come to him, who affured 
him, that thoſe Ships diſcovered from the Land, were of his own Fleet ; 
and that they came in immediately from them. This made my Lord conn- 
termand his former DireCtion 3 only Sir William Monſon, who was the next 
Ship to him, and received the firſt Command, could not be recalled back. 
Within three hours of his Departure from my Lord, which might be about 
12 of the Clock, he fell in compan of a Fleet of 25 Sail, which at the firſt 


he could not aſſure himſelf to paniards ; becauje the day before, that 
Ee number 
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number of Ships was miſſing from our' Fleet. Here he was in a Dilemme 
and great perplexity with himſelf; for in making Signs, as he was diredted, 
if the Ships proved Explifb, it were ridiculous, and he would be expo. d 
to ſcorn; and to reſpite it untill morning, were as dangerous , if they 
were the Indian Fleet: For then my Lord might be out of View, or of 
the hearing of his Ordnance: Therefore he reſolved rather to put his Per» 
ſon, than his Ship in Peril. He commanded his Maſter to keep the Wea- 
ther-Gage of the Fleet, whatſoever ſhould become of him; and it blowing 
little Wind, he betook himlelf to his Boat, and rowed up with the Fleet, 
demanding of whence they were: They anſwered, of Seril in Spain ; and 
asked of whence he was? He told them of Exgland; ard that the Ship in 
light was a Gallion of the Queen's of Erg/ard, ſingle ard alone, alleadging 
the Honor they would get by winning her ; his Drift being todraw and entice 
them into the Wake of our Fleet, where they would be fo entangled, as 
they could not eſcape; they returned him ſome Shot, ard ill Language z 
but would not alter their Courſe tothe Tercera's, whither they were bound, 
and where they arrived to our misfortune. Sir William Monſox returned 
aboard his Ship, making Signs with Lights, and Report with his Ordnance ; 
but all im vain : For my Lord altering his Courſe, as you have heard,ſtood 
that Night to St. Michaels, and paſled by the North fide of Tercera, a far- 
ther way, than if he had gone by the way of Avgra, where he had met 
the Indian Fleet. | | 

When day appeared, and Sir William ' Monſon was in hope to find the 
12 Ships promiſed to be ſent to him, he might diſcern the Spaniſh Fleet two 
miles and a little more a Head him, and a Stern him a Galliop,and a Pihnace 
betwixt them; which putting forth her Flaggs, he knew to be the Earl of 
Southampton in the Garland : The Pinnace was a Frigat of the Spaniſh Fleet, 
who took the Garland and the Rainbow to be Gallions of theirs; but ſee- 
ing the Flag of the Garland, ſhe found her Error, and ſprang a loof,think- 
ink to eſcap: 3 but the Earl purſued her with the loſs of ſome Time, when 
he ſhould have followed the Fleetz and therefore was defired to defiſt 
from that Chaſe by Sir William Monſon, who ſent his Boat to him. By a 
Shot from my Lord, this Frigat was ſunk; and while his Men were rifling 
her, Sir Francis Vere and Sir Willam Brook came up in their twoShips,. who 
the zerds would have made us believe were two Gallions of theirs; and 
ſo much did my Lord fignifie to Sir William Mcnſor, were. br to ſtay 
their coming up : for that there would be greater hope of thoſe two Ships, 
which there was no doubt but we were able to Maſter, than of the Fleet, 
for which we were too weak. | 

But after Sir Williams had made the two Ships to be the Queen's, which 
he ever ſuf] them to be, he began to purſue the Spaniſh Fleet afreſh; 
but by they were ſo far a Head of him, and had fo Jittle way to fail, 
they recovered the Road of Tercera; but he and the reſt of the Ships' pur- 
ſued them, and himſelf led the way into the Harbor, where he found harp

Cannot write of any thing done in this Year of 1599. For there was ne- 
ver greater ExpeQation of War, with leſs Performance. Whether it was 
a Miſtruſt the one Nation had of the other, or a Policy held on both ſides, 
to make Peace with Sword in Hand, a 7 being entertained by conſent 
of each Prince, I am not to examine ; bat fureI ar; the Preparation was 
on both ſides very great, as if the one expeRed an Invaſion from the other; 
and yet it was generally conceived, not to be intended by either; but 
that ours had only relation to my Lord of Eſex, who was then in Ireland, 
and had a Delign to try his Friends in Exg/ard, and to be revenged of his 
Pnemies, as he pretended, and as,it proved afterwards by his Fall « How- 
ſoever it was, the Charge was not ſo great as neceſſary:: For'it was com- 
monly known, that the Adalantada had drawn both his Ships and Gallies 
to the Grozne 3 which was not uſually done, but for ſome Attion intended 
upon Ergland or Ireland, though he conyerted them after to another wie, 
as you {hall hear, \ ehedd FI | 
"The Gallies were ſent into the Low Cauntre s, and: paſd' the Narrow 
Seas, while our Ships lay there, and with the Fleet the Atalartada purſued 
the Hollanders to the Iſlands, whither he ſuſpected they were gone. Ts 
cct 
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Fleet of Hollanders, which conſiſted of 73 Sail, were the firſt Ships that 
ever diſplayed their Colors in War-like ſort againſt the Spaniards, in at) 
AQion of their own : For how cruel ſoever the War ſeemed to be in Hol 
land, they maintained a peaceable Trade in Spain, and abuſed us. This 
firſt Ation of the Hollanders at Sea proved not very ſucceſsful : For after 
the Spoil of a Town in the Canary's, and ſome Hurt done at the Iſland of 
St. Ozre, they kept the Sea for ſome ſeven or eight months, in which time 
their General and moſt of their Men fickned and died, and the reſt return- 
ed with Loſs and Shame. Another Benefit which we received by this 
Preparation, was, that our Men were now taught ſuddainly to Arme, eve- 
ry man knowing his Command, and how to be commanded, which before 
they were ignorant of: and who knows not, that ſudden and falſe Alarms 
in an Army, are ſometimes neceſſary 2 To fay truth, the Expedition which 
was then uſed in drawing together ſo great an Army by Land, and rig- 
ging ſo great and Royal a Navy to Sea. 1n {o little a ſpace of Time; Was fo 
admirable in other Countreys, that they received a Terror by it ; and 
many that came from beyond Sea, ſaid, the Queen was never niore dread- 
ed abroad for any thing ſhe ever did. | _y_ 

French-men that came Aboard our Ships, did wonder (as at a thing in- 
credible) that her Majeſty had rigged, viftualled and furniſhed her Roy- 
\ al Ships to Sea in 12 days time : And Spain, as an Eneniy, had reaſon to 
fear, and grieve to ſee this ſuddaih Preparation; but more, when they un- 
derſtood how the Hearts of Her Majeſty's Subjefts joyned with their Hands, 
being all ready to ſpend their deareſt Blood for her and her Service. Hot- 
land might likewiſe ſee, that if they became inſolent, we could be afſoon 
6- as they ; nor did they expect to find ſuch celerity in any Nation 

ut themſelves. | 

It is probable too, that the King of Spair, and the Arch-Duke, were 
hereby drawn to entertain Thoughts of Peace : For as ſoon as our Fleet 
was at Sea, a'Gentleman was ſent from Br»ſſe/s, with ſome Overtures, al- 
though for that time they ſucceeded not. However, whether it was, that 
the intended Invaſion from Spaiz was diverted, or that her Majeſty was ful- 
ly fatisfied of my Lord of Eſſex, I know not ; but ſoit was, that ſhe 
commanded the ſuddain Return of her Ships from Sea, after they had layn 
three weeks or a month in the Downs.

HE laſt Year, as you have heard, put all men in expeRation of War, 
which yet came to nothing. This Summer gave us great hope of 
Peace ; but with the like effe&t: For by conſent of the Queen, the King 
of Spain, and the Arch-Duke, their Commiſſioners met at Byllozge in Pic- 
cardie, to treat of Peace; a place choſen indifterently, the French King be- 
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ing in League and Friendſhip with them all. Whether this Treaty were in- 
tended but in ſhew only, or, that they were out of hopes, to come to an 
concluſion; or, what elſe was the true and real cauſe of its breaking 
ſo ſuddenly, I know not; but the pretence was but ſlender, for there grew 
adifference about Precedency, betwixt the two'Crowns,/ thoughit wisever 
due to Ergland ; and fo the hopes of Peace were fruſtrated, though had it 
been really intended, matters might eafily have been accommodated. 

The Queen ſuſpetting the Event hereof, before their meeting, and the 
rather, becauſe the Spaniards entertained her with the like Treaty, in 1588 
when atthe (ame inſtant, his Navy appeared upon her Coaſt to Invade. her ; 
therefore, leaſt ſhe ſhould be guilty of too great ſecurity, in relying u 
the ſuccels of this doubtful Treaty, ſhe furniſhed the Three Ships before 
named, under pretenceto guard the Weſtern Coaſt, which at that time was 
infeſted by the Dunkirkers. 

And becauſe there ſhould.be the leſs notice-taken, part-of the Vietuals 
wagprovided at Plymouth ; andSir Richard Lewſon, who was then Admiral 
of the Narrow Seas, was appointed General, for the more ſecret carriage of 
the buſineſs ; ſoasit could not be conjectured, either by their Vieualling, 
or by their Captain, being Admiral of the Narrow Seas, that it wasa Service 
from home. As they were in a readineſs at Plymonth, expeQting Orders , 
theQueen beingfully (atisfied, that the Treaty of Bullojign would break off 
withour effet, the commanded Sir Richard Lewſon to haſten to the Iſlands, 
there toexpet the Carrecks, and Mexico Fleet. The Spaniards on the other 
ſide, being as circumſpect to prevent a miſchief, as we wereſubtil tocontrive 
itz and believing (as we did) that the Treaty of Peace would prove a 
vain, hopeleſs ſhew of what was never meant, they furniſhed Eighteen tall 
Ships tothe I(lands, as they had uſually done, fince the Year 7591. The 
General of this Fleet was Doz Diego de Borachero. 

Our Ships coming to the Iſlands, they and the Sparriards had intelligence 
of one another, but not the fight, for that Sir Richard Lewſor hailed Sixty 
Leagues Weſtward, not only to avoid them, but in hopes to meet withthe 
Carrecks, and Mexico Fleet, before they could join them : But the Car- 
recks being formerly warned by the taking of oneof them, and q he ge 


another, in 1591. had ever fince that year, endeavored to ſhun the tight 
of that Iſland 3 ſo that our Fleet being now prevented, as they had often 
before been, ( nothing being more uncertain, than Actions at Sea, where 
Ships are to meet one another caſually Y they returned home, having con- 
ſumed time and ViQuals, to no purpoſe, and ſeen not ſo much as one Sail, 
from thetime they quittedthe Coaſt of Exgland, till their return, two 
Ships of Holland excepted, that came from the Eaſt Indies ( for then began 
their Trade thither ) which Ships Sia Richard Lewſon relieved, finding them 
in great diſtreſs and want.

N the Year 1600. and part of the Year 1601. there was a kintof ceſla- 
tion from Arms, * wo not by agreement; for this Year gave a hope of 
Peacez which failing, the former tourſe of annoying each other was revi- 
ved; we in relieving the Low Countries, the Spaniards in afliſting the Re- 
belsin Ireland. This was the Summer, that the Arch-Duke befieger Fi 
which was bravely defended, but principally, by the Supplies out of Eng- 
land. And towards Winter, when the Spaniards thought, we leaſt looked 
for War, Don Diego de Borathero, with 48 Sail of Ships, 'and 4000 Soldi- 
ers was ſent to Tnvade Ireland: ESTS 

In his way thither he loſt the company of -his Vice- Admiral, Siriago, who 
returned to the Grozr, which when the King heard, he was much diſta- 
ſted with Sirtago, and commanded him upon his Allegiance, to haſten-with 
all ſpeed for freland, as he was forme: ly direfted 3 Dom Diego, his Landing 
being known in England, when it was too late to prevent it 3 yet, teaſt he 
ſhould be fupplicd with further Forces, Sir Richard Lewſon valiantly entred 
the Harbor, drew near their Fortifications, 'and fought the Enemy fot the 
ſpace of one whole day, his Ship being an Hundred times ſhot through, and 
yet but Eight men ſlain. God fo bleſt him, that he prevailed in his Enter- 
prize, deſtroyed their whole Shipping, and made S7riago fly by Land into 
another Harbor, where he obſcurely Imbarqued himſelf in a French Veſlel, 
for Spain. All this while was the main Army , which Landed with their 
General, Dox Joes de Aquila, ſeated in Kinſale, expeCting the aid of Tyro- 
en, who promiled every day to be with him. Our Army commanded by 
the Lord Mortjoy, Lord Deputy of Ireland, beſieged the Town, ſo that he 

evented their meeting, and many skirmiſhes paſt betwixt them. 

The Siege continued, with great miſeries to both the Armies, andinot 
without cauſe, confidering the Seaſon of the Year, and the condition of 
the Country, that afforded little relief to either : ſome few days before 
Chriſtmas, Thyroen appeared with his Forces, which was ſome little heart- 
ning to the Enemy, in hopes to be freed of their Impriſonment, for fo may 
I call it, they were ſoſtrictly beleagured. The day of agreement, betwixt 
the Spaniards and Tyroen, was Chriſtmas Eve, on which day, there happen- 
ed an Earthquake in England ; and, as many times ſuch Signs prove aut bo- 
mms, aut malum Omen ; this proved Fortunate tous, the Victory being 
obtained, with ſo little loſs, as it ts almoſt incredible. 

This was the day of Tryal, whether Ireland ſhould continue a parcel of 
our Crown, or no; for if the Enemy had prevailed in the Battel, and a 
Treaty had not afterwards obtained more then Force, it was to be feared 
treland would hardly have been ever recovered. The Speziards in beland,

T HE laſt Attempt of the Spaniards in Ireland awakened the” Queen, 
who, it ſeemeth for two or three Years together, entertained the 
Hopes of Peace, and therefore was ſparing in ſetting forth her Fleers: But 
now perceiving the Enemy had found the way into Ireland ; and that it 
behoved her to be more vigilant than ever; ſhe reſolved,as the ſafeſt courſe 
to infeſt the Spaniſh Coaſts with a continual Fleet ; and m this year furniſh- 
ed the Ships aforeſaid, having Promiſe from the States of Holland, to joyn 
to them twelve Sail of theirs; and becauſe this important Service required 
t ſpeed, ſhe had not time enough to man them, or ſupply them with 
oviſions altogether ſo well as they were uſually wont to be ; but was 
content with what could be gotten in ſo ſhort a warning, ſo defirous was 
ſhe to ſee her Ships at Sea. | | 

Sir Richard Lswſon ſet fail with five of them the 19th. of March, and left 
Sir William Monſon behind with the other four, to attend the coming of the 
| Hollanders: though withm two or three days after, Sir William received 
Command from the Queen, to haſten with all ſpeed to Sir Richard Lewſor ; 
for that ſhe was advertiſed, that the Silver Ships were arrived at the Ter- 
cera's. Sir William Monſon hereupon neglected no time, nor ſtayed either 
to ſee himſelf better Manned, or his Ships better furniſhed ; but put'to Sea 
the 26th. of March. 

This Intelligence of the Queen's was true: For the Plate Fleet had been 
at the Tercera's, and departing from thence, in their Courſe for Speir, Sir 
Richard Lewſon, with his few Ships, met them; but to little purpoſe, want- 
ing the reſt of his Fleet, and the help of the 12 Holanders, We may very 
well account this not the leaſt Error or Negligence that hath been commit- 
ted in our Voyages : For if the Hollanders had kept touch according to 
Promiſe, and the Queen's Ships had been fitted out with Care, we 
made her Majeſty Miſtreſs of more Treaſure than any of her Progenitors e- 
ver enjoyed. Sir 
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Sir. Richard Lewſon's Deſign againſt the Þ=dian Fleet , notwithitanding 
bis Renowned Valor, *being thus*fruſtrated, and by the Hollander: Nack- 
neſs croſſed, he plied towards the Rock, to meet Sir Williew Monſon, as 
the place-\reſolved on between them but Sir William having ſpent 14 days 
thereabouts, and hearing no Tidings of him, went round to the Southward 
Cape,where he was likewiſe fruſtrated of a moſt promifing Hope: For meet- 
ing with certain French-mer and Scots, at the ſame inſtant, he deſcried 
three Ships of ours, ſent by Sir Richard to look him. Theſe French and 
Scottifþ Ships came from St. Lucas, and made report of five Gallions, ready 
the next Tide to ſet ſail for the Indies : They likewife told him of two, o- 
thers that departed three days before, wherein went-Dor' Petro de Vaſtes, 
to be Governor of the Havana, who had ſometimes been Piiſoner in Exg- 
land. 

Theſe two later Ships' were met one Night by the Warſpight, whereof 
Capt. Sommers was Conmander 3 but whether it was by the Darkneſs of 
the Night, or by what other Caſualty (for the Sea is ſubje& to many) I 
know not, but they eſcaped. 

This News of the five Gallions, and the three Ships of the Queen's ſo 
happily meeting together, made, Sir Williem dire his Cquyſe into the 
heighth wherein the Spaniards were moſt likely to fail in; and coming in- 
to heighth, he had ſight of five Ships, which in reſpett of their Num- 
ber and Courſe, he-made reckoning to be the five Gallions; and thought 
that day ſhould fiilly determine and'try the difference between the Strength 
and Puiſlance of the Engliſb and Spariſh Ships, their number and greatneſs 
being equal : But his Joy was ſoon quailed : For coming up with them, he 
found them to be Ergh/b Ships _— out of the Streights,and bound home; 
but yet this.did not diſcourage the Hope he had conceived that the Spar.

Ti Upon Tweſday, the firſt of Jwne, to begin our new Fortune with anew, 
Month, Sir Richard Lewſon and Sir Williazs Monſon, who ſome few Nights. 
befate bad met accidentally in the Sea, were cloſe on board the Rock, 
where they took two Ships of the Eaft Country, bound for Lisbox ; and. 
while-they were romaging 'theſe Ships, they deſcried a Carvel from Cape, 
Picher bearing with them; which by Signs ſhe made, they perceived bats 
deſire to with them. Sir Richard immediately chaſed her, and left 
Sir Williezs with the two Eafterlings to abide about the Rock till his return, 
The Carvel being fetcht up, made a relation of a Carreck and 11 Gallies 
to be in Ciſembre Road 3 and that ſhe was ſent by two Ships of ours, the 
Nonperil and the Dreadnought which lay thereabouts to look out the Admi- 
ral. -,, With what Joy this News was apprehended may be eaſily imagined : 

Sir Richard made Signs to Sir Villias to ſtand with him 3 and leſt he ſhould 
not be diſcerned, he cauſed the Carvel to ply up with him, wiſhing him 
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to repair to him; but before they could approach the Cape,it was midnight, 
and nothing chanced all that time, but the exchanging of ſome Shot, that 
paſſed betwixt the Admiral and the Gallies, 

Upon Wedneſday, the ſecond of June, every man lookedearly in the mor- - 
ning what Ships of her Majeſtics were in fight, which were five in number, 
the Warſpight, wherein Sir Richard was: For the Repnlſe he had ſent for 
England (ome few days before,by reaſon of a Leak; the Garland,the Nonpe- 
ril, the Dreadnought, and the Adventure, b<fides the two Eaſfterlings taken 
the day before. All the Captains reſorted on Board the Admiral, to coun- 
cel, which took up moſt part of the day. Art firſt there was an Oppoſition 
by ſome, who alleadged the Danger and Impoſſibility of taking the Car- 
reck, being defended by the Caſtle and 11 Gallies: But Sir Wilkan Mon- 
ſon prevailed fo far, as that all conſented to go upon her the next day, and 
concluded upon this Courſe following, that he and Sir Richard ſhould an- 
chor as near the Carreck as they could, the reſt to ply up and down, and 
5 tron Sir William was glad of this occaſion, -to be revenged of the 

allies, hoping to requite the Slavery they put him to when he was Pri- 
ſoner in them ;, and ſingled himſelf from the Fleet a League, that the Gal- 
lies might ſee it was in defiance of them 3 and ſo the Marqueſs of St. Cruz, 
and Frederick, Spaniola, the one General of the Portugal, the other of the 
Spaniſh Gallies, apprehended it, and came forth with an intentto fight him 5 
but within Shot, were diverted by one Joby Bedford an Engliſh-man, 
who undertook to know the Force of the Ship, and Sir William that com- 
ed her. Before I go farther, I will a little digreſs, and acquaint you 
with. the Scituation of the Town, and the manner of placing the Gallies 
againſt us. The Town of Ciſembre lieth in the bottom of a Road, which 
is a good Succor for Ships with a Northerly Wind. It is built with Free- 
ſtone, and near the Sea is ereCted a ſtrong and ſpacious Fort, well reple- 
niſhed with Ordnance : Above the Town, upon the top of a Hill, is ſeated 
an ancient, ſtrong Fryery, whoſe Scituation maketh it impregnable, and 
able to command the Town, Caſtle and Road; cloſe to the Shore lay the 
Carreck, like a Bullwork to the Weſt ſide of the Caſtle; fo as it defended 
both that, and the Eaſt part of the Town : The 11 Gallies had flancked | 
and fortified themſelves with the ſmall Neck of a Rock on the Weſt fide of 
the Road, with their Prows right forward, to play upon us, every one car- 
ing a Cannon in their Crxzza, beſides other Pieces in their Prows 3 and 
they were no way to be damaged by us, till our Ships came ſo nigh the 
Town, that all theſe Forces might play upon us in one mſtant. = 

The Gallies being placed to this great Advantage, they made account 
(as a Captain of one of them we took confels'd) to have ſunk our Ships 
of cemves, without any farther Help. We ſaw the Tents pitched, and 

reat Troops of Souldiersdrawn together; which wasno lefsthan tHe whole 
antry in Arms againſt us: The Boats paſs'd betwixt the Shore and the 
Carreck all the day long, which we ſuppoſed was to unlade her ; but we 
found afterwards it was rather to ſtrengthen her with Men and Munition: 
Here appeared many Difficulties and Dangers, and little hope of taking her; 
but rather of finking or burning her, as moſt men conjetured. The Dan- 
zer from the Gallies was great, they being flancked with the point of a 
ock at our Entrance, as you have heard, it being likewiſe calm, and they 
ſhooting low : Another Danger was, that of the Wind: For if it had come 
from the Sea, theRoad being open, and the Bay deep, our Attempt muſt 
have been in vain, And notwithſtanding theſe, and many more apparent- 
ly ſeenz and that there was no "_ but imagined, that moſt of the _ 
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recks Lading was on ſhoar, and that they would hale her on ground, under 
the Caſtle, where no Ship of ours ſhould be ableto fleet to her; all which 
objections, with mayy more, were alleadged, yet they little prevailed, pro- 
craſtination was perilous, and therefore with all expedition, they thonght 
convenient to charge the Town, theFort, the Gallies, and Carreck, all at 
one inſtant, And they had determined, if the Carreck had been on ground, 
or ſonigh the ſhoar, that the Queens Ships could not fleet to her, that the 
Two Eaſterlings, the day before taken , ſhould Board her, and Burn 
her. 
Thurſday the Third day, early in the morning, every man commending 
himſelf to God's Tuition and Prote@tion, expetted when to begin, accord- 
ing to the agreement the day before. A gale of Wind happening about 
Ten of the Clock, the Admiral weighed ; ſhotoff a Warning-piece, and put 
forth his Flag in the Maintop : the Vice-Admiral did the hke in his Foretop, 
according to the Cuſtome of the Sea; every Captain enconraged his men, 
which ſo imboldened them, as though they were grown weak and feeble be- 
fore, they were now revived, and beſtirred themſelves, as if a new Sprrit 
had been infuſed into them 3 the Admiral was thefirſt that gave thecharge, 
after him followed the reſt of the Ships, ſhewing great Valor, and gaming 
great Honor ; the laſt of all, was the Vice-Admiral, at whofe entrancein- 
to the Fight, he (till ſtrived to get up as near the ſhoar as he could, where 
he came to an Anchor, continually fighting with the Town,” the Forr, the 
Gallies, and Carreck, all together, he brought them betwixt him, 'that 
he might play both his Broad Sides upon them 5 there might be ſeen the 
Prowels of the Gallies, ſwim by the ſides of them, the Saves forſake them, 
and every thingin confuſion amongſt them, and thusthey Fought, till Five 
of the Clock in the Afternoon. | 

The Vice-Admiral was Anchored to ſuch an advantage,' as the Galfies 
rowed from one ſide to another, ſeeking to fhun him, which Sir  Richerd 
Lewſon obſerying, came on Board him, and openly, in the view andhearmg 
of his whole Company, imbraced him, and told him, He hud wor bis beart 
or ever. | 
f The reſt of the Ships, as they were direCted, plied up, except the Admi- 
ral, who by the negligence of his Maſter, or ſome other impediment, when 
he ſhould have Anchored, fell ſo far to Leeward, as the Wind md Tide car- 
ried him out of the Road, ſo that it was the next day, before his'$hip 
could be fetcht in again; whereat the Admiral was much inraged, and'pae 
himſelf into the Dreadnought, and brought her to an Anchor cloſe to the 
Vice-Admiral, about Two of the Clock im the Afternoon There was rio 
opportunity let bows for where the Admiral ſaw defe&in any other Ship, 
he preſently cauſcd it tobe ſupplied, and the Eaſterlings,* who were appoint- 
edto Board the Carrck, beginning to faint, and fail of obſerving the' di- 
reCtions given them, the Vice- Admiral perceiving it, went on Board them 
himſelf, vowing, that if they ſcemed backward im putting it! Execution the 
deſign of firing the Carreck , they ſhould Took for as httle Life from the 
Engliſh, as they could expe@ from the Enemy. Whilſt the Vice-Admiral was 
thus ordering things, Sir Richard Lewſon came to him, 'and would'in to 
caſe. ſuffer him to Board the Carreck himfef, bnt carried him into tHe 
Dreadnought, where they conſulted how to preſerve the'Carreck, and en-

. The reſult of this Reference was, to offer her parley, which they prefent- 
1y put in praftice, and commanded all che Ships toleave ſhooting, until 'the 
return of the Meſſenger : The man imployed, 'wasone Captain Sewell; who 
| had 
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hed eſcaped. and ſwam ta us, having been Four Years Priſoner in the Gal- 
lies, and ſodid many Tirks and Chriſtians; tkeetfedt of this Parley, was to 
perſuade them to yield, promiſing honorable Conditions, and he was toin- 
timate, as from himſelf, that the Gallies, whoſe ftrength they preſumed np- 
on, were beaten, ſome burnt, the reſt fled; that we had the poſleflion of 
the Road, the Caſtle not being able to abide our Ordinance, much leſs the 
Carreck, and if they refuſed this offer of Mercy, rhey were toexpet all the 
Cruelty and Rigor, that a Conpueror could impoſe npon his Enemy * Afer 
{ome Conference to this effeft, the Captain of the Carreck told him, He 
would ſend ſome Gentlemen of Quality, with Commiſhonto Treat, and de- 
fired, that ſome of the like Quality fromus, might repair to him, to the 
ſame purpoſe. 

- Theſe Gentlemen came aboard the Dreadnonght, witere the Admiral and 
Vice-Admiral were, attending the return andfuccets of Caprain Sexell ;, af- 
ter the delivery of their Meflage, they would needs haſten on Board the 
Carreck again, for that, as it ſeemed, there was an uproar and adiviſian in 
her, ſome beingof opinion to entertain a Parley, others to ſave themſelves, 
and (et her on fire : which Sir William Monſon hearing, withour further de- 
Ly, or conference, with Sir Richard, what was to be done, he leaped ſud- 
denly into his Boat, and rowed unto the Carreck z when he drew near to 
her, he wasknown by @verſeGentlemen on Board her, he havingoncebeen 
a Priſoner among them: they ſeemed to be very glad of this meeting, and 
their paſſed diverſe Imbracements between them, in remembrance of their 
old acquaintance : The Captain was called Dor Diego de Lobo, a Gallant 

young Gentleman, of a Noble Houſe. He deſcended down upon the bend 

of the Ship, and commanded his men to ſtand afidez ; Sir Williaz did the 

like to his company, intheBoat 3 the Captain demanded of him, if he had 

the Portugal Language ; he told him, he had ſufficient to Treat of that bu- 
fines 3 acquainted him of the Place he commanded in the Fleet, intimated 

the affeftion and reſpet he bore the Portugal Nation, and that the Treary 

which was offered, proceeded out of his motion, and withed him to make 

his propoſals, which were as followeth, The firſt demand he made, was, 

Thai they ſhould be ſafely put on ſboar with.their Arms. The Second, That it 

ſbould be done the ſame Night. The Third, That they fbonld enjoy their Ship 

and Ordinance, as appertaining tothe King, but we the Wealth. The Fourth, 

That the Flag and Ancient ſhould not be 1 6d down, but worn while the Carreck 
was unlading. His Speech being ended, Sir Wiliam told him, That bis De- 

mands gave fuſpition, that under pretence of Parley, they meaut Treachery, or 

thattheir hopes were greater, thaw therewas cauſe ; and, but that he knew it was 

the:nſe of ſome men, to demand great things, when leſs wilt ſerve them, he would 

nab loſe bis advantage, to entertain a Parley; he deſired, that what they in- 

tended, might be:quickly conchaded, for Night growing on, might advan- 

tage them, and\for his Reſolution, he ſhould underſtand it in few words, 

viz To his firſt Demand, | He was willing to yeild, That they ſbould be pat on 

[boar with their Arms, Tothe Second, That he was comtented, that they ſhould 

by. ſet. on ſhoar that Night, except Eight or Ten of the Principal Gentlemen, whows 

he would detain Three Days.. To the Third, held it idle and frivolow, to 

imagine, he would conſent to ſeparate Ship and Goods, and eſteemed it Por Cola 
de burla. To the Fourth, He woxld not conſent, being reſolved, never to per- 
mit a Spaniſh Flag to be worn in the preſence of the Queens Ships, unleſs it were 
diſgracefully, over the " There was long expoltulations upon theſe 
points, and Sir Williazs Monſore ſeeing the obſtinacy of the Captain, offered,

the reſt of the Gentlemen perceiving, and that he:had propounded nothing 
but what might very well ſtand with their Reputation, they antreated him 
once more to aſcend into the Carreck, and they would enter into new Ca- 
pitulations : The effect whereof, as it was agreed upon, were theſe that 
follow : | | 

That a Meſſenger ſhould be ſent to the Admiral, to have his Confirma- 
tion of the points concluded on; and that in the mean time the Fl; and 
Ancient ſhould be taken down; and if the Admiral thould not conſent ro 
the Agreement, they to have leiſure to put out their Flag and Ancient to- 
fore the Fight ſhould begin. That the Company ſhould e preſently ſet on 
Shore; but the Captain, with eight other of the principal Gentlemen three 
days after. That the Ship with her Goods, ſhould be ſurrendered with- 
out any Praftice or Treaſon. That they ſhould uſe their endeayors, that 
the Caſtle ſhould forbear ſhooting whilſt we rid in the Road; and this was 
the effe@t'of the Conditions agreed upon. This Carreck Wuynered in Mo- 
ſambitke, in her return from the Indies, a place of great Infection, as ap- 
peared-by the Mortality among them: For of 600 and add men, twetity 
of them lived not to' return Home. After a great deal of Calamity and 
Mortality; ſhe arrived at this Port of Ciſembre, as you have heard, the 
Viceroy of Portugal, having ſent 11 Gallies to her Reſcue, and 400 wocgs 
de Camera, which is a Title of Gentlemen that ſewe the King: upon any 


Honourable Occaſion, when they are commanded. That ſhe was brought 


to this paſs, and forc'd to yield on theſe Conditions, Sir Robert Cecil was 
wont to impute to the Gentlemens Acquaintance with Sir William Monſon. 
Although three days were limited for ſetting the. Captain on Shore, yet it 
was held Diſcretion not to detain them longer than untill the Carreck was 
brought off fafely to our Ships; and therefore Sir William Monſon having 
carried the Captain, and the reſt of the Gentlemen on board him, where 
they Supped, had variety of Muſick, and ſpent the Night in great Jollity ; 


the Morn following, accompanied. them on Shore himſelf, whither 


the Conde de Vitagera had drawn down all the Force of the whole Countty, 
amounting to the number of 10000 men. 

I muſt not omit to:deſcribe the Behavior of the Gallies in the Fight, that 
every Man may have that Honor that is due ta him- Thoſe of Portugal,be- 
ing of the Squadron of the Marqueſs of St. Cruz, betook themſelves, with 
their Genera), to Flight in the middle of the Fight; but Frederico Spinole, 
who was to convey his Gallies out of Spaiz into the Low Countreys, fol- 
lowed not the Example of the Marqueſs, but made good the Road; which 
the other ſeing, with Shame xeturned 3 but to both their Coſts : for be- 
fore they departed, they found.the Climate ſo hot, as they were forc'd to 
fly, their Gallies/ being fo miſerably. beaten, and their Slaves ſo pit 
ſlain, as there wanted nothing but Boats to poſſeſs them all, as well as 
the two we took and burnt 3 which is a thing hath been ſeldom ſeen or heard 
of, for Ships to take and deſtroy Gallies. The number of Men lain in the 
Town, the Caſtle, the Carreck and Gallies, are unknown, though they 
could not chuſe but be many; the Wealth of the Carreck could then as ill 
be eſtimated, though after found to be great ; the Value of the two Gallies 
burnt with their Loading of Powder, is hard to judge, though it's known 
to have been a Service of great Importance. For our Loſs, it was not much, 
only one man killed in the Fly-Boat, five {lain, and as many hurt in the 
Garland, and one hurt in the Adventure: Sir William Monſon had the lefe 
Wing of his Doublet ſhot off, but received no other Hurt.

War, to the Eaſtward, who durſt not put themſelves upon the reſcue of Sir 
William, for fear of the Caſtle : Sir William being now left alone, and ſce- 
ing what. bead Land ſoever he came unto, -he was to encounter a Spariſp 
ron, ſtood. hiscourſe that night to Sea, thinking to try, if the mlancks 
ercerss would afford him any better Fortune, but coming within Forty 
or Fifty Leagues of the Iſlands, he was taken ſhort with the Wind, yet till 
bearingup what he could for the Rock ; but at length finding his Vittuals 
grew ſhort, his Maſt periſhed, and the dangers he was expoſed to, by keeping 
that Coaſt, he directed his courſe for England, and came to Plymonth, the 
24th of.

The Adventure arrived within an hour after him, who in her way home- 
wards fl, fell-amongſt the Braiz/ Fleet, and encountring with them, loſt 
divers men, but took none : The Paragon was at home long before, witha 
Prize,of\$ugar, and Spices, which counrervailed the charge of the Voyage, 
The @nittance in her return, met Two Ships of Duxkirk, and in fig 
with them, her Captain was ſlain, but ſhe acquitted her ſelf very well, with- 
out further harm. This Fleer, as you have heard, was to keep the Enemy 
buſied at home, that he might be diverted from the thoughts of heland 3 what 
hazard jt' endured by the Enemy, the fury of the Sea, and foul Weather, 
doth appear 3 and no marvel ; for it was the lateſt Fleet in Winter, that 
ever kept, upon the Spaniſh Coaſt, as it was likewiſe the Iaſt Fleet her Maje- 
ſty imployed 3 for in March after ſhe died, and by her Death all War cea- 
ſed. . As Sir Williaw Monſon was General of this laſt Flect, ſo was he a Sol- 
dier, ,and a Youth, at the beginning of the Wars, and was at the taking of 
the firſt Spaziſh Prize, that ever ſaw the Engliſh Coaſt, which yet was pur- 
chaſed with the loſs of Twenty Five of our men, beſides Fifty hurt. This 
Prize wasafterwards a Man of War, and ſerved Whinſt the Spaniards, and 
was in thoſe days reckoned the beſt Ship , War we had ;z ſhe was _— 
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the Commander, and belonged to- Sir George Carew, then Governor of the 
Iſle of Wight.

IR William Monſon returning with his Fleet, in November, there was 
& a Reſolution to furniſh another againſt Febrzary, which ſhould be re- 
cruited with freſh Ships, Men and Vidtuals in June. Sir Richard Lewſor 
was to. command the former Fleet, and Sir William Monfon the later : For 
the Queen found it a Courſe both ſecure and profitable, to keep a 
continual Force upon the Spaniſh Coaſt, from F _ to November, that 
being the time of greateſt Peril to her Majeſty 3 and fhe was the rather en- 
couraged thereto, by the; ſafty ſhe found the laſt Summer, and:the Wealth. 
and Riches ſhe had from time to time taken from the Enemy. The 
Complaint of the ill furniſhing out of her Ships in other Voyages, made 
it more carefully to be look'd unto now, and there was better Choice of 
Vicuals and Men than uſually had been 3 but in the mean time, it pleaſed 
God to viſit her Majeſty with Sickneſs, , which cauſed a ling'ring, though 
no abſolute diſſolving of the Fleet 3 but when her Danger was perceived 
to increaſe, the Ships were haſtened out to Sea, it being a point of good 
Policy, to keep our Seas guarded from any Forreign Attempt, untill hig 
Majeſty ſhould be peaceably ſettled in England, 

This Fleet , departed from Puinborough the 22th. of March, and arrived 
in the Downs the 25th. of the ſame;being the day after her Majeſties Death - 
The News whereof, and Commandment to proclaim King James the Sixth 
of Scotland, our Lawful King, and the rightful Inheritor ro the Crown L 
arrived both together 3 which put us into two contrary Paſſions, the 
one of Grief, the other of Joy : Grief for the Loſs of the Queen, Joy 
for accepting of the King in that peaceable manner, which was a Hap- 
pineſs beyond all ExpeQation, either at home or abroad. 

As the Deſign of this Fleet was to guard and defend our own Coaſts 
from any Incurſfion that might be made out of France or the Low 
Countreys; ſo the Commanders were vigilant to appear on thoſe Coafts 
once in two days, to diſhearten them, in caſe they had any (ach Thoughts 
but the truth is, it was beyond their Abilities, whatever was in their 
Hearts to impugn his Majeſty. And becauſe the Arch-Duke would 
make rhe Candidnels is Intention apparent to the World, he cal. 


ied in his Letters of REprizal againſt the Ergliſh; and publiſhed an 
Edit 
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Edi& for a free and unmoleſted Traffick into Flanders : So that now 
our Merchants might again trade peaceably into thoſe Parts from which 
they had been debarred the ſpace of Eighteen Years. The King find- 
ing, that Fraxce neither impeached his Right , nor gave any Jealouſie 
by the raiſing of an Army ; and that the Arch-Duke made a Demon- 
ſtration of his deſire of Peace, his Majeſty did the like, acknowledg- 
ing the League he had with thoſe Princes, with whom the late Queen 
had Wars : For Wars betwixt Countreys are not hereditary ; but com- 
monly end with the Death of their Kings : Wherefore he commanded 
his Ships to give over their Souther» Employment, and to repair to 
Chatham, giving manifeſt Teſtimonies, how deſirous he was that his 
Subjedts ſhould recover that Wealth and Freedom by Peace, which they 


had formerly loſt by War.

Hat though the aſſembling of Parliaments hath antiently 
ER been, and till were for the EnaGting of Laws, and Re- 
forming of Abuſes and Grievances of the Subje&s within the 
Realm ; yet at this time the Queens Majelty was deſirous to hav 
the Advice of all her loving people, concerning the Defence ant 
Preſervation of her Self, her Realms and Subjeds, fromthe Power 
and Oppreſſion of a forreign Enemy. 

Then he declared, that this Enemy was the King of Spair, and 
that his malice was increaſed by his loſs and ſhame received in 83. 
That his reſolution (till was to invade this Kingdome, did plainly 
appear by his building and getting together many Ships of leſs bulk, 
which would be fitter for ſervice in our Seas, than thoſe greater 
Galliaſſes and Gallions had been in 83. That he deſired ſome 
nearer place from whence to invade Exgland, and therefore at 
this time was labouring to plant himſelf in Britain , a part of 
France. That he had raiſed FaGtions in Scotland, and Confpi- 
racics againſt the King there, finding him an enemy to his ambi- 
tious deſires. TW 

And therefore we her Majeſties Subjects (ſaid he) muſt with all 
dutiful conſideration think what is fit for us to do; and with 
all willingneſs yield part of our own for the defence of others, 
and aſſiſtance of her Majeſty in ſuch an unſupportable charge. 
Were the cauſe between Friend and Friend, how much would 
we do for the relief of one another ? but the cauſe is now be- 
tween our Soveraign and our ſelves : ſeeing there is ſo much 
difference in the parties, how much more forward ought we 
to be? | 

The Aid formerly granted to her Majeſty in theſe like caſes, is 
ſo il] anſwer'd, and with ſuch flackneſs performed, as that the 
third of that which was granted cometh not to her Majeſty. A 
great ſhew, a rich grant, and a long ſum ſeems to be made; but 
little it is, hard to be gotten, and the ſum not great which is 
paid, Her Majeſty thinks this to be, for that the wealthier ſort 
of men turn this charge upon the weaker, and upon thoſe of 
worlt ahility ; ſo that one diſchargeth himſelf, and th'other is not 
able to ſatisfie that he is charged withal : theſe things ſhould be 
reformed by ſuch as are Gommiſſioners in this ſervice. 
| Wheretore it is her Majeſties pleaſure, the time be not ſpent in 
cdeviling and enafting new Laws, the number of which are fo 
great already, as it rather burtheneth than eaſeth the Subje& ;

Relief and Contribution made towards the relief and belp of a-num- 
ber of Souldiers that are ſeen in the time of this Parliament mai- 
med and ſs hurt in the Wars of France, the Low Countries, and 
on the Seas, for the ſervice of the Yueens Majeſly and of the 
Realm, and for that purpoſe have allowed, that every Archbiſhop, 
Marquiſs, Earl, and Viſcount, ſhould pay towards the Contribution 
the ſum of 405. every Biſhop 30S. and every Baron 20s. For col- 
leFion whereof, there hath been appointed the Pueens Majeſties Al- 
moner, the Biſhop of Worceſter, to colle# the ſame of Biſhops 3 the 
Lord Norris to colle# the ſums payable by the Lords Temporal : 
which hath been diligently done, and received by thens for all the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal that have been preſent, and that 
have attended to their great charge on the ſervice of the Realm in 
this Parliament. And conſidering the number of the Souldiers be 
very many to be relieved therewith, notwithſtanding the Knights 
and Burgeſſes of the Commons Houſe have yielded very gaod and 
large Contributions, according to their degrees, for the better relief 
of the ſaid maimed Souldiers; It is by the ſaid Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, that have given their chargeable attendance here, and 
have chaxitably and honourably yielded to this Contribution, thought 
meet, and 0 it is ordered and decreed by them, with common and 
free eonſent, That all the Lords of Parliament that have been alto- 
gether abſent in this Seſſtons, and that ſhall not have contributed 
to this charitable Relief before the end of this Sejſtons, ſhall be re- 
quired by Letters to be ſent to them by the Lords that had their Pro- 
curations for their abſence, or by Letters from the Lord Keeper of 
the great Seal, required and charged to make payment to be made 
according to their degrees and vocation, double the ſuns of money 
paid by the Lords that have been here preſent and continued their 
attendance : that is to ſay, every Earl that hath been abſent 4 |. 
the Archbiſhop of York to pay as much, and every Biſhop alſo to 
pay 31. and every Baron 40s. And for ſuch as have been here 
preſent ſometimes, and yet very ſeldom, but have been abſent mot 
part, it is thought meet, That every ſuch Lord Spiritual and Tem- 
poral ſhall, according to their degrees, pay a third pert more than 
the Lords that have been preſent. All which ſums of money they 
ſhall cauſe to be delivered to the hands of the Lord Keeper of the 
great Seal, to be afterwards by ſuch Spiritaal Lords of Parliament 
4s are choſen for that purpoſe, diſtributed to the maimed Souldiers 
4s ſhall be found to have moſt need thereof. The like whereof the 
Commons aſſembled in this Parliament have ordered for all the Mem- 
bers of that Houſe that are abſent, and have not paid, to contribute 
in double manner ; which Order is thought very juit, conſidering 
the Lords and others that have been abſent, and have been at no 
charge to come up and give their attendance, may very reaſonably, 
and with a great ſaving to their charges, contribute to this Order. 
And if any Lord Spiritual or Temporal ſhall refuſe, or ſhall forbeer 
thus to do, ( which is hoped in Honour none will do) there ſhall be 
ordinary means uſed to levy the ſame. 
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On Friday, April 6. Four Bills were each of them once read. | 
Eight Bills were this Morning ſent up to the Lords from the 
Houſe of Commons, whereof the laſt was an A& to make void 
the Spiritual Livings of thoſe that have forſaken the Realm, and 
do cleave to the Pope and his Religion. 


On Saturday, April 7. two Bills, only, were each of them once 
read.

On Munday, April 9g. were Three Bills each of them read | 
ſecunda & tertia vice, and fo expedited. Allo eight Bills, this 
Morning, were ſent up to the Lords from the Houſe of Com- 
tnons, whereof one was read prima C ſecunda vice, and another 
read prime vice. 

This Morning, finally, whereas a Bill entituled an AR touch- 
ing Power and Repeal of certain uſes of a Deed Tripartite 
therein mentioned, of and in certain Mannors, Lands and. Te- 
nements of Anthony Coke of Rumford in the County of Eſſex 
Eſquire, hath been heretofore three times read, and afſented unto 
by the Lords, in which Bill there is noSaving to the Queens 
Majeſty, or any other perſon or perſons, of their lawful eftates 
or titles ; there was a Saving drawn for her Majeſty and all others, 
which was offer'd to this Houſe. And ſome queſtion and ambi- 
guity did grow, whether the Saving ſhould be now added to the 
Bill ; and 1n the end it was Reſolv'd the ſame ſhould be added 
to the Bill, for that it is uſual and requiſite to have ſuch Sa- 
vings in every Bill; and for that there was nothing in the 
Saving contrary to any matter in the Bill, and that her Ma- 
jeſties Right and all others be ſaved thereby. And nevertheleſs 
upon weighty Conſiderations, the Lords have ordered, that this 
ſhall not hereafter be drawn to make any preſident. 

Then the Lord Keeper continued the Parliament till the Mor- 
row following, on which it ended ; which ſaid Continuance is 
entred in the Original Journal-book , in Manner and Form fol- 
lowing : Dominxs Cuſtos Magni Sigilli continuavit pre ſens Par- 
liementum nſque in diem Martis hora oF ava.

The Queens Majeſty came not till the. Afternoon ; and there- 
fore ia this place, through the negligence of the Clerk, the 
continuing of the Parliament until ſome hour in the After. 
noon is omitted, which ſhould have been inſerted. 


Between 5 and 6 a Clock in the Afternoon, this preſent Tveſ- 
day , being the 10 of April, the Queens Majeſty , accompanied 
with her Officers and dayly Attendance , came to the Upper- 
Houſe; and afſoon as her Majeſty, with her Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the reſt that have place there, were ſet; the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles of the Houſe of Commons ha- 
ving notice thereof, came up with their Speaker, bringing with 
them the Bill of the Subſidy. The Speaker being placed at the 
Bar of the Upper-houſe, and as many of the Commons as Gould 
conveniently be Tet in 3 after humble Reverence to her Majeſty 
ſpake as followeth : 


-— High Court of Parliament, moſt High and Mighty Prince, 
is the greateſt and moſt antient Court within this Tour 
Realm ; for before the' Conqueſt, in the high places of the Welt- 
Saxons, we read of a Parliament holden ; and ſince the Conqueſt 
they have been holden by all your Royal Predeceſſors, Kings of 


In the times of the Weſt-Saxons a Parliament was held by he 
Noble Bneen Ina, by theſe words : IIna Bxeen of the Welt-Saxons, 
have cauſed all my Fatherhood, Aldermen, and wiſe Commons, with 
the Godly-men of my Kingdome, to conſult of weighty matters, &c. 
Which words do plainly ſhew the parts of this Court, 5, obſerved to 
this day. For in Dueer [na,js Tour Majeſtics moſt Royal Perſon re- 
preſented + The Fatherhood in antient time were thoſe whom we call 
Biſhops, and ſtill we call them Reverend Fathers, an antient and free 
part of our State. By Aldermen was meant your Noblemen ; for ſo ho- 
nourable was the word Alderman in antient time,that theNobility on- 
ly were called Aldermen.By wiſeſt Commons is ſignified your Knights 
and Burgeſſes and ſo is your Majeſties Writ , De dilſcretioribus 
& magis ſufficientibus. By Godlieſt men, is meant your Convoca- 
tion-bouſe, it conſiſteth of ſuch as are devoted to Religion , and 


Writ at this day, Pro quibuſdam arduis & urgentiflimis negotus, 
nos ſtatam & defenfionem Regni noſtri & Eccleſiz tangentibus, 
Tour Highneſs Wiſdome and exceeding Judgment, with all care- 
ful Providence, needed not our Conncels : yet ſo urgent Cauſes there 
were of this Parliament , ſo importitnate Conſiderations , as that 
we may ſay, (for we cannot judge ) if ever Parliament was ſo Need- 
ful as now, or ever ſo Honourable as this. 

If I may be bold to ſay it, 1 muſt preſume to ſay that which 
hath been often ſaid ; but what is well ſaid, cannot be too often ſpo- 
ken : This ſweet Council of ours I would compare to that ſweet 
Commonwealth of the little Bees 3 P 

Sic enim parvis componere magna ſolebam. 


a godlieſt men do conſult of weightieſt matters ; ſo is your Highneſs | 
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'pernicioms to your Royal Government. 
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The little Bees have but one Governour, whom they all ſerve + he 
is their King, Quia latrea habet latiora 3 he is placed in the midji 
of their habitations, ut in tutiflima turri: they forage abroad, ſuc- 
king honey from every flower, to bring to their King : Ignavum 
Fucos pecus a Principibus arcent, the Drones they drive ont of 
their Hives, non habentes aculeos; and whoſo aſſails their King, 
in him immittunt aculeos, & tamen Rex ipſe eſt (ine aculeo. 

Tour Majeſty is that Princely Governour and Noble Queen, whom 
we all ſerve ;, being proteFed under the ſhadow of your wings, we 
live; and wiſh you may ever ſit upon your Throne over #9 5 an 
whoſoever ſhall not ſay Amen, for them we pray, ut convertantur 
ne pereant, & ut -confundantur ne- noceant. Under your happy 
Government we live upon Honey, we ſuck upon every ſweet Flower; 
but there the Bee ſucketh Honey, there alſo the Spider draweth 
Poyſon : ſome ſuch there be; but ſuch Drones and Dore-Bees we will 
expel the Hive, and ſerve your Majeſty, and withſtand any Enemy 
that ſhall aſſault Ton, our Lands, or Goods, 9ur lives are proftrate 
at your feet to be commanded; yea, and thanked be God, and ho- 
noxr beto your Majeſly for it , ſuch is the power and force of your 
Subje@s, that of their own ſtrengths they are able to encounterYour 
greateſt Enemies ;, and though we be ſuch, yet have we a Prince that 
# Sine aculeo, ſo full of that Clemency is your Majeſty. IT come 
now to your Laws. 

The L aws we have conferred upon this Seſſuonrof ſo honourable a 


ready to die, except your Majeſty breathe life into them again 3 the 
other are Laws that never had life, but being void of life, do come to 
your Majeſiy to ſeek life. 

The first ſort are thoſe Laws that had continuance until this Par- 
liament, end are now to receive new life, or are to die far ever, The 
other that T term capable of life, are thoſe which are newly made, 
but have no eſſence until your Majeſty giveth them life.

Laſtly, your moit loving and obedient Subjeds, the Commons of 
the Lower Houſe, moit humbly and with dutiful thanks ſtand bound 
unto your gracious goodneſs for your general and large Pardon gran- 
ted unto them, wherein many great Offences are pardoned ; but it 


T have many ways, ſiece the beginning of this Parliament, by igno- 
rance and inſufficiency to perform that which I ſhould have gone, 


offended your Majeſty z I moit humbly crave to be partaker of your 
moit gracions Pardon: The

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The Lord Keeper then received [nſtruftions from the Queen, 
and afterwards replied unto the Speaker. The former

he ſaid, That the Queens Majeſty had heard that ſome 
men, in the cale of great neceſſity and grant of Aid, had ſeemed 
to regard their Country, and made their necef{ity more than it was, 
forgerting the urgent neceſſity of the time, and dangers that were 
now eminent. | 
That hcr Majeſty would not have the People feared with Reports 
of great dangers, but rather to be encouraged with boldneſs againſt 
the Enemies of the State. And therefore that ſhe ſtraightly char- 
ged and commanded, that the muſtred Companies in every Cougty 
ould be ſupplied, if they were decayed, and that their Proviſions 
of Armour and Ammunition ſhould be better than heretofore it 
hath been uſed. 
That for this offer of three Subſidies, her Majeſty moſt graciouſly 
in all kindneſs thanketh her Subje&sz but except it were freely and 
willingly given, ſhe did not accept of it: for her Majelty never ac- 
cepteth any thing that is not freely given. 
That if the Coffers of her Majeſties Treaſure were not empty, 
or if the Revenues of the Crowa and other Princely Ornaments 
could ſuffice to ſupply her Wants, and the Charges of the Realm, in 
the word of a Priace ſhe doth pronounce it, ſhe would not now 
have charged her Subjes, nor accepted of this they gave her. 
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eg The Lord Keeper's Speech being ended, after ſome time of 
intermiſſion, the Queen being fat in her Chair of State, 
uſed a Princely Speech unto the Houſes; of which, the 
greateſt part was tothe efte& and purpoſe following. 

Hey Tad His Kingdom hath had many wiſe noble, and victorious 


Princes ;, I will not compare with. any of them in 
Wiſdom, Fortitude , or any other Vertues : but ſaving the 
duty of a Childe, that is not to compare with his Father, in 
Love, Care, Sincerity, and Juſtice, I will compare with any 
Prince that ever you had or ſhall have. 

It may be thought ſimplicity in ne, that all this time of 
my Reign I have not ſought to'adwvance my Territories; and 
| enlarge my Dominions , for opportunity hath ſerved me to 
| do it. I achnowledge my womanhood and weakneſs in that 
reſpect, but though it hath been not hard to obtain, 'yet I 
doubted how to keep the things ſo obtained : that hath onely 
| held me from ſuch attempts. And I muſt ſay, myWinde 
was never to invade my Neighbours, or to uſurp over any ; 
T am contented to reign over mine own, and to rule as a ju$t 

| Prince. 
| Yet the King of Spain doth challenge me to be the Quar- 
reller, and the beginner of all theſe Wars ; in which be doth 
me the greateſt wrong that can be : for my Conſcience doth 
neg accuſe my thoughts wherein - 1 have done him the lea$t 
injury ; but 1 am perſwaded in my Conſcience, if he knew 
| what I know, be himſelf would be ſorry for the wrong that 
| be hath done me. 
| I fear not all his Threatnings ; bis great Preparations and 
| mighty Forces do not ftir me : for though. he come againſt me 
with a greater power than ever was his Invincible Navy, I 
| doubt not (* God aſſiſting me, upon whom I always tru} ) 
| | | but that I ſhall be. able to defeat and overthrow him. I 
| have great advantage againt him ; for my Cauſe is ju$t. 

I heard ſay, when he attempted his la$i Invaſion, ſome 
upon the Sea-coa$t forſook their Towns, and flew up higher | 
into the Country, and left all naked and expoſed to his en- 
Th 2. ſwears | France. But I ſwear unto you by God, if I knew thoſe per- 
will pnjh | ſons, or of any that ſhall do ſo hereafter, I will make them 
Cowar®s. | know and feel, what it is to be ſo fearful in ſo urgent a 


Canſe. 
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The Subſidies you give me, 1 accept thankfully, if you | 35 Ele. 
give me your good wills with them ; but if the neceſſity of | 
the time, and your preſervations, did not require it, I would 
refuſe them. But let me tell youghat the ſum is not fo meh, 
but that it is needful for a Prince to have ſo much always 
lying in her Coffers, for your defence in time of need,and not to 
be driven to get it when we ſhould uſe it. 

You that be Lientenants and Gentlemen of Command in 
your Countries, I require you to take care that the People be 
well armed, and in readineſs pon all occaſions. Toy that 
be Tudges and Tuſtices of the Peace, I command and 
| ftraightly charge you, that you ſee the Laws to be, duely exe- 
cuted, and that you make them living Laws, when we have 
put life into then. 


Thus with moſt gracious thanks to both Houles, the 
| Princely Speech ended. 


Then were the Titles of all the Ads read in due order, and firſt, 
the Bill of Sublidics ; tro which the Clerk of the Parliament ſtan- 
ding up, did read the Queens Anſwer, 1n manner and form fol- 
lowing: La Koyne remercie ſes loyaule SubjeFs accept leur bene- 
volence, & 4inſt le venlt.

The high and mighty Ships that he then pre- 
pared and ſent for that purpoſe ; which betauſe he found not fit 
for our Seas, and ſuch a purpoſe, he is building Ships of a leſſer 
bulk, after another faſhion ; ſome like French Ships, ſome like the 
Shipping of England; and many he hath gotten out of the Low 
Countries. He % now, for the better invading of England, plan- 
ting himſelf in Britain, a Conntry of more facility to offend ws than 
the Low Countries: there he hath fortified himſelf in the most 
ſtrong Holds in that Conntry. 

In Scotland he hath of late wrought moit of the Nobility to con- 
ſpire againit their King to give landing to his Forces there, and to 
alſeit *him in his Invaſton 5, and a great part of the Nobility in | 
Scotland are combined in this Conſpiracy, and they have received 
great ſums of money for their ſervice herein. And to aſſure the 
King of Spain of their Aſſiſtance, they have ſigned and ſent their 
Promiſes ſealed unto that King. 

Theſe Conſpiracies the King of Scots was brought hardly to be- 
lieve, but that her Majeſty advertiſed him thereof, having received 
intelligence thereof, as ſhe hath of all things done and intended in 
thoſe parts. And that the King might better adviſe thereupon, her 
Majeſy hath ſent one of her Noblemen into Scotland ; and that 
King: hath aſſured her Majeſty, with all his ability and endeavour, 
to prevent the Spaniard, whoſe purpoſe is on the North part to aſ- 
fanlt ws by Land, and on the South ſide to invade ws by Sea; which 
is the moit dangerous pradice that could be deviſed againit ws. 

And now the Rage of the Enemy being ſuch, his Forces joyned 
with other Princes, his adherency js great ;, the charge of her Ma- 
Jeſty for the defence of her Realm, both with Forees by Sea, and 
Armies by Land, hath been ſuch, that hath both ſpent the Contribu- 
tion of her Subjeds by Subſidies, and what otherwiſe they have offer- 
ed her ; and alſo conſumed her Treaſure, yea, cauſed her to ſell part | 
of her Highneſs Crown-lands: And it is not to be marvelled how 
all this is conſumed, but rather to be thought how her Majeſty could 
be able to maintain and defend this her Realm againit ſo many | 
Realms conſpired againſt us. 

Wherefore, we her Majeſties Subje#s muſt with all dutiful conſ- | 
deration think what js fit for us to do, and with all willingneſs yield 
part of our own for the defence of others, and aſſiſtance of her Ma- 


Jeſty : And therefore he wiſhed that care might be had for advancing 
of the Subſtdies from the wealthier and better ſort;and concluded with 
a 
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1 deſire that the greateſt part of the time might be ſpent by mate- 5 Ekx. 
rial ſhort Speeches, in adviſing and providing for the defence of TI 
the Kingdom againſt the forraign Enemy. 


After which Speech ended, her Majeſty calling the Lord Keeper 
unto her, by whoſe commandment he gave the Lower Houſe autho- 
rity to. chuſe their Speaker, and to preſent him on Thurſday fol- 
lowing, the 22th day of February, anto which day he adjourn'd 
the Parliament. 

Upon this Adjournment, the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles 
of the Houſe of Commons departed into the Lower Houſe, and 
there choſe Edward Cooke Eſq; the Queen's Sollicitor, to be their 
Speaker z who after a diſcreet and modeſt excuſe of himſelf, was 
notwithſtanding called to the Chair, and placed in it. After the 
Ceremony ended, the Houſe of Commons likewiſe departed for 
this day. | 


On Thurſday, Feb. 22. the Knights, Citizens, and Burgefſes of | 22. 
the Houſe of Commons met about one of the clock in the after- 
noon ; and about three the ſame day, having notice that the 
Queens Majeſty and the Lords were ſatin the Upper Houſe, ex- 
petting them and their Speaker, they repaired thither ; and asmany 
as could getting in, the Speaker was placed at the Bar; where ha- 
ving with all humility excuſed himſelf, and confefling that in the 
faid Rouſe there were many more experienced Members thereof, 
and better enabled for that ſervice. 

To which Speech, the Lord Keeper having Inſtructions from the 

Queen, anſwered, That her Majeſty did very well allow of him- 
ſelf to the Place to which he was choſen, and did alſo commend the 
Houſe of Commons for ſo diſcreet and fit a Choice. 
Upon which Speech, the Speaker accepting of the ſaid Charge, 
with all humble acknowledgment of her Majeſties grace and fa- 
vour towards him, did in the concluſion thereof, wn theſe Peti- 
tions of courſe for the Houſe of Commons, and in their Names : 
That they might have free liberty of Speech, and freedom from 
Suits and Arreſts of themſelves and their followers ; and that they 
might have Acceſs to her Majeſties Royal Perſon upon all urgent 
and important occaſions ; petitioning alſo tor himſelf, that if any 
thing were unwittingly miſcarried by himſelf, the ſame might not 
Irght upon the Houſe, but upon himſelf, and be pardoned in 
him. 

To which laſt Speech of the Speakers, the Lord Keeper alſo, by 
commandment from the Queen, replied, That her Majeſty did well 
allow thereof; and for his Petitions which concern'd both the 
Houſe and himſelf, her Highneſs was willing that they ſhould enjoy 
all their ancient and lawtul Priviledges 3 but with this caution, That 
ſhe did not allow that any man ſhould ſpeak unreverently or 
ſcandalouſly either of the Church or State. And then the Lord 
Keeper, by the Queens commandment, continued the Parliament 
until Setxrday following, being Feb. 24.

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Nota, That the aforeſaid Speeches are ſer down more at large in 
the Journal of the Paſlages of the Upper Houſe of this Par 
liament, to which they do more properly belong. And on 
Friday the Houſe met not, 


Saturday, Feb. 24. the Knights, Citizens, and Burgetles of the 
Houſe of Commons did meet in the Lower Houſe about nine of 
the clock; but by the Clerk of the Parliament it was ſignified, 
that the Speaker had been 1ll at eaſe the night paſt, and could not 
without peril of further ſickneſs adventure to come abroad ; 
wherefore he craved in his name, leave of the Houſe to be abſent 
that day. | 

This day Mr. Peter Wentworth and Sir Henry Bromley delivered 
a Petition unto the Lord Leeper, therein defiring the Lords of the 
Upper Houle to be Suppliants with them of the Lower Houle, unto 
her Majeſty, for entailing the Succeſſion to the Crown 5 whereot a 
Bill was ready drawn by them. 

Her Majeſty was highly difpleaſed therewith, after (be knew 
thereof, as a matter contrary to her former (traight Commandment, 
and charged the Council to call the Parties before them. Sir Tho- 
mas Hexage preſently ſent for them; and after ſpeech with them, 
commanded them to forbear coming to the Parliament, and not to 
go out from their ſeveral Lodgings. 

About this matter, in the beginning of the Parliament, was a 
Committee appointed to be had of many wiſe, grave, and antient 
Parliament-men as were of the Houſe ; but at this time few met ar 
the place appointed, at leaſt ſuch men as were expected. 

It was appointed at this time to Mr. Stevens to peruſe the pen- 
ning of the Petition that ſhould have been delivered to that Houſe, 
and to have provided a Speech upon the delivery of it ; but this 
office, by reaſon of other occaſions, he could not attend. What 
other things were done in that Conference, were, as I heard, con- 
felled unto ſome of the Privy Council, by ſome of thoſe Partics 
that were preſent at the Conference, All that were, except thoſe 
before-named, went free, and were never called in queſtion. 


The day after, being S»nday, and Feb. 25. and the Houſe fat 
not ; yet the aforeſaid Mr. Wentworth, Sir Henry Bromeley, and 
ſome others, were called before the Lord Burleigh Lord Treaſurer 
of England, the Lord Buckhurſt, and Sir Thomas Henage, who in- 
treated them very favourably, and with good Speeches ; but fo 
highly was her Majeſty offended , that they mult needs commit 
them, and ſo they told them. Whereupon Mr. Peter Wentworth 
was ſent Priloner to the Tower, Sir Henry Bromeley, and one Mr. 
Richard Stevens ( to whom Sir Henry Bromely had imparted the 
matter ) wereſent tothe Fleet, as allo Mr. Welche the other Knight 
for Worceſterſhire.

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Act, entituled, An AG for continuing her Majeſties Subje@s in wore 
due Obedience. This Bill contained all theſe Particulars following.

S I remember, I have been of this Houſe theſe five Parliaments, 
and I have not determined to ſay any thing in theſe Aſſemblies 
further than my Cogitations ſhould concur with my Conſcience, in ſay- 
ing bare I and No. Give me leave, I pray you, to rehearſe an old Say- 
ing, and it is in Latine : Nec te Collaudes, nec te Vituperes iple : 
For me to do the one, were exceeding Arrogancy; and to do the o- 
ther, I confeſs, IT hope you will pardon me. 
The occaſion of this Parliament, which Itake to be by that which 
we received from the honourable and learned Speech of the Lord 


the cauſe of Religion, and the maintenance thereof amongit ws; the 
preſervation of her Majeſties moit Royal Perſon, and the good of this 
Realm our Country. 

All which, becauſe they be things of mot dear and neareft price, 
and at this preſent in exceeding great and eminent danger, it 3s be- 
hoveful to conſult of moſt ſpeedy remedies, which in parcels ſhould 
proceed from the moſt wiſe heads. | 

The Enemy to theſe, is the King of Spain, whoſe malice and am- 
bition is ſuch, that together with the Pope,that Artichriſt of Rome z 
for I may well couple them together, the one being always accompanied 
with Envy and Proſperity, the other with unſatiable deſire, makes 
them by all means ſeek the ſubverſion of this State. 

But concerning the firſt, the Cauſe of God and his Religion, which 
her Majeſty profeſſed before ſhe came on this Royal Seat , which ſhe 

hath 
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hath defended and maintained , and for which cauſe God hath ſo 


bleſſed her Government ever ſince her coming to the Crown: yea, 
while the Crown was ſcarce warm on her head, ſhe aboliſhed the Au- 


great Renown, made this little Land to be a San@uary for all the per- 
ſecuted Sxints of God ; whereby the People perceived her Magnani- 
mity, Zeal, and Judgment. 

Magnanimity, in underſlanding ſo great an Enterprize ; Zeal,

Hey that ſpake before me, ſpake ſufficiently of the Authors 
of ours Troubles, and of the great danger which is now 
eminent upon #1, inſomuch, that it is come to this point now , Non 
utrum imperare, ſed utrum vivere: 1 will ſpeak of nothing but 
that which concerns my Calling. Her Majeſty not onely being care- | 
ful for the preſervation of ber own Realm, but of her Neighbours 
alſa 5, ſhe hath not onely defended her own Subjeds from being in- 
vaded, but alſo hath aided Strangers which wanted money, with 
whom otherwiſe it wonld have gone very ill by this time, and alſo 
with our ſelves; inſomuch that the burthen of four Kingdoms hath 
reſted upon her Majeſty, and maintained with ber Purſe , England, 
France, Ireland, and Scotland. For how could the French King at 
his first coming to the Crown, have held out againit thoſe Leaguers, 
had not her Majeſty aſſijled him with ker men and money ? which 
hath coit her Majeſty above 100000 1. : for tis well known the 
French King had not been able to withſtand the Duke of Parma's 
coming into France, had it not been for our Engliſh-men and money. 
As for the Low Countries, it ſtood her Majeſty yearly, ever ſince ſhe 
undertook the defence of them, in 150000 1.'all which her Majeſty 
beſtowed, for the good of this Realm, to free ws from War at home. 
Beſides, when her Majeſty came to the Crown, ſhe found it four 
Millions indebted ; her Navy, when ſhe caxe to view it, ſhe found it 
greatly decayed : Tet all this ſhe hath diſcharged, and thanks be to 
God ſhe is nothing indebted. And now ſhe is able to match any 
Prince in Europe 5 which the Spaniards found, when they came to 
invade ws; yea, ſhe hath with her Ships compaſſed the whole world, | 
whereby this Land is made famous through all Nations.

They 
being long, and the matters grave and of great importance, and the 
day being almoit ſpent, T deſired ſurther time to conſider of the parts 
of the Bill : IT humbly thank this honourable Houſe, time was gran- 
ted me freely, it being almoft twelve of the clock. 

T have peruſed and read both of the Bills ;, T have theme about me, 
and they have been continually with me ever ſince they were delivered 
to me; never any man ſaw them, nor ever any mans eye more than 
my own ever ſaw one word of them. 

A little after I had peruſed the Bills, I was ſent for by a ſpecial

- E ſpakeof the Sublidy, not onely, as he proteſted, to pleaſe 

the Queen, to whom he 1s infinitely bound above his de- 
ſert, but for the neceſſity he both ſaw and knew : He very well 
diſcovered the great (ſtrength of the King of Spain ; and to ſhew 
his mightineſs, he told how he poſletied all the world, and al- 
ſo that his malice and ill purpoſe was evident to this Realm. He 
ſhewed how on every [ide he had beleaguered us. 

In Denmark, that King being young, he hath corrupted the 
Council and Nobility ſo, as it was very likely he would ſpeed him- 
ſelf of Shipping from thence z in the Marine-Towns of the Low 
Countries, and in Norway, he hath laid in great ſtore of Shipping 3 
in France, he hath the Parliament-Towns at his command 43 1n 
Britain, he hath all the beſt Havens; and in Scotland, he hath fo 
corrupted the Nobility, that he had promiſed them Forces to af- 
fiſt the Papiſts; that they were ready to joyn with any forreign 
Forces that would make them ſtrong, to be by themſelves, and to 
reſiſt others : | 4h he thought, there were not fix Gentlemen of 
that Country fo be of one Religion. In his own Country, there 
is all poſſible preparing, and he is coming with ſixty Gallies be- 
fides other Shipping, with purpoſe, if he goes forward and hath 
good ſucceſs, we muſt then have no Ships, 1f,he invade us riding at 
Anchor ; but all will be little enough to withſtand him. At his 
coming, he fully reſolveth to get Plimonth, or at leaſt to poſleſs 
ſome of the Havens this Summer within our Land, and Plimonth is 
in moſt danger ; for no Ordnance can be carried thither to remove 
him, the paſlages will not give leave. 

Now the way to defeat him, was this: Toſend a Royal Army 
and ſupplant him in Britany, and to poſſeſs our elves there ; and 
to ſend a ſtrong Navy to Sea, and to lie with it upon the Cape and 
at Lambuck, to which places comes all his Ships with Riches from 
all places ; and then they may ſet upon all that comes.

This, before all, and above all, is to be thought of, and with me 
| endeavour and care to be provided for : for in vain are Laws made, 
and to little purpoſe will they ſerve, be they never ſo good, if ſuch 
| prevail as go about to make a Conqueit of the Kingdom, and deſtru- 
Fon of the People. LH) 

Wars heretofore were wont to be made either out of Ambition to 
enlarge Dominions, or out of Revenge to requite Injuries; but this 
| againit ws is not ſo; In this the holy Religion of God is ſought to 
| be 
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be rooted out, the whole Realm to be ſubdued, and the preciows life | 39 Eli. 
| of her excellent Majeſty to be taken away 5 which hit herts, by the | Cond 
| powerful hand and great goodneſs of the Almighty, have been pre- | 
| ſerved, mangre the Devil, the Pope, the Spaniſh Tyrant, and all the 
| miſchievous deſignes of all her Enemies. 
| IWherefore it is hich time that this be looked into, and that no 
' way be left unſougbt, nor means unuſed, that may ſerve for defence 
| thereof. Her Majeſty hath not ſpared to disburſe a maſs of Trea- 
| ſure, and to ſell ber Land for the maintenance of her Armies by 
| Sea and Land, whereby, with ſuch ſmall helps as from her Subjets 
| heth beeis yielded, ſhe hath defended and kept ſafe her Dominions 
| from all ſuch forcible attempts as have been made 5 which being 
| ſtill to he performed by infinite Charge, her Majeſty notwithſtanding 
hears of nothing more unwillingly than of Aids and Subſidies to be 
received from her People ; though what ſhe doth receive, ſhe doth 
carefully beſtow, and infinitely more of her own.

The Lord Buckbarſt ſignified that upon a Letter written unto 
him, bylthe Lord Marqueſs of Wincheſter, notifying his preſeat ſick- 
neſs, whereby he was not able to give his attendance as yet : the 
ſaid Lord Buckburſt , according to the requeſt of the ſaid Lord 
Marqueſs, having moved her Majeſty therein, it pleaſed her Majes 
ſty to hold him excuſed until his recovery, and commanded that he 
ſhould then give his attendance. 


On Tharſday, Jan. 19. Anſwer wasreturned in writing from the

were {formerly delivered unto them in writing, upon their requeſt 
made to their Lordſhips. » 

Certain ſele&ed perſons of the Lower Houſe, viz. Sir William 
Knoles, and Sir Edward Hobby Kts, with divers others, coming from 
the ſaid Lower Houſe, delivered a Meſlage , ſignifying that the 
Knights and Burgeſles deſired to receive fatisfation from their 
Lordſhips concerning aa Innovation as the ſaid Knights and Bur- 
geſſes ſuppoſed, very lately begun 1n the Upper Houſe, in deliver- 
ing an Anſwer from the Lords by the mouth of the Lord Keeper, 
in other\form and manner than as was pretended by the Knights 
and Burgeſles in former times uſed, as they did interpret it, to the 
prejadice and derogation of the Liberty of the Lower Houle. 
For, whereas on the 14th inſtant, Sir Walter Rawleigh Kt. with di-

ſwer) that they might come in and receive the ſame ; it was thou 
meet, tht the Lord Keper ſhould deliver the ſaid Anſwer fitting 
in his place, and every of the Lords keeping their places, and not 
going out to the Bar , as the uſe and form is when the Lords re- 
ceive either Bills or Meſſage from the Lower Houſe ; and as the 
Lords had dorie once or twice before, by errour, or not attending 
the Formality and Order of the Houſe in that point. This was 
the Exception taken by the Meſlage delivered this day from the 
Knights and Burgeſles of the Lower Houſe, wherein they deſired 
to receive GatisfaGtion, 

Upon which Meſſage, the Lords having conſulted and delivered 
their Opinions touching that Order and Cuſtome of the Houle, as 
it had been obſerved, and particularly noted by ſome of them that 
were the moſt antient and of longeſt continuance in Parliament, 
and eſpecially by the Lord Burleigh Lord Treaſurer , the moſt an. 
tient Parliament-man of ariy that are at this preſent, either of the 
Upper or the Lower Houſe; and likewiſe by the Lord Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury, and by the Lord 4 , the Lord — 
. B ord- 
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-vations of the like courſe and Order holden afore-time, by other 


Lord Backhurſt, and others, that had been preſent at many Parlia- 
ments. 

It was reſolved, That the Order and Uſage of this Houſe was, 
and is, that when any Bills or Meſlages be brought from the Lower 
Houſe, to be preferre{ to the Upper Houle, the Lord Keeper 
and the reſt of the Lords are to riſe from their places, and to go 
down to the Bar, there to meet ſuch as come from the Lower Houle, 
and from them to receive in that place their Meſlages or Bills. Burt, 
contrary wiſe, when any Anſwer is to be delivered by the Lord Kee- 
per, in the name and behalf of this Houſe, to ſuch Knights and 
Burgeſles as came from the Lower Houſe, the ſaid Knights and Bur- 
geſles are to receive the ſame ſtanding towards the lower end of 
the Houſe without the Bar. And the Lord Keeper is to deliver 
the ſame ſitting in his place, with his head covered, and all the 
Lords keeping their places 3 and that wheaſoever it had been done 
otherwiſe, the ſame was by errour , or miſtaking, and therefore 
not to be drawn into an Example or Preſident, as it was acknow- 
ledged by the Lord Keeper this day, and the reft of the Lords, that 
the going of the ſaid Lord Keeper and the reſt of the Lords from 
their places, unto the Bar, ſome tew days before, once or twice, 
to give anſwer to ſome of the Lower Houſe, whereof the Lower 
Houſe ſeemed to take ſome advantage , was onely by miſcognt- 
zance, or rather for want of due remembrance at the preſent of 
the Order and Cuſtome of this Houſe 3 whereunto, their Lordfhips 
having regard rather to the diſpatch of matters of importance 1n 
the Houſe, than to Formalities, were not greatly intentive. 

This to have been the ancient uſage of the Houſe, and that the 
ſame ought ſtill to be, was concluded by common and general con- 
ſent of the Lords, both upon particular remembrance, and obſer- 


Lords that held the place ins the Houſe of Lord- Chancellor and 
Lord Keeper, and alſo by divers reaſons, urged and alleadged, to 
prove and ſhew that the ſaid Order doth beſt ſtand with the dig- 
nity and gravity of the Houſe , and with the conveniency and apt- 
neſs for diſpatch of Afﬀairs appertaining to. the Parliament z and 
that the contrary courſe is both indecent and inconvenient. 


This being ſo reſolved and concluded, it was agreed, that Mr. 
Atturney-General and Mr. Serjeant Drewe ſhould go dowa to the 
Lower Houſe, and ſignifie from the Lords to the Knights and Bur- 


geſles, That if they would ſend any of that Houle up to the Lords, 
toreceive Anſwer unto their aforeſaid Demand, Anſwer ſhould be 
given them. Whereunto the ſaid Knights and Burgelles returned 
ſignification of their Afſſent, by the ſaid Mr. Atturney-General, 
and Mr. Serjeant Drewe. And within a very little time after, ſent 
up accordingly the ſaid perſons, and divers of them who before 
had been ſent to demand ſatisfaftion ; but being come into the 
Houſe, and having placed themſelves at the lower ead ofthe room, 
(as at other times they accuſtomed ) expetting that the Lord 
Keeper and the reſt of the Lords would come trom their places, 
and meet them at the Bar, to deliver them Anſwer: When the 
L ord 
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when they perceived the Lords were reſolved not to come from 
their places to the Bar, they proteſted by the mouth of Sir William 
Knolls, that they had no Cummiſiton to receive Anſwer in that 
Form; and ſo refuſing to receive any Anſwer, departed. 

The Queſtion and Difference thus remaining betwixt the Hou- 
ſes, it was afterwards ( upon a motion ſent from the Lords to the 
Lower Houſe ) agreed on both parts, that a Conference ſhould be 
had, and that the aforeſaid ſelefted perſons of the Houſe, or fo 
many of them as ſhall be needful, ſhould meet with divers of the 
Lords of the Upper Houle ( being nominated by the Houſe for 
that purpoſe ) in the outward great Chamber, before the Cham- 
ber of Parliament-preſence, to debate the matter, and bring it to 
a concluſion. Which Meeting and Conference being afſented un- 
to, and afterwards accordingly there performed on the 19 of Jan- 
muary, and the Queltion debated; and the reaſon and obſervation 
of former times, for the aforeſaid Order and Cuſtom of the Houſe, 
being alleadged by th= Lord Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, the Lord 
Treaſurer, the Lord Admiral, the Lord North, and the Lord Buck- 
burſt, that had been preſent in many Parliaments, and eſpecially 
by the Lord Treaſurer (the molt antieat Parliament-man ) it was 
tound and reſolved, that the Order and Cuſtom of the Houſe was, 
as is before written, viz. That when any Bills or Meſflages are 
brought from the Lower Houſe to be preſented tothe Upper Houle, 
the Lord Keeper and the reſt of the Lords are to riſe from their 
places, and to go down to the Bar, there to meet ſuch as come 
from the Lower Houſe, and from them to receive in that place their 
Meilages or Bills. 

But contrarywiſe, when any Anſwer is to be delivered by the 
Lord Keeper, in the name and behalf of the Houſe, to ſuch Knights 
and Burgetles as come from the Lower Houſe, the ſaid Knights and 
Burgeſles are to receive the ſame ſtanding towards the lower end 
of the Houſe; and the Lord Keeper is to deliver the ſame with his 
head covered, and all the Lords are to keep their places.

withſtanding her Majeſty being deſirous, for the good of her Land,

Her dutiful and loyal Subjects, having conſidered of them, have 
made ſome new, and amended ſome old; which they humbly de- 
fire may be made Laws by her Royal Afſent, which giveth lite 
unto them.

no otherwiſe but by humble Petition : and therefore the thanks that 
a Prince may give to her Subjedts, ſhe willingly yieldeth. But ſhe now 
well perceiveth that private reſpe@s are privately masked under pub- 
lick pretences. 

Secondly, Touching the preſentation of your Subſidies, ſhe ſpeciall 
regardeth two things, both the perſons, and the manner : For the 
first, he fell into commendations of the Commonalty; for the ſe- 
cond, the manner, which was ſpeedy, not by perſwaſton, or perſwaſtve 
inducements, but freely, ont of dnty, with great contentment.

allin; notwithſtanding, ſome were within, by ſome ſpecial means 

before, and heard the Lord - keepers Speech made unto them ;

<That-it was an Antient Cuſtom 1n that Houſe, that at thoſe 
* times, ſome Man ſhould break ſilence; and I muſt confeſs at 
© this time, it belongs to my place. It is needleſs to ſhew the uſe 
© of this Houſe, becaule its well known toall, or moſt here. All 
*men knows, that the ſpeech of a multitude breedeth confuſion, 
* anddillention. lr is rherefore fit for us to chule one,to be our Spea- 
© ker ; which for his experience may ſpeak, and for his ſufficien- 
*cy, dare and can ſpeak on all our Behalfs and Afﬀairs ; Neither 
© doth it ſtand with the Honor, and Antient Ulage of this Houſe, 
© to ſpeak but by one. Neither is it anſwerabie to the State of her 
© Majeſty, to deliver unto her our mindes, by the Tongues of a 
* contuſed Multitude. Then we are to fall into conſideration, what 
* manner of perion heſhall be- Firlt, A man Religious; for Reli- 
ion ought to be the foundation of our building and labour: 
©Then Honeſt, Grave, VViſe, Faithful, and Secret. Theſe Ver- 
©tues muſt concur in one Perſon able to ſupply this place. 

* Now, having delivered unto you, the neceſlity of a Speaker, 
and his qualities; I will deliver unto you my Opinion, whom 
£ I think fit for the place, referring it to your conlideration ; and for 
*my own part, not prejudicing the V Vorth of any in this Houſe, 
©I deem Mr. Fohz Crook, Recorder of London, a molt fit, and wor:- 
© thy, and able man for this Service. 

© At which words My. Crook put off his Hat, with a kind of ſtrange 
* Admiration ; whoſe Sufficiency in all reſp&s, and his Loyalty 
© 2nd Faithfulneſs todo our Common-wealth ſervice,is well known 
* unto us; and hath been often approved by his learned Speeches 
* diverſe times delivered before her Majeſty. 

* I do not attribute ſo much to mine own Choice, that Ipre- 
* fume to aſſure you, there is no Man here fitter for the ſame than 
theis; but I only make bold todeliver my Opinion, leaving the 
© choiſe of him, or any other to the free EleCtion of every partr 
© cular Member of this Houle. 

* And for the motion which hath been made, touching the 
* keeping out of the houle, during the time of the Lord Keepers 
* Speech ; Idoaffure you, it was not willingly done, but through Ig- 
* norance of theGroom ofthe Chamber;but if the Houſe be deſirous 
© to hear the Effet thereof, I will intreat ſome that were there at 
* that time, to ſatisfiy their deſires. (The cauſe of which precloſe 
* was,for that one Mr. Leizh,during the time ofthe Commons ſivear- 
*ing,made a complaint to Mr. Cortrowler, fitting in the Houſe, that 
* they toook it in great diſgrace, that they were ſhut our. 


After which Speech, the Council fate ſilent a while ; and af- 
terward Mr. Controuler ſtood up again, and asked the Houſe of 
their conſent, and opinions to 'his Motion ; Whereupon every 
man cryed, 7,1,7,

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© Then Mr. Recorder ſtood up 1n his place, and briefly ſhewed 
cunto us, his infuthciency and diſability ; his willingnefs to 
©ſerve, but his weakneſs to pertorm ; his thanktulneſs tor their 
«deſire, but the ſmalnels of his own deſert ; And fo laying open 
© his own Infirmirics, both for ſhortneſs of Memory, and want of 
© Wiſdome and Experience, for the undertaking of to great a 
& burthen, he humbiy prayed, that they would chooſe a man 
«who for his Sufficiency were more abfe; and for his Abilities 
« were more ſufficient to ſupply that place. 


So ſitting down, and the Houle a little: while quiet, Mr. Con- 
trouler asked, It they agreed as before? and all Anſwered, 
lt, / bl l. . 

Then Mr. Controuler and Sir John Stanhop roſe up ; and Sir John 
Stanhop on the right hand, and Mr. Controulter on the left, lead 
him to the Speakers Seat ; where ſtanding, without any fitting 
_ yet, he pawling a while, ſpake again in effect as Fol- 
loweth. 

© Your honourable Choice of me, without any my deſert, 
* ſtops me from pleading either Inſufficiency, or Dilability ; 
* leſt I ſhould ſhew, and make my weakneſs more apparent, to 
© diſapprove the Senlure and good allowance of the Honourable 
* Aſſembly of this Houſe. But however, it hath pleaſed you to 
*inable me 1n this fort; This I dare and can aſſure you, that you 
* might have choſen many more worthy, but none more ready 
*to jhew his utmoſt indeavor in this ſervice. Which Choice, 
f ſecing it hath proceeded out of your Favour undeſerved on my 
© part, 1 thall indeavor, as God ſhall enable me, to ſhew my 
F{elf tor this Aſſembly, moſt careful, and to every particular 
© Member, molt reſpeCtive, and thankful. 

VVhereupon he fatedown,and put on his Hat : And after a little 
ſitting, and pawle, Sir wi{iam Knowls, Controuler, role up and 
ſaid, It was her Majeſties pleaſure, that we ſhould be ready to 
preſent our Speaker on Friday next, at two of the Clock in the 
afternoon. So for that day every man departed. . 


Fryday Ofto.30. About one of the Clock, the Speaker, andall the 
Houſe were ready in the Lower Houſe, ſitting and talking pri- 
vately ; and then Word was brought, that her Majeſty was come by 
Water to the Upper Houſe ; ſo the Privy Council, and the Speak- 
er, with the whole Houſe, went tothe Upper Houſe door, and 
there ſtaid a long half hour, before ſuch time as they were let 
in. Afﬀer, being come in, the Upper Houſe was fate, and 
the Queen under the State, the Speater, ſtanding at the Bar be- 
low, made three Reverences ; which done, he made a Speech 
to her Majeſty to the effett tollowing. 


© Moſt Sacred and mighty Soveraign ; upon your Majyeſties 
* Command, your moſt dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, 
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© Citizens, and Burgeſſes of the lower Houſe, have choſen me, | 
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*your Majeſties moſt humble ſervant (being a member of the 
<{ame Houſe) to be their Speaker: But my ſelf tinding the 
© weakneſs of my ſelf, and my abilities roo weak to undergo ſo 
© oreat a burden, do'moſt humbly beleech your moſt ſacred Ma- 
* jeſty, to continue your moſt gracious favor toward me; and not 
*to lay this Charge, ſo unlupportable, upon my unworthy 
©:nd unable ſelf. And that it would pleaſe you, ro command 
*your Commons to make a new Elettion of another more able 
* and ſufficient, to diſcharge the great ſervice to be appointed by 
*your Majeſty, and your Subjects. 

* And I beſceech your molt Excellent Majeſty, not to inter- 
© pret my denyal herein, to proceed from my unwillingneſs to 
* perform all devoted dutiful Servzce: Bur rather out of your 
* Majeſties Clemency and Goodnels, to interpret the ſame, to pro- 
©ceed from that inward fear and trembling, which hath poſleſ- 
© {ed me when heretofore, (with moſt gratious Audience) it hath 
© pleaſed your Majeſty, to Licence me to ſpeak before you. For 1 
*know, and mult acknowledge, that under God, even through 
your Majeſties great bounty and favour, I am that Iam. And 
© therefore none of your Majeſties moiſt dutiful Subjets, more 
© bound to be ready, and being ready, topertorm the leaſt of your 
*Majeſties Commands. 

© I do therefore, moſt humbly beleech your Majeſty, that in 
©regard the ſervice of ſo great a Prince, and flouriſhing King- 
© dom, may the better and more ſucceſſively be effe&ted, to com- 
*mand your dutiful and loving Commons, the Knights, Citi- 
©Zens, and Burgeſſeſs of the Lower Houle, to procced to a new 
*EleCtion. 


©Then, after he had made three Reverences, the Queen cal- 
*led the Lord Keeper, to whom ſhe ſpake ſomething in pri- 
*vate. And after that, the Lord Keeper ſpake in eftect as fol- 
* loweth. 


* Mr. Speaker, Her Majeſty, with gratious Attention, having 
© heard your wile and grave Excuſe; for your diſcharge, com- 
*manded me to ſay unto you, That even your eloquent Speech, 
*in excuſe of your ſelf, is a great Motive, and a Reaſon very 
*perſwaſive, both to ratify and approve of the Choice of her 
*loving Commons, the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſles; as al- 
*o to commend their wiſe and diſcreet Choiſe of your ſelf, in 
© her gratious Senſure, both for Sufficiency well Able, and for 
*your Fae and ſervice, well Approved of; and therefore, her | 
* Majeſty taketh this Choice of yours, for 6onum omen, a ſign of 
©o00d and happy Succeſs, when the beginning is taken in hand 
*with ſo great Wiſdom and Diſcretion: Her Majeſty therefore, 
*Commanded me to ſay unto you, That ſhe well liketh of your 
*EleQtion, and therefore ſhe Ratifieth it, with her Royal AC 
* ſent and Conſent. 


Then, Mr. Speaker making three low Reverences, Anſwe- 
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red in_ this fort. *Moſt ſacred and moſt puiſlant Queen, ſeeing 
*it hath pleaſed you to command my ſervice ; by conſenting to 
*the free ElcCtion of your dutifuland loyal Subjects, the Knights, 
©Citizens, and Burgeſles of the Houle of Commons, of me to be 
*their Speaker: I moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, to give 
*me leave to ſhew unto you, rhe dutiful thoughts, and earneſt 
*affeQtions of your loyal ſubjes, to do your Majeſty all fer- 
vice, and to defend your Sacred and Royal Perſon, both with 
*their Lives &Goods againſt,c*c.And ſo made a veheinentinvettive 
againſt the Tyranny of the King of Spain, the Popes ambition, 
and the Rebells in /re/avd; which he f{aid, were like a Snake 
cut in pieces, which did crawl and creep to joyn themſelves 
together again. And laſtly, with prayers, to conrinue the prol- 
perous Elſtate and Peace of this Land, which had been defended, 
as he faid, by the mighty Arm of our Dread and Sacred Queen. 
(To which {hean{wered openly her ſelf, No, but by the mighty hand 
of God, Mr. Speaker.) Then he proceeded to the laſt part, to 
beicech her Majeſty for freedom of Speech to every particular 
| member: For acceſle to her Perſon, liberty of Priviledg to all 
[the Members of this Houſe, and their Servants. And laſtly, if 
— [any miſtaking of any Meſſage (delivered unto him from the 
| Commons) ihould happen, that her Majeſty would be pleaſed 
[to attribute that to his weakneſs, in delivery or underſtanding, 
and not to the Houſe: As alſo, any forgerfulneſs, through want 
of memory ; or' that things were not {o judicially handled, or ex- 
preſſed by him, as they were deliver'd by the Houſe. To which, 
ater the Queen had ſpoken to the Lord Keeper again; the Lord 

Keeper {pake 1n effect, as followeth. 


© Mr. Speaker, her Majeſty doth greatly commend, and like of 
[your grave Speech, well divided, and well contrived ; the firſt 
* proceeding from a ſound Invention, and the other from a fetled 
f [udgmenc and Experience: You have well, and well indeed, 
©weighed the ſtate of this Kingdome, well obſerv'd the great- 
*neis of our puiſſant, and great Empire, the King of Spain; the 
*continual and exceſſive charges of the Wars of re/azd; which 
*if they be well weighed, do not only ſhew the prudence of our

1 was not there, thinking the Houſe had 
not fate till Thurſday; but I heard there was a motion made 
for the maintenance of the Priviledges of the Houle, and to 
have a Committee for it; which was appointed on Thurſday 
at one of the Clock in the Afternoon. And: rwo Bills were 
Read, one againſt Drunkenneſs ; another, rhar no Biſhop, nor 
Arch-Biſhop, may make any Leaſe in Remainder, or Reverſion, 
vr withia three Years before the expiration of the former 
Leale. 

This Day, the Prayer was brought into the Houſe, which 
was appointed every Morning to be Read, during the fitting 
of this Parliament, amongſt other Prayers, by a Miniſter ap- 
pointed for that purpole.

*He ſhewed how Apparent his Providence was ; for by Ex- 
*perience and Judgment , You know his Torturing he erveth, 
*and the Means and Courſes he taketh for our Deſtrution. And 
* Secondly, the Succeſs we have had againſt him, by Gods {trons- 
*Arm of Defence in 1588. and diverſe times fince. You {cc t9 
*what EffeQ the Queens Support of the French Kings Eſtate 
* hath brought him unto, even made him one of the crcarelſt 

Princes 
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| * Princes 1n Exrepe ; Yer when her Majeſties Forces there left him, 
| *how again he was fain to Ranſome a Servile Peace at our Ene- 
| *[ny the Sp.27zrds Hand, with Diſhonourable and Servile Con- 
| «ditions. For the Low-Countries, how by Her Aid, ſhe hath 
* from a Contuſed Government, and Eſtate, brought them to an 
«Unity of Council, and defended them with ſuch Succeſle, in 
© her Atrempts againſtthe greateſt Power of the Spaniards Tyran- 
*nical deligns: Which hath ſo much Gauled him, that how 
* many deſperate PraCtiſes have been both Deviſed, Conſented 
| *unto, and fer on Foot by Commandment of the late King his 
*Father; I need not now ſhew you, nor trouble you with Argu- 
* ments for Proot thereof, being Confeſſed by them, that ſhould 
have been Actors themſelves of thoſe bloody Deſigns, but De 
Ee mortuus nil niſi bouum, IT would be loath to {peak ot the Dead, 
*much more to ſlander the Dead. I have ſeen her Majeſty wear 
| *at her Girdle, the Price of her Blood; 1 —_ _—_ which 
| *have been” given to her Phyſitians, to have done that un- 
*to her, which I hope, God will ever keep from her; but ſhe hath 
* worn them rather in Tryumph than for the Price, which hath 
*not been greatly valuable. 

Then he tell ro perſwade us, becauſe new Occaſions were Of 
*fc'rd of Conſultations to be Provident in Proviſion of means for 
* our own Defence and Safety, ſeeing the King of Spazz means

*ther doth he begin with the Rebells, but even with the Terri-

© He ſhewed, that Treaſure muſt be our means ; for Treaſure 
*is the finews of War. Thus much that Honourable Perſon ſaid, 
*from whom I proteſt I would diminiſh nothing, that ſhould be 
* ſpoken of, it I could Remember more, or deliver it better : 
* And I had rather wrong my {elf than wrong him. 

*For my own Adviſe, touching the particular Councils of 
*this Houle; I wiſh, that we would not trouble our ſelves with 
*ny Fantaltick Speeches, or idle Bills; but rather, with ſuch 
* as be for the general good, both light in Conception, and facile 
*jn Execution: Now, ſeeing it hath pleaſed you all, with pati- 
©ence hitherto to hear me, If with your Favor, I may particu- 
*larize, and ſhew the Grounds of the former Speech, touching 
* the State of /relard, I ſhall be very glad, both tor my own Dil- 
© charge, and your SatisfaQtion. 

© The King of Spain, having quit himſelf of France, by a bale 
*and ſervile Peace, forgetteth not to follow the Objects of his 
{Fathers Ambition. -Ergland, and the Low-Conntries, he hath 
© made diverſe Overtures of Peace to ; which, if they might be 
* both Honorable, and for the publick good, I hold him neither 
*a Wiſe, nor an Honeſt man, that'would Impugne them. He 
©hath put an Army into /re/and, the Number Four Thouſand, 
*under the Condu& of a valiant, expert, and hardy Captain, 
* who Chooleth, rather than to return to his own Country 
* without any Famous Enterpriſe, to live and die 1n this Ser- 
* VICE. 
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<Theſe Four Thouſand , are three parts of them natural Spaz/- 
© 1rds, and of his beſt expert Soldiers, except them of the Low- 
© Countries + thoſe he would not ſpare, becauſe of his Enterpriſe 
© of Oftend . and how dangerous the lols of that Town would be 
to this Land, I think there is no man of Experience but can 
© Witneſs with me, that he would eaſily be Maſter of that Coaſt; 
©:nd that the Trade between Enzland, and the Low-Conntries, 
t were quite Diſſolved ; yea, he would be ſo dangerous a Netgh- 
©bor to us, that we which are Tenants at Dilcretion, are likely 
* ſhortly to be Tenants by his Courtelie ; when he is our Neigh- 
© bor of the Low-Countries, What Neighbor hath Spa/z, to whom 
© he ſhall not be a trouble ? 

<] will ſhew you further, what beſides this he hath done, 
*and how Eazle-ezed he 1s till over us. To refifſt the Turks Art- 
*tempt,. he hath ſent Ten Thouſand Men. To the Low-Conn- 
© ries, he hath ſent Nine Thouſand. In an Enterpriſe of his 
© own againſt the Turks, he hath ſent— which being diſpatch- 
*cd, thoſe Souldiers ſhall return againſt the next Spring,and ſecond 
© theſe Four Thouſand now in the Enterprize for /relazd. 

*To reſiſt theſe Attempts in Being, and the enſuing provili- 
© ons againſt us, Let us conſider the certainty of our Eſtate in 
* treland : We have there an Army, and nothing but an Army, 
© fed even out of Enzland : with what Charge it brings to the 
© Queen, what Trouble to the Subject, what danger it is to 
them there left, if the Proviſion ſhould fail; What hurt to

ic Over this, I aſſure you, It is beyond all Preſident and Con-

* member you do it; pro aris & focis, yea we do it for a Prince,

* ſhe Supporteth all her Neighbor-Princes, to gaintheir Amity, and

© Funeral,upon which may be Written, Hic Solum reſtat vittrix Ori-

* ſhe living beſtows it toour Good ; & dying, doubtleſs, will leave it 
* for our Profit. Thus have I out of my own Genius, for my 
* own part, delivered unto you what I know: And touching 
*that I have ſpoken, in performing your Commandment, I will 
*take no thank from you for my Pains: For no man cares with 
*lefs AﬀeCtion to ſpeak in this Aſſembly, or deſireth to grati- 
© fy any particular Member of this Houſe, more than my ſelf.

To which Bill, Sir walter Rawleigh ſpake, and ſaid: 

© For my part, I do not like this Conſtraining of Men to Ma- 
© nure, or uſe their Grounds at our Wills; but rather, let eve- 
© ry Man uſe his Ground to that which it is moſt fit for, and 
© therein uſe his own Diſcretion. For Halfars, Cables, Cor- 
« dage, and the like, we have plentifully enough from Forreign 
© Nations ; and we have divers Countries here in Enzl/and make 
© thereof in great abundance. And the Bill of Tillage may be 
* a ſufficient Motive to us in this Caſe, not to take the Courſe 
* that this Bill intendeth : For where the Law provideth, That 
© every Man mult Plow the third Part of his Land, I know it, 
* divers poor People have done fo, to avoyd the Penalty of the 
© Statute ; when ther Abilities have been fo poor, that they 
© have not been able to. buy Seed-Corn to Sow it withal ; nay, 
* they have been fain to hire others to Plow it: . which, if it 
© had been un-plowedz would have been good Paſture for Beaſts, | 
© or might have been converted to other good Uſes. 


Upon this Motion, all the Houſe bad away with the Bill: 
But it was put to the Queſtion, #hether it ſhould be commit- 
ted, or no? But becauſe of Doubt, the Houſe was divided - 


and 
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and the 7, 7, 7, were 103. and the Noes were 162. So the Bill 
was not committed, After it was put to the Queſtion for In- 
roſſing, and notwithſtanding a Speech Mr. Comptroller made 
4 the Weightinelſs thereof, it was denyed ; and fo abſolutely 
Rejected. 

This was one of the Proviſo's in the Bill For the Breeding, 
and againſt Stealing of Horſes, viz. That all Juſtices of Aﬀſize, 
in ther ſeveral Circuits, and all Juſtices of the Peace in their ſeveral 
Quarter - Seſſions, as well within Lyſferties, as without, ſhall have 
full Power and Authority to inquire of, and hear and determine 
all Offences to be committed againſt this preſent Statute. And 
there is a former Clauſe, That if Sale without Voucher be made, 
then the Perſon ſhall be apprehended, and carried to the next Ju- 


ftice, as a Felon.

Mr. Wiſeman ſaid, after a very diſcreet and judicious Speech 
made, touching Gods ProteCting vs for Religion-ſake, our peace 
and quietneſs, the ſafety of her Majeſties Perſon, the great Vi- 
Qtorics we have had, the greatneſs of Neighbour-Princes, only 
raiſed by her Majeſty, ſo that ſhe hath ſpent, as was ſaid by Sir 
walter Kawleigh, fo much as that She is now fain to deſire the 
help of her SubjeQts:

1 think my ſelf bound in Conſcience, to certifie you of an Infamous 
Libel that is Printed, and Spread abroad, ſince the Beginning of 
this Parliament: Saving your Preſence, Mr. Speaker, 4t is cal- 
led, The Aflembly of Fools. 7 deſire the Printer that Printed 
it, may be ſent for : He dwells right over Guild-Hall-Gate. 

The Houſe wondred much at this Motion, and great Murmur- 
ing there was. Art laſt, the Speaker asked him, where the Book 
was ? and, where he ſaw it? He anſwer'd, 1» the Hands of one 
Mr. Henry Davies his Clerk, of Lincolns-Inn ; but the Clerk's 
Name he knew not. 

The Serjeart, upon Conſultation, was ſent for Mr. Davies 
and his Man, into the Hall.

But Mr. Doyley ſtood up, and faid; Mr. Davies was 4 very ho- 
neſt Gentleman, and (hewed him the Book firit, and wiſhed him 
to complain to this Houſe thereof; and he found great Fault with 
it : Therefore, he wiſhed that Mr, Davies might be ſtaid, until the 
Book was brought ; and then, if they pleaſed, to ſend for him in- 
to the Houſe, they might.

The French 
King made it a Law, That no man on pain of Death, ſhould Ex- 
port Money thence, Germany holdeth the Standard, ſo doth France, 
and ſo do we. But the Netherlander only doth not, and he only 
thereby gained of all Three. There be good Statutes already made to 
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this purpoſe, both in the time of Rich. 2. Hen. 3. Hen. 4. Hen. 5. 
and Hen. 6. That no Stranger ſhould bring Commodities into this 
Land, but he ſhould bring in ſo much Money, &c, He made a ve- 
ry long Speech touching the manner of Trade by Exchange, in 
Merchants Language, which I could not well Note. So the 
Bill was committed, and the Chequer-Chamber appointed rhe 
place, and Friday in the afternoon the Time. 

Mr. Henry Mountazue ſhewed, That 17. Ed. 4. ſuch Tranſ- 

ortation was made Felony, and never fince Tranſportation much 
heard of, till this Queens Days; in whoſe time, none of thoſe Laws 
are in force, which if they were revived, and ſet on Foot again, 
1 think ſuch kind of Tranſportation would be leſs uſed than it is. 

One of the Burgeſles of Tarmonth Moved, All Officers of Ports 
might be certified of ſuch Goods as be Exported, and the Skipper 
bound in Bond, to be ſent to her Majeſties Cuſtom Houle, cc. 

Mr. Davis ſaid, © Mr. Speaker, I hold this Paradox for a true 
ground of Policy, That if there were no Money in the world, then 
this Kingdom were the happieſt Nation in the World. And the 
beſt Age was, when there was only bartering of Commodities, For 
one yard of Cloath would be better than three yards of Velvet, And 
an Ougce of Iron, for the Uſe of man, better than a Pound of Gold. 
A Buſhel of Corn, better than ten Buſhels of Pepper or other Grain. 
The fundamental Cauſe of this Bill was, That we might not be Cozened 
of our Moneys, who have the beit Standard in the world: For now 
the Exchange is Governd by Brokers; and as it pleaſes them, 
- Exchange muſt Riſe and Fall, So the Bill was Commit- 
ted. 

The Bill, for Setting of Watches, was Read and Committed : 
the Place of meeting appointed the Court of Wards, and Tue/- 
day next in the afternoon the Time.

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* ſition of the Star. 23. Ez. by which every Reculant 15 to pay 
* zol. to the Queen, a month, for wiltul ablence tram the Church : 
© and it hath been a doubr, whether they ſhal! pay fo much for 
© their Wives. Now, this Statute doth not Explain that point, 
© but only that they muſt pay Oze $4117 tor their Wives, ec. 
* and therefore I doubt ſome matter of Secret 15 in this Statute, 
* which is not yet known. 

SirGeorge Moore aid : * The old Statute of 2 3. Regire ſaith, That 
* every perſon that hath Goods {hall pay ; but the Wile hath 
*no Goods, therefore ſhe ſhall not pay : And tor any matter of 
* Secret in this Bill, I proteſt, I know none ; and therefore 
* Ithink it needeth no new Conltructions. 

Mr. Francis Moore ſaid : © Mr. Speaker, I think the Bill inten- 
* deth not to bring any that be 1ll-Aﬀetted within danger of 
* this Law, or any that be within theihtatute of 23. Regize, but 
* only to puniſh thoſe with the Penalry of Oxe Shilling, which 
* though they be well addiCted, yet they be negligent. For my 
* own part, I do ſo much deſire the Furtherance and good Suc- 
cels of this Bill, or any of the like Nature, that he that doth 
not the like, I would he had neither Heart to think, 
nor Tongue to ſpeak. 

Mr. Martin ſaid : * Ido Mr. Speaker, as much favour this Bill, as

* moſt had his due Execution : And a Law without Execution,

* or Thirteen Hundred Recuſants ; moſt of which, this Law which 
* we have now in hand would conſtrain to come to Church : 
* I mean only thoſe of the Poorer Sort. It is a Duty in Chriſtia- 
* nity, for the Father to look to his Chi/d, and for the Ma#er to 
* look to his Servant ; which becauſe it hath grown Cold, this 
* Law will Quicken and Revive : For Puniſhment will make 
* them do that by Conſtraint, which they ought to doin regard of 
5 Religion. Sir 
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in the Queen's Wars, Muit he pay for the Abſence of his wife, Chit- 
aren, and Family ? This indeed is a Fault in the Bill, So if a Man 
be abſent from Home, as at London about his Law-Suits, &c. 
Mr. Carew ſaid : My. Speaker, / will not ſpeak againit the Boay 
o the Bill; only, I miſlike one thing im it ; and that is, That Ju- 
ices of the Peace ſhould have this Authority. They have enough 
already to do; and therefore, no reaſon they ſhould meddle in Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Canſes, 1 think rather, it were fit to be Committed into 
the Hands of the Parſon of the Pariſh : For it is no Policy, that Fu- 
Fices of the Peace ſhould have ſuch Power over their Neighbours. 

Mr. Browne ſaid : Mr. Speaker, There is one Thing would be 
looked into in this Bill, which cannot now be remedied ; and that 
is : If the Church-Wardens ſhall ſecretly keep a Kalendar ; and 
fo, where he ſhould gather Twelve Pence for the Poor, perhaps, 
will take Four Pence jor himſelf, and diſpenſe with the reſt.

And becauſe 1 am willing, that the Privileges of this Houſe may be 
known as well afar off, as here at hand, 1 thought good to ſhove the 
awe. 

Speaker, Methinks this Attion is 
wery Scandalous to the whole Houſe ; and becauſe it is a Cauſe 
both Extraordinary and Contemptible, in my Opinion, it deſerves 4 
moſt ſevere Exmplary Puniſhment.

The Bill for Mr. Markham was brought in: And for as much 
as the Purport of the Bill ſeemed to the Committees to be dan- 
gerous, to the Diſinheriting of the Children of the firſt Wife of 
the ſaid Mr. Martham;theretore the Committee thought the Bill,in 
Equity, unfit to be Paſſed, and without Amendment have retur- 
ned it to the Houlc. 

The Bill for enabling of Anthony Manley, Eſquire, to ſell cer- 
tain Lands, this Day Read, and Ordered to be Committed. 

There was a Gentleman that fat by me, which ſhewed me 
a Paper, in which was contained the Diſcommodity of divers 
Patents, called Monopoltes. Firſt, of Steel, where it hath 
been fold ro Mr. Rewland Heyward 1n London, in former times, for 
Twelve Pounds, Ten Shillings the Barrel ; it is now fold for Nine- 
teen Pounds, Belides, it is mixt, and worſe than the Steel in 
former times; and where it hath: been but at Two Pence Half- 
Penny the Pound, before the Patent, it 15 now at Five Pence the 
Pound. And where Two Thouſand Poor people were maintain- 
ed, by Working of Steel, and Edge- Tooles, and might well 
live by Working thereof at 7 wo Peace Half-Prnny the Pound, 
they are now not able, by reaſon of the Price thereof, 'to work ; 
but now many go a Begging, becauſe the Faggot hath all.) leſs 
Weight, to the utter undoing of all Edge-Toole-Makers. 

Ot Starch : Where other Countries have hererofore ſpent their 
Corn and Fuel in making of it, and we had it then at Erghteen 
Shillings a Hundred Weight, and Her Majeity Received great 
Cuſtom thereby ; now do we ſpend Corn and Fuel extraor- 
dinary in making thereof, which might well be ſpared, and 
It 15 now at F?fty and Fifty Stx Shillings a Hundred ; and her 
Majeſty hath great loſs of her Cuſtomes, by making it within 
the Realm.

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{uivant Fifty Miles or more ; arid threaten them by Impriſonment, 
if they will not Ranſom themſelves by a Ranſom of Money. 

Stone-Bottles, Pots, Heath - Bruſhes, are double and treble the 
Price they were at, before the Patent. . FT 

G'aſſes; Where before they were had from beyond the Seas, 
and very cheap, with much Saving of Wood ; they are now 
riſen from S:xteer Pepce to Frue Shillings the Dozen, and- from 
Three Shillings Four Pence, to Nine Sh'llnes , Beſides the loſs of 
Cuſtome to her Majeſty, and expence of many Thouſands of 
Billets, every Twenty Fow Hours.

© For my own Part, I likenot theſe Courſes ſhould be taken. 
* And you, Mr. Speaker, ſhould perform the Charge Her Maje- 
* ff gave unto you at the Beginning of this Parliament, Not to 
© recerve Bills of this Nature. For Her Mejeſty's Ears be open to 
* all our Grievances, and Her Hands ſtretched out to every Man's 
© Petition. 

* For the Matter of Acceſs, I like it well, ſo it be firſt moved, 
*and the Way prepared. I had rather all the Patents were 
* burnt, than Her Majefty ſhould loſe the Hearts of ſo many Sub- 
* jets, as is pretended She will. 

I will tell you what I think of theſe Monepolies; I take 
© them to be of Three Natures: Some of a Free Nature, and 
; _ ſome Void of themſelves; ſome both Good, and 
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* © For the Firſt; For the Prizce to Diſpenſe with Penal Laws: 
* That is left to the Alteration of Sovereignty ; I mean, Pow- 
* ertul and Irrevocable. 

* For the Second: As to grant that which taketh from the 
* Subject his Birth-right; and ſuch Men as deſire ſuch Patents, 
* I count them AM/dcers, and wicked and wilful Offenders. 
* For the Thirzd: As the Licenſe for the Matter of Cards, 
*&c. And therefore, I think it very fit to have a New Commit- 
* ment, to conſider what Her 4aje/ty may grant, and what not; 
* And what Courſe we ſhall take, and upon what Points, &c. 
Dr. Stanhep, and Dr. Hone, were ſent from the Lords with 
a Bill, Entituled, A» A for the Uniting of Eye and Dunſden, to 
the Mannor of Sunning, 
Mr. Mowntagne {aid: Mr. Speaker, 7 am loth to Speak what 1 
know, leit perhaps 1 ſhould Difgeesfe The Prerogative Royal is 
that which is now in queſtion, which the Laws of the Land have 
ever allowed and maintained. My Motion then ſhall be but this : 
That we ay be Suitors unto Her Majeſty, That the Patentees ſhall 


have; and that our Act may be drawn accordingly. 

Mr. Martin {aid : 1 think the Common Grievance, and the Queen's 
Prerogative, have ſo Inſpired the Gentleman that laſt ſpake, (whom 
for Reverence ſake, 1 muſt needs name, Mr. Mountague) to make 
that Motion he hath done. And becauſe the Houſe ſeems greatly to Ap- 
plaud it, may it Pwr you, Mr. Speaker, to put it to the Queſtion, 
Whether that ſhall be Determined of, at the Committee.

Mr. Phillips, ſhewed the Great danger that might inſue, by the 
Statute made 39 Reginz, Cap. 6. Intituled, An Att touching Cha- 
ritable Uſes : which Statute was made to 4 good intent , but yet it 
may tend to the ſetting a Foot, in all the Aonaſteries in old time, 
and other Religions Honſes, as alſo to the ſearching into the eſtate 
of divers particular Subjetts, in this Realm: Firſt, In reſpett of the 
Title; Secondly, 1 reſpect of the Preamble; Thirdly, 1n reſpect of 
the Body ; And Fourthly, 1 r-ſpett of the Concluſion, which appeared 
ſome-mhat plain to the Houle, upon the Recital of the words of the Sta- 
tute : And gerefore, he thought it a Duty in Conſcience, to offer to the 
Conſideration of this Houſe, a Bill extituled, An At to Explain the 
true Meaning of the Statute made 39 Regine, cap. 6. Which was 
preſently Read. 

After ſome loud Confuſion in the Houſe, touching ſome Pri- 
vate Murmur concerning Monopolres ; 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid: The Duty / owe, and my Zeal to Ex- 
ſtingniſh Monopolies, makes me to Speak now, to ſatisfie their Opinions 
that think there ſhall be no Redrefs of theſe Monopolies, 

Order #s Attended with theſe Two Hand- Maids, Gravity and Zeal; 
but Teal with Diſcretion. I have been, though Unworthy, a Mem- 
ber of this Houſe, in Six or Seven Parliaments; yet never did 1 
fee the Houle in ſo great Confuſion. 

I believe, there was never, in any Parliament, 4 more tender 
Point handled, than the Liberty of the SubjeQ, and the Prerocative 
Royal of the Prince : What an Indignity then is it to the Prince, 
and Injury to the SubjeA, that when any is Diſcuſins this Point, 
he ſhould be Cryed and Conghed down ? This is more fit for a Gram- 
mar-School, than a Parliament. 7 have been a Councellor of State 
theſe Twelve Years; yet never did 1 know it ſubjett to Conſtrutti- 
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on of Levity or Diſorder : Much more ought we to be, in ſo Great 
and Grave 4n Aſſembly. why ? we have had Speeches, and Speech 
upon Speech, mithont either Order or Diſcretion. 

One would have had us to proceed by Bill, and fee if the Queen 
would have deny:d it. Another, that the Patents ſhould be brounbt 
here before Us, and Cancelled; and this were Bravely done. Others 
would hve Us to proceed by way of Petition ; which of Both, doubt- 
leſs is Beſt. | 

But for the Firſt, (and eſpecially, for” the Second) 1t is ſo Ridi- 
culons, that I think, we ſhould have had as bad Succeſs, as the De- 
vil himſelf would have wiſhed in ſo good a Cauſe. why ? if Idle Conr- 
ſes had been followed, we ſhould have gone (forſooth ) to the Queen, 
with a Petition to have Repealed a Patent or Monopoly of Tobac- 
co-Pipes [ Which Mr. 11»gfe:a's Note had ] and 7 know not how 
many Conceipts,

« unto you all, Her Majeſties moſt gratious Meſlage, ſent by my 
© unworthy {elt. 

*She yeildeth you all hearty thanks, for your care, and ſpe- 
© cial regard of thoſe things that concern Her State and King- 
* dom, and Conſequently our ſelves; whoſe Good She hath al- 
*wayes tendred as Her own: For our ſpeedy Reſolution in 
© making ſo haſty and free a Sublidy ; which commonly {ſuc- 
*ceeded and never went before our Councels. 

«For our Loyalty, I will aflure you, with ſuch and ſo great 
©Zeal of AﬀeCttion She uttered, and ſhewed the ſame, that to 
© expreſs it with our Tongues we are not able, neither our Hearts 
©to conceive it. It pleated Her Majeſty to fay unto me, 1 hat 
*if She had an Hundred Tongues, She could not expreſs our 
© hearty good Wills: And further, She ſaid, That as She had

*hath prevented our Councels, and Conlultations; for which 
*God make us thankful, and ſend her long, and long to Reign 
*among(t us. 

*It through my owh Weakneſs of Memory, Want of Utre- 
France, and Frailty of my ſelf, I have omitted any thing of 
© Her Majeſties Commands, 1 do moſt humbly crave pardon for 
*the fame; And do beſeech, the Honourable Perſons, which 
«do aſſiſt this Chair, and were preſent before her Majeſty, at 
*the Delivery hereof, co ſupply and help my ImperteCtions, 
* which, joyned with my Fear, have cauſed me, no doubt, to

©In particular, moſt of theſe Patents have been ſupported | 
© with Letters of Aſſiſtance from Her Majeſties Privy Conncet ; |

*1t crept not in by the new Miſ-government of the Time; yet 
* this ſhall alſo be ſuſpended. The Patent for Cards ſhall be 


* ſuſpended, 
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* ſuſpended, and Tryed by Common - Law. , The Patent for 
* Glaſſes, which though I do leaſt apprehend to be prejudicial 
* tothe Publick Good; yet it is to be left to the Law. There is 
* another Patent for Salt-Petre, that hath been both Accuſed and 
* Slandered: It digs in every Man's Houſe; it removes the In- 
* habitant, and generally troubleth the Subjet. For this, 1 
* beleech you, be Contented ; yet I know, 1 am too blame to 
* deſire it, being Condemned by you in foro Conſcientie : But I 
© aſſure you, it ſhall be fully ſifted, and tryed i» foro Fudicii, 
* Her Majeſty meaneth to take this Patent to Her ſelf; and ad- 
* vile with Her Councel, concerning the ſame : For, Imuft tell 
* you, The Kingdom is not ſo well furniſhed with Powder, as 
* it ſhould be. Bur, if it be thought fir (upon Advice) to be 
* Cancelled, Her Majeity commanded me to tell you, That though 
* She be willing Fo help the grave Gentleman that hath that Patent . 
* yet out of the abundant Deſire that She hath, to give you compleat 
* Satisfattion, it ſhall be Repealed. x 
* This hath come to the Ear of the Queer, and I have been 
© moſt Earneſt to ſearch for rhe Inſtrument ; and as a Councel- 
© lor of State, have done my beſt Endeavour to falve this Sore: 
© But I fear, we are not ſecret among our ſelves. Then muſt 
© I needs give you This, for a furure Caution ; That whatſoever 
© is ſubjet# to 4 Publick Expoſition, cannot be Good, Why, Par- 
* liament-Matters are ordinarily Talked of in the Streets. I have

28, The Bill Intituled, 4» A4# for Ex- 44 Eliz 
planation of the Statute of 39. Eliz. Cap. 6. touching Charitabl: | 8, 
Uſes, was Read the ſecond time, to which Mr. Tate ſpake ; and 28. 
| ſaid, amoneft other things, that That could be no Law, which was 
contrary to the Great CHARTER of England. And this was, 
becauſe it gave Power againſt the Great CHARTER, which 

giveth Challenges to Jurors, which this Law alloweth not. 

Therefore he wiſhed there might be a Commitment, to Conſider, 
whether it were fit to be continued, or repealed. And the Houſe 
would have appointed Monday, 

Burt Mr. Secretary Cecil ſpake : *I told you of late, That Her

Robert Holland a Scrivener at Tempie-Bar, and Laurence Brook 
his Man, were brought to the. Bar, for that they had beaten 
Mr. #leetwood”s Man, a Member of the Houſe. 

The whole Matter was thus related to the Houſe, by Mr. Fleet- 
wood, viz. That he was bound as Surety with one Mr. Heydon, 
for payment of Money at Hollands Shop, which was paid and told 
there, and the Bag, after, put up.

Holland into the 
Shop, and after into a Parlour; where after chafeing and 
ſwearing that there wanted Ten Pownds Six Shillings of the 
Sum in the Bag; and that he ſhould not have his Bond, until 
he hatl it: Mr. Fleetwood called his man to juſtify the pay- 
ment, who did ſo. Holland ſwore he Lyed hike a Boy and a 
Raſcal. To which the Boy Anſwered. 1f you fay ſo, 1 ſay, that 
whoſoever ſaith there was not ſo much Money, he Lyeth, With 
that, Holland ran at him, and thruſt into a Chimny-Cor- 
ner, and would have Stabbed him, if Mr. Fleetwood had not 
taken the Daggar from him. The Scriveners man, who heard 
the bus{le, came in, and not only ftruck Mr. Fleetwood, but 
helped the Maſter to Beat the Man, and after, went again in- 
to the Shop, through which Mr. F/cetwood and his Man went 
forth. The Boy Mocked and jeared at him, and Mr. Feet- 
wood telling him, They ſhould both anſwer it in the Parliament- 
Houſe; The Boy Anſivered, My Maſter will warrant me, 1 care 
not. And it ſeemed by Holland, who could not well be heard, 


the aforeſaid matter was true. 
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So, after he was removed, there was a great Diſpute whe- | 
ther he ſhowld be ſent to the Tower, or Committed to the Ser- 
cart, And, I verily think, he had gone to the Tower, if Mr. 
Fleetwood had not by chance ſpoken a word, touching Mr. Ay- 
thony Maynard, Secretary to the Old Lord Treaſurer, which hap- 
pencd thus: When Holland, Kneeling at the Bar, had ſpoken 
tor hinxſelf ; the Speaker asking Mr. Fleetwood What he could ſay? 
He told all the Matter aforeſaid. But as he was at the begin- 
ing, ſome ſaid, At the Bar, At the Bar, which Mr. Fleetwood 
took to be a great Diſgrace, and faid: Mr. Speaker, 7 have 
heard that Mr. Anthony Maynard hath given ont Speeches in the 
behalf of this Holland ; and for ſome ſpecial Reaſon, I think he is 
the Man that ſaith, At the Bar.

* King James the Fourth of Scotland, in the Year 1512. and 
© King James the Sixth, in the Year 1579. or 1597. did Erett, 
© and Ratifie a Law, That whoſoever kept either Fair, or Market 
* upon the Sabbath, that his Goods ſhould be preſently given to the 
© Poor. A Man gathering but a few Sticks on that Day, was 
© ſtoned to Death, becauſe that was thought to be a Prophana- 
© tion of the Sabbath. In France, a Woman refraining to San- 
© Qtifie the Sabbath, Fire appeared in the Air unto her ; this 
* moved her not: Ir came the ſecond time unto her Houſe ; and 
© yet this moved her not: It came the third time, and devour- 
* cd all that ever ſhe had, but a little Child in the Cradle. 

© But, to come nearer our ſelves: In the Year 1583. the 
* Houſe of Paris Garder fell down, as they were at the Bear- | 
© Baiting, Jan- 23. On a Sunday, and Four Hundred Perſons ſore 
© Cruſhed; yet by God's Mercy, only Eight were Slain out- 
© right. 

r I would be a Suitor to the Horonrable Perſons that ſits about 
© the Charr, That this Brutiſh Exerciſe may be uſed on ſome 
* other Day, and not the Sabbath ; which Iwiſh with my Hearc, 
© may be obſerved: And I doubt not, but great Reformation 
* will come, if this Bill doth but Paſs. To the better effeQing 
© whereof, I humbly pray, That if there be ImperfeCtions in it, 
| © it may be Committed. 

| Sir George Moore {aid : ©T have read, That the Tongue of a 
fort | © Man is fo tyed in his Mouth, that it will Stir Rtill. Ir is tyed 
| © deep in the Stomack with certain Strings, which reach to 
© the Heart ; to this end, That what the Heart doth offer, the 
* Tongue may utter; what the Heart thinketh, the Tongue 
© may ſpeak. This I know to be true, becauſe I find in the 
© Word of Truth, [Out of the Abundance of the Heart, the Mouth 
© ſpeaketh. ] For the Gentleman that inveighs ſo much againſt Ju- 
© ſtices, it may proceed out of the Corruption of his Heart: 
© However, I mean not to ſearch it, or anſwer him: Only, 
C - turn him to Solomon, and mean to anſwer him with Si- 
© ence. 

* Without Going to Church, or Doing Chriſtians Duties, we 
© cannot be Religious; and by Religion we learn both our Du- 
© ties to God, and the Queer. In doing our Duty to God, we 
* ſhall be the better able to do our Duty to our Prince ; and the 
| * word biddeth us, That we ſhould give unto God, that which is 
© due unto God. Et Ceſart quz ſunt Ceſaris. | 

* Amongſt many Laws which we have, we have none for 
* Conſtraint of God'sService : I ſay none, though one were made 
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* primo Regine ; becauſe that Law is no Law, which takes no 
© Force; for Executio Legis vita Legis. 

* Then let not us give ſuch Cauſe of Comfort to our Adver- 
* faries; that having drawn a Bill in Queſtion for the Service 
* of our God, we ſhould ſtand fo much in queſtioning the ſame. 
* Once a Month coming to Church, excuſes us from the Danger 
© of the Law, but not from the Commandment of God, = 
: on T hou ſhalt Santtifie the Sabbath-Day ; that is, every Sab- 

aty. , | 

* This Bill ties the Subje& to ſo much, and no more; which 
© being agreeable ro the Law of God, and the Rule of Policy, 1 
* ſee no Reaſon we ſhould ſtand fo ſtriftly in giving it a Com- 
* mitment. 

Mr. Bond ſaid : ©I wiſh the Sabbath to be SanQtified, according 

* to the preciſe Rule of God's Commandment : But I wiſh that 
* St. Auguſtine's Rule may be obſerved in the Manner ; No ju- 
© bendo, ſed docendo, magis monendo quam minando. 

© 1 like not that ſuch Power ſhould be given to the Juſtices 
© of Peace; for, Who almoſt are not grieved at the Zuxuriant 
6 Authority of Juſtices of Peace? By the Statute of 1 E4. 3. 
* they muſt be good Men and Lawtul ; no Maintainers of Evil, 
© but Moderate in Execution of Laws. For Magiſtrates are Men, 
© and Men have alwayes attending on them two Miniſters, Zi- 
© bids & Iracundia, Men of this Nature, do {ubjugate the Free 
© Subject: Clerks can do much, Childre» more, and wives 
* moſt. 

© It is dangerous therefore, to give Authority in ſo dangerous 
*a thing as this; which I hold worth your ſecond Thoughts, 
* Que ſolent eſſe Prudentiores. 

© Her Majeſty, all the Time or Her Reign, hath been Cle- 
© ment, Gracious, Meek, and Merciful ; yea, chooſing rather 
© Delinquere, I know not how to term it, in Lenity, but not 
© in Cruelty. But by this Statute, there is a Conſtraint to come 


© to Divine Service ; and for NegleQ, all muſt pay, Pledtentur | 


© Achivi. The Poor Commonalty, (whole Strength and Quiet- 
* neſs, is the Strength and Quietneſs of us all) he only ſhall be 
© Puniſhed, he Vexed. For, will any think,. that a Juſtice of 
© Peace will conteſt with ſo good a Man as himſelf ? No: This 
* Age is too Wiſe. TI leave it to this Houſe, Whether it ſtands 
* with Policy, when Four Subſidies, and Eight Fifteens be now 
© Granted, to bring the Poorer Sort into a greater Fear, by theſe 
© and ſuch like Laws; Malus Cuſtos Diuturnitatis Metus. And in 
© the Gracious Speech, which Her Majeſty lately deliver'd unto 
© us, She uſed this Phraſe, That She deſired to be beloved of Hey 
« Subjetts : It was a Wile Speech of a Wile Prince; for an H:- 
© ftortan ſaith, Timor excitat in vindictam. 

© Therefore, Mr. Speaker, I miſlike the Bill, in that Point

Mr. Comptroller ſaid ; ©1 am ſorry, after Forty Three Years un- 
©der her Majeſties happy Government, that we ſhould now 
© Diſpute or Commit a Bill of this Nature. And I wonder that 
© any Voice durlt be ſo bold, or deſperate to cry, Away with this 
© Bill: 

«The old Statute givesthe Penalty, this new one onely ſpeedy 
* means to Levic it. And I much marvail that Men will or dare 
* accuſe Juſtices of the Peace, Miniſters to her Majeſty, with- 
| *0ut whom the Common-Wealth cannot be. It this boldneſs 
*o9 on, they will accuſe Judges, and laſtly, the Seat of Juſtice 
<1t ſelf. Thar all Juſtices ſhould be thus generally accuſed, 
© this is meer Barbariſme indeed ; when her Majeſty ſhall have 
© Underſtanding thereof, it will be no Contentment unto her, 
*and a Scandal unto us all. 

Mr. Glaſcock ſaid; ©In that T am Taxed to Tax Juſtices of 
* the Peace, I am to pray the Houle,” to give me leave to make 
* an Apology for my elf. 
Mr. Speaker, I will not deny That that I ſpake Yeſterday ; 
©but upon my Salvation I ſpeak, and proteſt it in mine own 
© Conſcicnce, I ſpake it only of the Interior ſort of Juſtices. A- 
*oainſ{t theſe I will not ſpeak thar I ſpake laſt, but other mat- 
*ter 1n other terms, they be like the Wiſe Men of Chaldee, 
© that could never give Judgment, 11!l they ſaw the Intrailes of 
© Beaſts. Our Statutes Penal be like the Beaſt called Born 
*in the Morning, at his full Growth at Noon, and Dead at 
* Night : So thele Statutes are quick in Execution, like a Won- 
©gder for Nine Days; and that's a Wonder they continue ſo 
© long ; ſoon after they beat the height : but by the end of a Year, 
* they are carried Dead in a Basket to the Juſtices Houſe. 
* Mr. Speaker ſaid: Ar. Glaſcock, you ſpeak from the Matter 
© and Purpoſe, and this you have ſpoken, you muſt juſtify. 
Mr. Martin ſaid: ©I am the rather willing to ſpeak, .in that 
© I would willingly have an end of this Matter. I think we 
* all agree upon the Subſtance, That it 1s fit the Sabbath ſhould 
© be SanCtified. The other Matter, which is the Impediment, 
*1 know it is a Grief; but I leave it, as Matter more fit to 
© be decided at a Committee, than here. 
* And therefore, for the Honour of the Queen, and of Her Go-

Sur Kobert Wroth ſaid : © I think the Office of a Fuft ice of Peace,

© Mr. Fohnſo ſaid-: This Bill is an excellent good Bill. And 
| © T have obſerved in all Speeches yet ſpoken, it hath been inter- 
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© larded with other Matter. The Gentleman now proteſteth He 
© ſpake of Basker-Fuſtices, I appeal to the whole Houſe, whether 
* tis Definition was not General; wiz. A Juſtice of Peace is a 
* kind of living Creature, that for half” a Dozen of Chickens will 
© diſpenſe with a Dozen of Penal Statutes. I think it is well 
* known, that the Hononrable, that fit about the Ghair, and all 
* the reſt of Her Majeſty's Privy-Conncil, have, and do hold the 
* ſame Place; and this toucheth Them, as well as Inferiour F«- 
* ſlices, And therefore, I humbly pray, He may anſwer ir at 
* the Bar, and that it may not be pur off with Silence. 

Mr. Hide laid : * Every Man agrees, this Bill hath good Mart- 
*ter; and we all conſent to the Subſtance, though diſſent to 
* the Form. Some have more Wit, ſome more Underſtanding 
* than others. If they of meaner Capacity and Judgment ſpeak 
* Impertinently, Jet not us in a Spleen ſtraight ways cry, Away 
* with the Bill : But let us give it the ſame Favour, that we 
* give to Bills of far inferiour Nature, and of leſs Moment ; That 
© 15, a Commitment. 

So the Bill was committed to the former Committees; the 
Place of Meeting appointed, the Exchequer-Chamber ; and to Mor- 
row in the Afternoon, the Time.

*ty of our Country. Two very high points for me to handle; 
*and require a more Eloquent Diſcourſe than I am able to 
*make. I will ule no Circumſtance, or with ſuperfluous Mat- 
© ter abuſe the time, which is precious, but to the Matter. 

*I have been of the Parliament Five or Six times, and Ihave 
*alwayes obſerved by this Houſe, (and I would willingly be 
* reſolved by the Honourable about the Chair) that all the 
© Wars of Her Majeſty. are offenſive, and I do not hear the con- 
*trary: How then comes it, that ſuch a Number of Her Ma- 
* jeſty's SubjeQts be Spoiled, Robbed, Beaten, Wounded, them- 
© ſelves taken and uſed with ſuch extream Torture, Racked; 
* Carried away, Impriſoned, Ranſomed, Fined, and ſome times 
* Executed, and all this time no Wars? But, give me leave to 
* ſay, for theſe Ten Years, I am ſure, the SubjeQts of this Land 
*on the Sea-Coaſts have undergone theſe Tyrannies. And by 
*whom ? Even by two baſe Towns, Dunkirk and Newport. 

* Dunkirk began with Two Ships, and are now increaſed al- 
*moſt to Twenty; they be at home at Supper, and the next 
* Day herewith us. I muſt needs confeſs, that the great Charge 
*that I know the Lord Admiral is at Continually, by lying rea- 
*dy to take theſe Pirates, is much; but ſend to take them, they 
* ſtraight Fly home. If our Ships return, they are ſtraight 
© here again. I dare boldly ſay, they have done Eng/and more 
*©hurt ſince they began, than all Fraxce, either in the time of 
* Hen. 8. Edw. 6, or Qyeen Mary. 
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©If it be ſo, that theſe Two baſe Towns ſhall fo affront 
*the Power of this Land, I ſee no Reaſon they ſhould be ſuf- 
*fered: For it is a great Diſhonour both to the Queen, and 
© the Kingdom. 

*I have heard many fay, That the Navy of England is the 
* Walls of the Kingdom: and yet, we ſuffer our Ships ſtill to 
©be Deſtroyed ; ſome to be Burnt, ſome ro be Sunk before 
*our Faces. 

*We may compare our Sea-men to Sheep, Feeding upon a 
©Fair Mountain, in the midſt whereof ſtands a Grove full of 
© Wolves. Why, Mr. Speaker, we are {o plagued with them, 
* that they are ſo bold, as now and then to take our Harveſt- 
*Men tardy by Ambulcadoes. 

*I ſpeak it with Grief, and it was Reported unto me by a 
* Scottiſh-Man, that Duke Albertus, and the Infants ſhould open- 
*ly publiſh, That they would pull down ſo many of the Walls 
* of England, that they would eaſily make an Entry: and it 
* had been better for Sea-Coaſt-Men to have given the Queen 
” oa Subſidies, that they had been long ſince Suppreſ- 

ed. 

*My humble Motion is, That it would pleaſe the Houſe to 
*enter into Conſideration of theſe things, For the Honour, 
Good, and Safety, both of the Queen and Kingdom. 

* Mr. Peake ſaid: I muſt needs ſhew unto this Houſe (up- 
*on {o good an occaſion offered) how grievouſly the Town 
* of Sandwich (for which I ſerve) is vexed, and almoſt undone; 
© inſomuch, as that in that Town there is neither Owner, Ma- 
© ſter, nor Mariner that hath not felt it. 

*Her Majeſty is continually at Charges; but what inſueth 
*or cometh of it, I never yet knew. In the County of Kezxt

* lice; and therefore I think, that upon Conference with the 
* Lords, the matrer may be brought to a good end. I therefore 
* humbly 
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* humbly pray it may be put to the Queſtion, and that the 
* Bill may be ſent for out of the Star-Chamber. 

Mr. Cary ſaid: As I take it, Mr. Speater, the Courſe hath been, 
© that if the Houſe hath been deſirous to lee any Record, you, 
* Mr Speaker, ſhould ſend a Warrant to the Lord-Keeper to grant 
© forth a Certiorart to have the Record brought into this Houſe : 
* And upon view thereof, perhaps this matter of Diſpute would 
© have an end. 

Sir Francis Haſtings offer'd to ſpeak again in this matter; but 
Mr. Bacon interrupted him, and told him, 1t was againſt the Courſe 
of the Houſe. To which he Anſwered ; He was o/d enough to know 
when, and how often to ſpeak. To which Mr. Bacon Anſwered ; 1: 
was no matter for that ; but he needed not to be ſo Hot in an ill Cauſe. 
To which Sir Fraxcis replied: Jn ſeveral matters of Debate, 4 
man may ſpeak often: ſo I take it is the Order. He (pointing to 
Mr. Bacon) talkes of Heat: 1f 7 be ſo hot as he was Yeſterday, then 
put me ont of doores. The only thing that 1 would ſay, ts this :

Mr. Greexvil ſaid: © I wiſh that in our Conference, we do 
©* not negleC&t our Privileges, and that we may be a means of 
© Mediation. | : 

So Mr. Comptroller, and others, were ſent to deſire a Confe- 
rence, which was agreed unto by the Lords, and the time ap- 
pointed to be on Thurſday Morning at Eight of the Clock. 

Mr. Speaker, ſaid, * I am to certifie you from the Lords, of a 
* great diſorder committed by the Pages and Servants, as well 
* of the Lords themſelves, as of your Servants ; So that not only 
* Abule is offer'd, but Weapons and Blood drawn. For reme- 
* dy whereof, the Lords have given ſtrift Commandment, That 
their Servants keep peaceable and quiet Order : and that neither 
their Pages, Attendants, nor Servants ;, do ſtand upon the Stairs, 
or neerer the Houſe than the Stair-foot. * They deſire, rhat eve- 
*ry Member of the Houſe would do the like to their Servants, 
*and ſo expreſly to Charge and Command them. And I would 
*move you, That you would be pleaſed the Serjeart might go 
* forth, and ſignify ſo much from you unto the' Company with- 
cout; and all faid, 7, 7, 7. 

Mr. ſeman faid: * The diſorder, Mr. Speaker ſpeaks of, is 
*now grown ſo great, that they have their Paſſes and Repal- 
*ſes; and men dare not go down the Staires without a Con- 
* ductor. 

So the Serjeant went and delivered the Meſſage, and the 
Abuſe was well Reformed.

Mr. Serjeant Telverton, Dr.Cary, and Dr. Stanhop, came from the 
Lords; and Serjeant Telverton ſignified the Lords Delire = a

appointed to Morrow Morning at Eight of the Clock : the 
Number 20. So after they went out, it was agreed, They ſhould 
meet with a convenient Number ; and then they were called 
in again according to the Ceremony of the Houle ; and the 
Houſes reſolution deliver'd to them. 

Mr. Serj. Harris ſaid: Mr. Speaker, The Ancient Uſe hath

tees, and are beſt informed, that they ſhould attend the Lords.

The points to be conlider'd of in the continuance of Sta- 
tutes, were read, and offer'd ſtill to diſpute, whether the Sta- 
tute of Tillage ſhould be continued. 

Mr. Fohnſon ſaid, © In the time of Dearth when we made this 
© Statute, it was not conlider'd, that the hand of God was upon 
*us. And now Corn is Cheap, and if too Cheap, the Hus- 
© band man is undone, whom we muſt provide for ; for he is 
*the Staple-man of the Kingdom, and fo, after many Argu- 
* ments, he concluded it was fit to be Repealed. 

Mr. Bacon faid, * The Old commendation of aly by the Poet, 
© is, Sotens viris atq; Ubere, Gleba, And it ſtood not with the 
© Pollicy of the Kingdome, that the wealth of the Kingdome 
*ſhould be Engrofſed into a Few Paſturers Hands. And, if 
*you will put in ſo. many Proviſocesas he deſired, you will make 
* ſo great a window out of the Law, that we ſhall pur the 
*Law out of the Window. The Husband-Man is a ſtrong and 
*hardy Man, the good Foot-man, ' which is a Chief oblerya- 
©tion of good Warriours, &c. So he concluded, the Statute was 
*not to be Repealed. 

Sir Walter Rawleigh (aid: ©I think this Law fit to be repea- 
led; for many poor men are not able to find Seed to Sow 
*{o much Ground as they are bound to Plow, which they 
*muſt do; or incur the Penalty of the Statute. 

© Beſides, all Nations abound with Corn: France ofter'd the 
© Queen to ſerve /reland with Corn at Sixteen Shillings a quar- 
©ter, which is but Two Shillings a Buſhel ; if we ſhould ſell it 
*ſo here, the Plow-Man would be beggar'd. The LZow-Country- 
© Man and the Hollander, who never Suw Corn, have by their 
* induſtry ſuch Plenty, that they will ſerve other Nations. The 
© Spaniard, that often wanteth Corn, had we never ſo much 
©Plenty, would never be beholding to the Exgliſh-Mar for it, 
©neither to the Low-Conuntry-Marn; nor to France ; but will ferch 
<;t even of the very Barbarian. And that which the Barbarian 
© hath been ſucing for theſe 200 Years (I mean for Traficque 
of Corn into Spain) this King in Policy hath ſet at Liber- 
*ty of himſelf, becauſe he will not be beholding unto other 
© Nations. And therefore I think the beſt Courſe is, to ſer it 
©1t Liberty, and leave every man Free, which is the Deſire of 
64 true Engliſhman. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid: * I do not dwell in the Country, 
*nor am I acquainted with the Plough. Burt I think that who- 
© ſhever doth not maintain the Plough , deſtroys the King- 
© dome. | 

© There was the laſt Parliament, great Arguments on this 
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[ *Poitit, and after a deliberate Diſputation, the Paſſing of this 
© Bill was concluded. 

| My Motion theretorc ſhall be, © That this Law may not be 

| © Repealed, except former Laws may be in Force and Revived. 

| * Say, that a Glut of Corn ſhould be: Have we not a ſufficient 

© remedy by Tranſportation, which is allowed by the Policy of 

* all Nations ? 1 cannot be intluced or drawn trom this Opi- 


* Warrants go from the Councel, for levying of men in the Coun- 
| tries, and the Certificates be returned to us again, we find the 
| * greateſt part of them to be Plow-men. And excepring Sir 7ho- 
| © mas Moore's Utopia, or ſome ſuch fained Cominon-wealth, 
* you ſhall never find, but the Plow-man is chiefly provided for ; 
* the negleQ whereof, will not only bring a general, but a par- 
| ©ticular indempnity to every man. 

©If, in Ed. 1. his time, a Law was made for the Mainte- 
© nance of the Fry of Fiſþ; and in Hey. 7. time, for the pre- 
* ſervation of the Eggs. of wild Foul, ſhall we now throw a- 
* way a Law of more Conſequence and Import? If we debar 
© Tillage, wegive ſcope to the depopulator ; and then if thepoor, 
* being thruſt out of their Houſes, go to dwell with others, 
© ſtraight we catch them with the Statute of Inmates. If they wan- 
© der abroad, and be ſtubborn, they are within the danger of the 
© Statute of Rogues. If they be more humble and urgent Beg- 
© gars, then are they within the Statute of the poor to be Whip- 
© ped and Tormented: So by this means, undo this Statute, and 
, a indanger many Thouſands. Poſterior dies diſcipulus priorts, If 
© former times have made us wiſe to make a Law, let theſe 
© latter times warn us to preſerve ſuch a good Law. All that I 
© can fay is, this Policy, Nature, Charity, and Honour, do 
© deſire of theſe Proceedings in Charitable uſes. 

Mr. Selby deſired, that the County of Northumberland 
might be exempted out of the Statute, becauſe it was ſo nigh the 
Scots; and the Country was fo infeſted with the Plague, thar, 
not only whole Families, but whole Villages have been {wept away 
with that Calamity. And ſo he made a long Speech to that effeCt. 

Mr. Serjeant Yelverton ; and DoCtor Cary came from the Lords, 
to deſire that the Conference touching Letters Patents might be 
prolonged, until Friday Morning at eight of the Clock, which 
was Alented unto. 

It was putto the Queſtion, whether the Bill for Tillage ſhould be 
Committed? And moſt ſaid 7, 7,7. Then whether Northumberland 
ſhould be exempted upon Mr. Se/bies Motion?

Another matter which the Committees for the continuance 
of Statutes doubted of, was, whether Mr. Dormer*s Proviſo 
ſhould be put into the Bill for Tillage.

oe it pleaſe you, that every man take his place. This is 
; = 1 ſeemly, and the Ancient Cuſtom; which they all

Mr. Speaker faid: *© I will put it to the Queſtion, whether 

*this Proviſo of Mr. Dormer*s ſhall be received. It was put to 
*the Queſtion twice, and in my Conſcience, the 7, 7, 7, were 
*rhe greater number : But the Noes, Noes, would needs have 
*the Houſe divided. So the door being ſet open, no man 
* offered to go forth. 
Mr. Martyn ſaid: * Mr. Speaker, I have obſerved it, that ever,

© been proter'd for the furtherance of this Provilo. 

*But now it 1s paſt, I would now move you, That becauſe 
* we have ſpent {ome ſuperfluous time in this diviſion, and be- 
* cauſe the Aﬀairs of this Parliament cannot poſſibly be.diſpatched, 
*{o ſoon asthe Parliament mult end, becaule of the pertormance

© Therefore, that the Houſe would be pleaſed after this day,

* well as Our Privileges, they deſire ſome time to Conſult ; and 
* then will ſend us word of their Reſolutions. 

DoCtor Stanhop, and Doftor Horne, brought a Bill from the 
Lords ; Intituled, Az Af for the Stabliſhment of the Remainder of 
certain Lands of Andrew Ketleby Eſquire, 70 Francis Ketleby. 
And 1o they departed. 

Mr. Spicer faid: © If I ſhould not agree to the Subſtance of 
*the Bill, I were no good Commonwealths-man. And if I ſhould 
© agree to the Form, I ſhould ſcarce think my ſelf a good Chri- 
__ : for I may juſtly ſay of this Bill, Nil eft ub: error non 
eſt. 
Mr. Laurence Hide moved, *That in reſpect it came from the 
* Lords, we would give it a Commitment. 


Mr. 
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Mr. Serjeant Harris ſaid : © It this Bill ſhould paſs, as was well 
* faid, we all ſhould loſe the Liberties of our Corporations : 
* And Her Majeſtics Juſtices at the Seſſons, ſhould be troubled 
* with Brables of Ale-Houſes. The Statute of E4. 6. hath had 
* Approbation thele half Hundred Years, and I with we may 
* not Repeal a good Law to make a worſe. 

Mr. Richard Brown ſaid : © Wines heretofore have been at Ter 
* Pounda Tun; and the Laws are, That wires ſhould be fold at 
*Two Pence the Quart, and Her Majeſty Receiveth Oze Thou- 
© [and Six Hundred Pounds a Year Cuſtom for them. If now | 
* this Statute ſhould ſtand, that Four Juſtices ſhould Licenſe 
* the fale of iz, this would be a wrong to divers Licenſes, 
* which are made by Pattentees of her Majeſty, and a beggar- 
*1ng of all /intzers. And he that now keeps an Inn; if he 
* pleaſes not the Juſtices, he {hall be turned out. And withal, 
* there is a Clauſe of diſability, which is moſt grievous. 

Sir Robert Wroth ſaid: 1t ſeemes the Houſe hot], diſtaſt this gill, 
© ad 1 doubt of the Paſſing of it. I would but move the Houſe 
©to remember, That it is an Ancient Cuſtom, that for Reve- 
* rence ſake to the Lords of the Upper-Houſe, we only deny 
© the Bill a Commitment, and fo let it lye in the Deck, and not 
* put it to the Queſtion for Ingrofling. 

Sir George Moore ſaid: * I will be bold to give my Reaſon, 
© and leave the Conſideration thereof unto you. I wiſh it might 
. on _ for, for ought I hear yet, a Proviſo might 
© help all. 

6 The Old Statute is, The next Fuſtice ; this is, The Fuſtices of 
© the Quarter-Seſſions. It 1s intended, that all Juſtices every Quarter- 
* Seſſions give their Attendance. There have been oftentimes Let- 
* ters from her Majeſties _ Council, and Orders from Her Ma- 
© Jeſty her ſelf, who looketh down with a gracious Eye upon 
©the Meaneſt of Her Subjects, touching theſe Ale - Houle- 
* Keepers. 

© Therefore I wiſh, That we do not caſt it forth, but give it 
© the ordinary and due Conſideration of other Bills, by way of 
© Commitment. 

Mr. ſeman ſaid: *Iam very ReſpeCtful of the Place from 
© whence this Bill cometh; if the Parliament be ſhort, as 
© ther's no other likely-hood ; and time {o pretious with us, that 
*we Sit in the Afternoons: and this Bill Incurable, and not to 
© be mended; and the former Laws 1o Politique, that I think 
<we ſhall not make a better: for my part I think it needleſs 
© to be Committed, but to be put to the Queltion. 

« For the Point, that Four Juſtices of the Peace ſhould Li- 
©cenſe, &c. by this Statute, though they deſerve to be ſuppref- 
ſed; yet there is no Power limited of Suppreſſion. Belides, 
* there is a Statute that Badgers and Loaders ſhall be Licenſed 
© under —— Juſtices hands in the Quarter-Sefſions. I know my 
© {eIf, that even when the Juſtices are going out of Town, and 
© even ready to take Horſe, the Clerk of the Peace will bring 
© 40. or 50. to be ſigned by one: and then another, he ſtraight 
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[© puts to his hand, becauſe he will not ſtay; and knows no 
| * more of the Man, or the Matter, than he that never read them. 
© And ſo would this Statute, it it ſhould go forwards, be Abu- 
| ©led. 
© Mr. Boad ſaid: *If this Att pals for a Law, notwithſtand- 
| ©ing any exceptions that have been taken ; I humbly deſire 
'*you all, that one Proviſo may be put in, and that is; That 
©no Retainer or Servant to a Juſtice of Peace, be admitted to 
© be an Ale-houſe-Keeper, Vintner or Victualler ; unlefs he ſhall be 
* Choſen by a Jury of Twelve Men at the Leer, or Law-day of 
' * that Burrough-Town, wherein he defireth to Yi#xal. I know, 
| * and ſpeak what Iknow very well, that more diſorder, and more 
| © Miſrule is uſually kept in the Houſes of ſuch kind of men, 
| *rhan in all the Country beſides, if this ſtand not for a Law, 
| * order may be taken for ſuch kind of Offences. 

© The Law before, alloweth two Juſtices, I wiſh theſe ProteQting 
© Juſtices may not have the ſame Power; for as ſome be Magr 
© ſtrates, ſo they are men. I know many Abuſes touching Au- 
© thority given to men that be Tipplers. Iam a Dewvonſhire-man, 
*and I ſpeak plainly from the Heart of him that hates Popery, 
and defies Puritamiſm. I add further, that I am Her Maje- 
© ſties SubjeQ, to whole Sacred Self, I acknowledge my ſelf in all 
* duty bound, and I Pray with the P/a/mift, her Enemies Con- 
* fundentur. 

Mr. Speaker, © I know what I ſpeak, and I have Reaſon to 
© ſpeak thus, by Reaſon of ſome Imputation that hath been Of- 
*fer'd me by one whom in Charity, I Pray God Forgive. 

Mr. Martyn {aid : © The Gentleman that laſt ſpake,it ſeems ſpake 
* out of his Grief of mind in being galled by ſome Tongue-me- 
©tal. And I think there is no man that feeleth blowes, but 
© would be glad to be eaſed of them. I cannot therefore blame 
* him to purge and defend himſelf by this Apology. But thar 
© hath led us out of the Ale-houſe. Yet I wiſh that we might 
* make a quick Return, by putting it, without further Diſputa- 
© tion, to the queſtion- 

So it was put to the Queſtion, whether it ſhould be Com- 
mitted, and all faid No, No, but Mr. Wingfield, at which the 
Houſe Laughed. 

Then the Queſtions upon the continuance of Statutes, were 
ofter'd to be Read. But the Houſe called for the Bill concer- 
ning Ordnance: yet the Clerk fell to Read the Queſtions, but 
{till the Houſe cried, Upor the Bill for Ordnance. 

At length, Mr. Cary - rar up and faid: In the Roman Senate, 
* the Conſul always appointed what ſhould be read, and what 
© not; So may our Speaker, whoſe place is a Conſul's place: 
© If heerre, or do not his duty fitting to his place, we may remove 
*him, and there have been Precedents for it. But to appoint 
* vi hat buſineſs ſhould be handled, in my Opinion we cannot. 
* At which Speech ſome Hiſled. 

Mr. wiſeman ſaid : © I Reverence Mr. Speaker, in his place: 
* But I make great difference between the Old Roman Confuls 
| *and 
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*and him. Ours is a municipal Government, and we know 
* our own Grievances better than Mr. Speaker; and therefore*tis fit, 
* that every man A/ternis vicibus ſhould have thoſe AQts be cal- 
© led for, he conceives moſt fit: And all ſaid, 7, 7, 7. 

Mr. Hackwell ſaid: * I wiſh nothing may be done, but by 
* Conſent; that breeds the beſt Concordance. My delire is, 
© The Bill for Ordnance ſhould be Read ; If you, Mr. Speaker, do 
- think ſo, I humbly Pray it may be put to the Que-

Mr. Comptroller ſtood up and faid: * I am ſorry to ſee this 
* Confuſion in this Houſe. It were better we uſed more Si- 
*lence and ſpake in Order. Yeſterday you ordered the Bill for 
* the Continuance of Statutes ſhould be Read; now in an hu- 
* mor, you cry Ordnance, Ordnance. I pray you, that we firſt De- 
* creed, let us ſtick to, and not do and undo upon every Idle 


| * motion. 


Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid : * I will ſpeak ſhortly, becauſe it 
* belt becomes me ; neither will I trouble your Patience long, 
* becauſe the time permits it:not. It is a Maxim, Preſtat otioſum 
* eſſe, quam nihil agere. 1 wiſh the Bill for continuance of 
* Statutes, &c. may be Read, and that agrees with the precedent 
* Order of this Houſe, and more with the Gravity thereof: 
* yet, becauſe this Spirit of Contradiftion may no more trou- 
* ble us, 1 beſeech you let the Bill for Ordnance be Read: And 
* that's the Houſes Deſire. 

The Bill againſt Tranſportation of Iron-Ordnance, Gun-me- 
© tal, and Shot, was Read; And 

Sir Robert wroth Informed the Houſe, That 4 Ship is now upon 
the River, ready to go away Laden with Thirty Six peeces of Ordnance. 

It was put to the Queſtron, Whether the Statute con- 
cerning the Poor ſhould be continued, and all cried /, 2, 7. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid: * I am ſorry that I have fo great 
* Occaſion to Recommend to the Houſes Conlideration the 
* miſerable eſtate of Maimed Souldiers. 

* War isa Curſe to all People, and eſpecially the poor Creatures 
* that come from the Warrs Poor, Friendleſs, and Unhappy. Iam 
* glad you are reſolved this Statute ſhall be kept alive; where- 
© by in ſome meaſure, thoſe poor maimed Souls ſhall be provi- 
* ded for; For, both Religion and Charity willeth us to fall in- 
* to Conſideration of Amendment. 

© 1 do not this out of Popularity, becauſe I have been often 
© times taxed by the men of War, and more than any Gentle- 
* man of England. For when I have ſeen Souldiers deceived by 
© their Captains, I have taxed them for it, and that makes me 
* odious unto them. A Captain. is a man of Note, and able to 
* keep himſelf: but a Souldier is not. T 

*I wiſh not any tothink, that I do ſpeak of all Captains, for 
© I make a difference between the Corn, and the Chatt. The 
* Statute is is, That the poor Souldier muſt be Relieved, either 
© by the Country where he was Born, or out of which he was 
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© Preſſed: But if that were amended, and only to be relieved 
© in the Country where he was Born, this would yield a more 
© certainty and greater Relict, For in a mans Country, either 
© Charity, Kindred, or Commileration w1ll breed Pity : But 
© out of the Country, where he was Preſt, that cannor be ex- 
© peed. For the multitude preſt out of ſome little Shire, grows 
* to be greater, and the Charge more than in ſome other three 
© Shires. As in London, where there be many Pariſhes, infinite 


© Shires ſubje& to great Levics, and the diviſion ſo, ſmall, that 
© it is a meer trifle; as in Laxcaſbire, in reſpe& of the Vicinity to 
© Ireland, where the Diſeaſe of the War is. If it may pleaſe 
© you, that a Commitment may be had, I ſnall be ready to at- 
*rend it; at Which time I will ſpeak further. And fo a Com- 
© mitment was appointed. 

Mr. Francis Moore ſaid: * There 1s a Bill for the Reducing 
© of the two Statutes for Souldiers, into one ; it hath lain in the 
* Deck this fortnight : If it had been Read, it might have been 
© Committed. 

Mr. Swale ſaid : © There was a Doubt, whether the Tax for 
© Dover-Haven ſhould be continued by force of the Statute; 
© the Tax is of Three Pence a Tun tor the burthen of every Ship: 
© He ſaid, That the Seamen and Merchants, for want of ſufficient | 
© maintenance, were turned to Fiſher-men. And the Fiſher-man, 
© if he made but two Tuns of Trayn-Oyl with the Blubber of 
* New-fonnd-Land Fiſh, this cauſes the Ship to be Taxed for the 
© whole Burthen ; which is grievous to the Subjet: Much 
© Money hath been Levied, It comes toat leaſt One Thouſand Marks 
* a Year, and the Haver never the better. Nay, Mr. Speaker, it 
© js grown into a Proverb, If a Tax be once on foot, God ſheild 
© it continues not as Dover- Haven. 

Mr. Boys {aid : * There was great Reaſon to continue the Tax, 
* in reſpe&t of the continual maintenance of the Haven, which 
*15 the beſt in Ergland for all Neceſſities: It will ſhip as 
© many men in three hours, as any other Haven in a day. And 
© heſaid, Thar beſides former Expences, there 1s now above Fonr- 
* Hunadred-Pounds-worth of Stones for the Reparation thereof ready | 
* upon the Haven. 

Sir John Forteſcue ſaid: © The Proverb is, Trattent fabrilia 
* fabri., The Gentleman that firſt ſpake, had not ſo good In- 
© ſtruQtions, as he might have had: - There be Brew - houſes 
*and Bake- houſes for the Proviſion of ViEtuals for Ship- 
© ping; the Haven will receive Ships of Three Hundred Tuns, 
*and is moſt neceſſary for the paſſing of all Merchants: The 
© Tax is ſmall, and times may be when the Haven ſhall need a 
© preat Tax at one time; And if this ſhould be taken away , 
*what then? And therefore, I think it moſt ft to be Conti- 
* nued. 

Mr. Comptroller ſaid: * Me thinks we take a very Impru- 
* dent Courſe, to go about at this preſent, to take away a Tax 
*which maintains Dover-Haven: We are now in Diſpute, how | 
*to

© to defend our ſelves from the Dwnkirkers, and to ſtrengthen our 
© own Havens, If we take away this Tax, we ſhall weaken 
* this Haven, which 1s the moſt neceſſary Haven of England, and

*and to be ſo reſpeCtleſs of the Good of the Navy, by ſpeaking 
© out of any particular humor of his own. 

Sir Walter Kawleigh (aid: © There be divers Havens which have 
© been Famous, and now are gone to Decay, as Ty,month, and Se- 
* tow, and Winchelſey.; Rye 1s of little Receipt ; Szndwich, (as a Bur- 
* gels of that Town faid this Parliament, Mr. Peake) is even 
*a going. The Tax being imployed as it ſhould be, I hold it 
© both good and neceſſary ; and there is no Trade of Fiſher-men 
© to Newfound-Land, but by this Haven of Dover, which if the 
* Tax be taken away, and that go to Decay, Her Majeſty ſhall 
* ole one of the beſt, and moit neceſſary Havens of England, 
* which hath all the Commodities that Mr. Chaxcellor ſhewed, 
* and lieth oppoſite to all our Enemies Countries, who may ſoon 
* be with us, and we not able to reſiſt them and help our ſelves, 
*ſhould we want this Haven. I think it therefore fit this mat- 
*ter ſhould be Confidered of, and Committed; And fo it 
* Was. 

Mr. Speaker ſaid: *©I am to deliver unto you, Her Majeſties 
* Commandment ; That for the better and more ſpeedy diſpatch 
© of Cautes, we ſhould Sit in the Afternoons ; which being Mo- 
© ved at the firſt here, and Her Majeſty raking notice thereof, 
© well liketh and approveth of it. And likewiſe, That about this

The Houſe ſate this Afternoon. 


A Bill was Returned in, to Confirm the Aſſurance of the 
Mannors or Farms of Sayeburze, alias, Sadgeburie, and Obden and 
other Hereditaments to Samwel Sande Eſquire, and John Harris 
Gentleman, and their Heires. 

A Bill for the Relief of the neceſſity of Souldiers, and 
Mariners, was Read the firſt time. 

Mr. Fohn Hare Moved: That Bills might only be Read the 
| firſt or ſecond time, and not put to the Queſtion in the After- 
noon. 

Sir Edward Hobby. 1 Approve of the Motion that the Gentleman 
made, And lever held this for a Rule, Mane Confilium, Sero 
| Convivinm, &c. 
| Mr. Richard Meſſenger Moved : That the Colleftors for the 
Ten Pound, and Five Pound upon every private Bill, might be 
Choſen by the Houſe; And no private Bills might be ſent up 
to the Lords, before the Fee be paid. 

The Queſtion was in the Houſe, Whether the Fiſh-mongers 
of London, their Provilo ſhould be added to the Statute of Con- 
tinuances. And the Fiſhmongers were Admitted to the Bar 
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He firſt ſhewed, That the Fiſhmongers of Lozdoz were an An- 
cient Corporation : And that they had ever T welve Men as Faftors 
for them, to buy Fiſh on the Sea-Coaſts, and ſend it Freſh hither 
to London, to be bought of the whole Company, and ſo Told 
in the Market, whereby Fiſh was rhen far Cheaper than now it 
is. For now ſome S:x Perſons Ingrols all to themſelves, and fell 
it at a dearer Rate by Retail, to the utter undoing of the reſt 
of the Fiſhmongers, becauſe then every Man 19 for him- 
ſelf. 

Secondly, The Fiſh fold, is ſeldom {weet, and ever unſavory, 
and the Fiſhmongers cannot Diſtrain, becauſe they be ryed up 
by that Statute. 

Thirdly, a Subverſion of the Corporation followeth thereup- 
on, and an Extinguiſhment of all Grants made unto them by 
former Kings of this Realm, and of the Confirmation made by 
Her Majeſty: And divers other Reaſons were delivered by 
him. 

A Bill for the Relief of the Poor. 


On Friday Decemb. 11. A Bill for the Reparation of two Brid- 
ges over the River of Eder, &c. was Ordered to be Ingroſ- 
ſed. 

A Bill for Comprehending, and Continuing the Maintenance 
of good and profitable Arts, and Trades, ' for the Common- 
wealth. The Effe& of it was, That every man which had, or 
could invent any Art, or Trade, ſhould for his Life Moxopolize 
the ſame to his own Ule, and he that could Add to, or Refine 
the ſame, ſhould do the like. 

Mr, Fettyplace ſhewed: *© That the Bill was unprofitable, and 
© not good, for many Reaſons. 


Firſt. © It was too General, becauſe it ſpeaketh of Arts, as 
yell Invented, as to be Invented. 

Secondly : *© The Bill ſheweth not, That they will be profita- 
© ble to the Common-wealth; and whatſoever they be, this Bill 
© alloweth: For divers Arts have been deviſed in London, 
© that ſhould be wrought by one Man, which could not be 
* done heretofore with Forty ; this 1s, {aid he, unprofitable, be- 
© cauſe it ſetteth not many hands on work. 

Thirdly : © Tt will breed Confuſion ; becauſe if bur a little Addi- 
tion be made by another, a new Licence is granted to this 
©Man. And now, if to that Addition another ſhall add, that 
* will be ad izfinitum, and fo breed Contulion- Whereupon he 
Concluded, That he for his part thought fit the Bill ſhould 
be quaſh'd; and divers cried Away with ze. 

[ wiſhed, That the Bill might be Read again, and conſidered, 
becauſe we allowed of theſe kind of Patents once before this 
Parliament: Namely, in the Licence for making Ty» by Mills, 
out of the Old Rubbiſh in Corzwa/, upon the Motion of 
Sir walter Rawleigh ; and this Bill defired no more in effeR. - 
Next, forthe Incertainty ; upon Conlideration of the Bill by 
fome few Committees, the ſame might be mended, and 
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= that performed many ſpecial devices might be Inſer- 
ted. 

Beſides, he that invented any Art, or Trade, it was reaſon 
he ſhould have fome Privilege ; becauſe it would be an Incou- 
ragement to others. For, Nemo naſcitur Artifex, and no man 
could come to that Perfection upon the firſt knowledge of it, 
but being fraught by the firſt Inventor for a Seaſon. 


Alſo the Propoſition of the Gentleman thart laſt ſpake, did | 


not hold in all Arts, that the work of many ſhould be done by 
one. For it is Profitable for the Common-wealth, if Water 
may be brought to every Mans Houſe for Tex Shillngs Value, 
where it could not be done for Tex Pounds coſt, as by the Wa- 
ter-work-device at London. So, of Iron-Mills in the low-Coun- 
tries, and of the Corn-Mills upon the Thames. So of ſhooting and 


\Charging of Ordnance, and Fire-Works, and the like ; and ge- 


nerally of Arts, and Sciences, that can not be done by Poor ; 
but muſt be done by Perſons Judicial and of Skill, and thoſe 
that have a more Natural Inclination to come to PerfeCtion in 
thoſe things, than every baſe Beggar. | 

For his laſt Propoſition, 1 ſaid, Nox eff Confuſio in certa Sci- 
entia. 

Mr. Singy ſaid: The Author of the Bill perhaps, was a Su- 
*oar-Man, for he uſed the word Refiner of Arts. So, it was 
*put to the Queſtion to be read the ſecond time ; And all 
© ſaid, No, No. But when Mr. Speaker faid : All thoſe that will 
*have this Bill read the ſecond time, ſay, 7, 4, 7: Sir Richard 
Knightly ſaid No, Aloud; at which the Houſe Laughed, and 
not one faid, 7, 7. 

A Bill for Weights and Meaſures, was called for. 

Mr. Doyly ſhewed, That he had the Bill, and had attended two 
Days, and none of the Committees would Meet ; he Prayed, the Houſe 
would either command the Committees to Meet, or Diſcharge him 
of the Bill. 

© There was a Conference betwixt the Upper-Houſe, and the 
* Lower-Houſe in the Painted-Chamber, which was thus: 

© Secretary Cecil, with the reſt of the Lower-Houle, came to 
© the Lords, as they were fitting at the Table; and going to 
© the upper-end thereof, ſaid to this effect. 

© That if their Lordſhips had already concluded what to do 
© in the Bill of Patents, they then had no Commiſſion to pro- 
*ceed. And it they had altered the Bill in any point, with 
© amendments, they had no Commiſſion. 

© But if their Lordſhips had done neither, but only were de- 


 firous to be reſolved of any doubt, which they in their Wiſe- 


* domes conceived, and would willingly thereabouts confer with 
© them, they would moſt willingly accompliſh their defires: 
« for they had ſufficient Warrant from the Houle fo to do. 

The Lord Buckhurſt, Lord Treaſurer, after a little Whiſpering 
with the Lords, anſwered, * That he would not have us pre- 
© occupate their Judgments with a+ Speech both Strange, Impro- 
*per, and Prepoſturous, $&C. ; 
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| Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid, * He could not Anſwer their Lord- 

* ſhips without Order from the other Committees, and there- 

* fore Praycd they might conter together ; which was Granted. 
So they went forth into another Room, and there conlide- 


red what Anſwer to make. And ſoon after, they returned a- 
| gain, and Mr. Secretary faid, 


Lords, and | *My Lords, We of the Lower-Houſe are- very forry your 
| 


* Lord{hips ſhould conceive otherwiſe than well of our Speech 
' *and good Intent. Your Lordſhips termed our Speech (for 
*ſo I may fay, becauſe I ſpake in the behalf, and the name 
* of all the Committees) ſtrange, tmproper, and prepoiterons. My 
* Lords, I think it not Strange, for it is not unknown unto your 
* Lordſhips, We be all Members of One Body, and as we can- 
*not be without your Lordſhips, o your Lordſhips cannot be 
* without Us. And when we are deſirous, it pleaſeth your Lord- 
*ſhips out of your Favour, to vouchſate Us a Conference; 1o 
* when your Lordſhips be willing, it plealeth Us our of the 
© deſire we have to be obſervant, to yield thereunto ; neither 


* have your Lordſhips been more willing to Gratify Us with 
* your Favours, than We of the Lower-Houſe have been wil- 
© ling to further your Lordſhips Delires, with our beſt Furthe- 
* rance. 

* And therefore, my Lords, it is no Strarge thing to have a 
* Conference ; neither our Speech Strange, becaule it tended to 
* draw us to ſome particular point of Conference. 

* For the Epitheton /mproper : Iam to tell your Lordſhips, 
© That I delivered no more than I was Commanded, nor no leſs 
* than I was Required. And therefore, by your Lordſhips Fa- 
* vour, No cauſe it ſhould deſerve the Title of mproper. 

* And, I take it by your Lordſhips Favours, it was not Pre- 
© poſterons ; For the Firſt Matter we took ſhould be handled, was 
* the Doubts which we Imagined your Lordſhips had conceived 
*of the Bill: And if your Lordſhips had ought elſe conceived, 1 
* thought fit to ſhew your Lordſ{hips, .that we then came without 
* Commiſſion. |

Mr. Glaſcocke, Mr. Spicer, and divers others, made ſeveral 
Speeches ; but becauſe it grew Dark, I could not Write them. 

DoCtor Cary came from the Lords, and brought a Bill con- 
cerning Captains, Souldiers, and Mariners, and other the 
Queens Servants in the Realm. Alſo another Bill for the Main- 
tenance of the Navy, Increaſe. of Mariners, and the Avoiding 
the ſcarcity of Victuals. 

It was thewed by Do&or Benner, upon occaſion of Speech 
of the Multitude of Recuſlants, that there were T hirteen Hun- 
dred, nay, Fifteen Hundred Recuſants in Yorkſhire, which he 
vouched upon his Credit were preſented in the Eccleſiaftical-Conrt, 
and betore the Councel at York. 

So, after divers other Speeches and Arguments, it was put to 
the Queſtion, Whether the Bill ſhould be Ingroſled ? The Sub- 
ſtance whereof was, That if any Man came Eight times in the 
Year to the Church, and read the Divine Service Twice every 
Sunday and Holyday in his Houſe, with his whole Family, that 
ſhould be a ſufficient Diſpenſation. 

This was utterly miſliked, yet divers that were minded to 
overthrow the Bill, went forth with the Provifo, becauſe they 
would have it joyned with the Bill to overthrow it. Where- 
upon the Houle was divided,- and upon diviſion it appeared thus, 
the 7, 4, /, were One Hundred Twenty Six, and the No, Noes Eighty 
Five. So the Provilo paſled. 

Then it was put to the Queſtion for Paſſing of the Bill, but 
then divers Reaſons were ſhewed to the contrary. Mr. Bonds, 
two Reaſons of prejudice to Miniſters, and the Clergy, and the 
danger by Breach of Charity, Thar the Information was a thing 
contrary to Magna Charta, That there might be a Conviction 
without inquiry, CF. 

Sir Walter Rawleigh ſhewed, ©That all the Church-Wardens 
© of every Shire, muſt come to the Seſſions to give Information 
*to the Grard-Fury. Say then there be 100 and 20 Pariſhes in a 
* Shire ; there muſt now come Extraordinarily 2co & 40 Church- 
* wardens; and ſay, that bur Two in a Pariſh Offend in a 
* Quarter of a Year, that makes Four Hundred and E:2hty per- 
ſons (with the Offenders) to appear. What great Multi- 
* tudes this will bring together! What Quarrelling and Dan- 
*ger may happen, beſides giving Authority to a mean Church- 
* warden! How prejudicial this may be! with divers other Rea- 
* ſons againſt it. As alſo, he ſaid, There was ſome Ambig- 
*uities and Equivocations therein, the Proviſo being wy, er 
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* ded, being a plain Toleration from'coming to Church. And 
* that the Parſon could not preſent or conſtrain any, if they 
* read Service at Home. | 

So it was put to the Queſtion, thrice together; and becauſe 
the Truth could not be diſcerned, the Houſe was again divi- 
ded. And the 7, 7, 7, went forth and were 105. and the VNoes 
within were 106. ſo it was Joſt by one Voice. But the 7, 7, 7, 
ſaid, they had Mr. Speakers Voice, which would make it even. 
And then it grew a Queſtion, whether Mr. Speaker had a 
Voice ? | 

Sir Edward Hobby, who was of the 7, 7, 1, fide, faid, That when 
Her Majeſty had given us leave to Chooſe our Speaker, ſhe gave us 
leave to chooſe one out of our own Number, and not a ſtranger, He 
is a Citizen of London, and a Member, and therefore hs hath a 
Varte. 

To which it was _— by Sir Walter Rawleigh, and con- 
firmed by the Speaker himſelf, That he was fore-cloſed of his Voice, by 
taking of that Place which it had pleaſed them to impoſe upon him, and 
that he was to be indifferent for both Parties. And withal ſhewed, 
That by the Old Order of the Houſe, The Bill was loft. 

Mr. Boyer, Secretary to the Lord Buckhurſt, ſaid: Mr. Speaker, 
1 think it not loſt, for there hath been foul and great Abuſe Offer d 
in this matter. A Gentleman that would willingly have gone forth,agcor- 
ding to his Conſcience, was pulled back. Though 1 much Reverence 
=> Maſters of the Temple, and am much bound to the Benchers of

ker, to Command me to Name him, I will. The greateſt Voice 
faid No; yet Mr. Secretary Cecil, willed him to Name him. 
And he faid, Mr. Dale of the Miale-Temple. 

Sir Walter Rawleigh ſaid: why? if it pleaſe you, it is a ſmall 
matter to pull one by the Sleeve, for ſo have 1 done my ſelf often 
times. And a great Stir was in the Houle. 

Mr. Comptroller, after ſome {ilence, ſaid: we have been often 
troubled by. Phyſitians, (meaning Mr. Bond,) and they have been - 
ken againſt : He troubled us with Ariſtotle, & other Books, If he had 
ſtaid there, it had been well. But 1 think, we had need of Phyſitians 
to ſtay our Heads, and Cool our Heats and Humonrs, not fitting a 
Court of Parliament ; For it is 4 moſt intolerable Diſorder. 

1 do think the Offence an heynous Offence, both againſt God and 
this Aſſembly ; for the Firſt, in that every man is to go according to his 
Conſcience, and nos by Compulſion. And for the other Gentleman, (mea- 
| ning Sir Walter Rawleioh) that ſaid, he had often done the like, 1 
think he may be aſhamed of it ; for large is his _— that in 
4 tnatter of this Conſequence, will be drawn either forward or back- 
ward by the Sleeve. And I think it fit, it is ſo Heynous, that *he 
anſwer Jt at the Bar (meaning Mr. Dale.) But becauſe Sir Walter 
Rawleigh was laſt named, it was taken to be meant of him. 

Mr. Secretary Cecil ſaid : *I am forry to fee this diſorder, and 
© little do you know how for diſorder the Parliament 1s Taxed. 
©] am ſorry I faid not, Slandered. I hoped as this Parliament 
© began gravely, and with judgment, ſo we ſhould have ended

©The Adultering Juſtice is he, that is a Gentleman-Born, Ver- 
© tuous, Diſcreet, and Wiſe;” yet Poor and Needy. And ſo on- 
*ly forhis Vertues and Qualities, put into the Commiſſion. This 
* Man, I hold unfit to bea Juſtice, though I think him to be 
* a good Member in} the. Common-wealth, Becauſe, I hold this 
* for a ground Infallible, That no poor Man outht to be in Au- 
* thority ; my Reaſon is this, he will ſo Bribe you, and Extort 
*you, that the ſweet Scent of Riches and Gain, takes away and 
* confoundeth the true Tafte of Juſtice and Equity. Forthe Scrip-

* And thus is the Lord Keeper abuſed, and the Juſtices of Aſſi-

*vhobe they ? Even allot you here preſent, or moſt of us. My 
* Suit, theretore is, That you will abſtain from ſuch Commen-

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which breedeth Obedience and Duty to the Prince ; and Obſer- 
vance of the Laws, which breeds Faithfulneſs, Honeſty, and Love, 
three neceſſary and onely things to be wiſhed and obſerved in a 
well-govern'd Commonwealth. And that her Majeſty, by plan- 
ting true Religion, had laid ſuch a foundation, upon which all theſe 
three Vertues were fo planted and builded, that they could not ea- 
fily be rooted up and extirpated : and therefore we did acknow- 
ledge, we ought and do acknowledge, we will praiſe God and her 
Majeſty for it. 

And then he deſcended to ſpeak of Governments and Laws of 
Nations 3 amongſt and above all which, he principally preferr'd 
the Laws of this Realm 3 which, he ſaid, were ſo many and fo wiſe, 
that there was almoſt no offence, but it was met with in a Law.

and not otherwiſe but by humble Petition : and therefore that thanks 
that a Prince may give to her Subje&s, ſhe willingly yieldeth. But 
ſhe now well perceiveth that private reſpe#s are privately masked un- 
der publick pretences. 

Secondly, Touching the preſentation of your Subſidies, ſhe ſpecially 
regardeth two things, both the perſons, and the manner : For the 
firit, he fell into commendations of the Commonalty; for the ſe- 
cond, the manner, which was ſpeedy, not by perſwaſton, or perſwaſtve 


inducements, but freely, and of duty, with great contentment. In

Horrible T reaſons 


Pradtiſed by WILLIAM PARRY 
Againſt the Queens Majeſty ; 


AND OF 
His Conviction and Execution for the ſame, 
The 2d. of March 1584: according to the account of England. 


=P His William Parry being a man of very mean and baſe 
Cay 1 VS Parentage, but of a moſt proud and infolent Spirit, 
25 4 ' bearing himſelf always far above the meaſure of his 
>, Fortune, after he had long led a waſteful and diſſo- 
lute lie, and had committed a great Outrage againſt 
one Hugh Hare, a Gentleman of the Inner-Temple, with an intent 
to have murthered him in his own Chamber , for the which he was 
moſt juſtly convicted ; ſeeing himſelt generally condemned with all 
good men for the ſame, and other his Miſdemeanours, he left his 
natural Country, and gave himſelf to travel into forreign parts 
beyond the Seas. In the courſe of this his Travel, he forſook his 
Allegiance and dutitul Obedience to her Majeſty, and was recon- 
ciled, and ſubjected himſelf to the Pope. Atter-which, upon con- 
ference with certain Teſuites, and others of like quality, he firſt 
conceived his moſt deteſtable Treafon to kill the Queen ( whoſe 
life God long preſerve ; ) which he bound himſelf by Promiſe, 
Letters, and Vows, to pertorm and execute : and fo with this in- 
tent he returned into England 1 in Jamtary 1583 ; and ſince that 
did practiſe at ſundry times to have executed his moſt deviliſh 
purpole and determination : yet covering the lame, ſo much as in 
him lay,with a vail and pretence of great Loyalty to her Majeſty. 
Immediately upon his return into England, he ſought to have 
ſecret Accels to her Majeſty, pretending to have ſome matter of 
oreat importance to reveal unto her: which obtained, and the 


B ſame 
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{ams6 ſo privatcly in her Highneſs's Palace at IVÞitehal, as her Ma- 
ieſty had but one onely Counſellor with her at the time of his 
Accel; in a remote place, who was ſo far diſtant, as he could not 
hear his Speech. And there then he diſcovered unto her Ma- 
jelty ( but ſhadowed with all crafty and traiterous skill he had ) 
ſome part of the Conference and Proceeding, as well with the laid 
Teſuites, and other Miniſters of the Popes, as elpecially with one 
Thomas Morgan, a Fugitive, reſiding at Paris, who above all others 
did per{wade him to proceed in that moſt & vilith Attempt, ( as is 
ſet down in his voluntary Confeſſion following, ) bearing her 
Majcſty notwithſtanding in hand, Thar his onely intent of pro- 
ceeding 1o far with the laid Peſuites, and the Popes Miniſters, ten- 
ded to no other end, but to diſcover the dangerous Praftices de- 
viſed and attempted againſt her Majeſty by her diſloyal Subjects, 
and ather malicious perlons in forraign parts. Albett it hath ſince 
appeared moſt manifeſtly, as well by his ſaid Confeſſion, as by his 
dealing w ith one Edywond Newil Elq; That his onely intent of dif- 
covering the {ame in fort as he crattily and traiterouſly did, ten- 
ded to no other end, but to make the way the eaſter to accom- 
plith his moſt deviliſh and wicked purpole. 

And although any other Prince but her Majeſty ( who is loath 
to-put on a hard Cenſure of thoſe that proteſt to be loyal , as 
Parry did,) would rather have proceeded to the puniſhment of a 
Subje& that had waded fo far, as by Oath and Vow to promiſe 
the taking away of her Hite (as he to her Majeſties ſelf did con- 
fels ; ) yet ſuch was her goodnels, as inſtead of puniſhing, ſhe did 
deal ſo graciouſly with him, -as ſhe ſuffered him not onely to have 
Acceſs unto her prelence, but alſo many times to have private Con- 
_ ference with her ; and did offer unto him, upon opinion once con- 
ceived of his fidelity. towards her (as chough his wicked pretence 
had been, as he proteſted, for her ſervice) a moſt liberal Penſion. 

Beſt os. to the end that he might not grow hateful to the good 
and well-affeted Subjects of the Realm, ( from whom he could in 
no {ort have elcaped with ſafety of his fi, if his deviliſh purpoſe 
had been revealed) her Majeſty did conceal the ſame, without 
communicating it to any creature , until] ſuch time as he himſelf 
had opened the ſame unto certain of her Council ; and that it was 
alſo diſcovered, that he ſought to draw the faid New?! to have been 
a party in his deviſiſh and moſt wicked purpole. 

A very rare Example! and ſuch as doth more ſet forth the ſin- 
gular goodnels and bounty of her Majeſties Princely nature, than 
COM- 
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commend (it it be Jawful for a Subje& to cenſure his Soveraign 
her providence ſuch as ought to be in a Prince and petfon of her 
Majeſties wildom and quality. And as the goodneſs of her Ma- 
jeſties nature did hereby moſt maniteſtly ſhew it ſelf to berare in 
lo extraordinary a cale, and in a matter of fo great peril unto her 
ownRoyal Perlon:(o did the malice of Parry moſt evidently appear 
to be in the higheſt and cxtreameſt degree : who notwithſtandin 
the ſaid extraordinary grace and favour extended rowards him, 
did not onely per{wade the ſaid Newil to be an Affociate in the 
ſaid wicked Enterprize , but did alſo very vehemently ( as Newil 
confeſſeth) importune him therein, as an Action lawful, honoura- 
ble, and meritorious, omitting nothing that might provoke him to 
allent thereunto. 

But ſuch was the fingular goodne(s of Almighty God, ( who 
even from her Majeſties Cradle, by many evident Arguments, 
hath ſhewed himſelf her onely and eſpecial Proteftor ) that he fo 
wrought in Newt's heart, as he was moved to reveal the ſame un- 
to her Majeſty ; and for that purpoce -made choile of a faithful 
Gentleman, and of good quality in the Court, unto whom upon 
Munday the 8th of February laſt,he diſcovered at large all that had 
paſſed between Parry and him; who immediately made it known 
to her Majeſty : whereupon her Highneſſes pleaſure was, That 
Newil ſhould be examined by the Earl of Leiceſter , and Sir Chri- 
ſtopher Hatton ; who in the evening of the ſame day did examine 
him; and he affirmed conſtantly all which he had before declared 
to the laid Gentleman. 

In the mean time, her Majeſty continued her ſingular and moſt 
Princely magnanimity , neither diſmaid with the rareneſs of the 
Accident , nor appaled with the horrour of fo villanous an Enter- 
prize, tending even to the taking away of her moſt gracious lite 3 
( a matter eſpecially obſerved by the Counlellor that was preſent 
at {uch time as Parry, after his return, did firſt diſcover unto her 
Majeſty his wicked purpolc; who found no other alteration in her 
countenance, than it he had imparted unto her ſome matter of con- 
tentment ; ) which ſheweth manifeſtly how ſhe repoſeth her con- 
fidence wholly in the defence of the Almighty. And ſo her Ma- 
zeſty, following the wonted courſe of her fingular Clemency, gave 
order that Parry the ſame Munday in the evening ( though not lo 
known to him) ſhould be ſent ro Mr. Secretaries houſe in London,

Which Denial of his' (at 
rwo ſundry times, after ſo much light given him ) doth ſet forth 
molt apparently both the Juſtice and Providence of God : His 
Juſtice, for that (though he was one of a ſharp conceit ) he had 
no power to take hold of this Overture, thereby to have avoided 
the danger that New4l's Accuſation might bring him into by con- 
Wn the ſame, as a thing propounded anely to feel Newil's mind, 
whom 
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whom before he had reported unto Maſter Secretary he found a 
perſon diſcontented, and therefore his Confeſſion might to very 
great purpoſe have ſerved to have cleared himſelf touching the 
intent : His Providence, for that of his great Mercy he would 
not ſuffer ſo dangerous and wicked a member to eſcape, and to 
live to Her Majeſties peril. 

The lame day at Night Parry was brought to the Earl of 
Leiceſter's houſe, and there eftſoons examined before the ſaid Earl 
of Leiceſter, Maſter Vice-Chamberlain , and Maſter Secretary : 
He perſiſted ſtil] in his denial of all that he was charged with. 
Whercupon Newzl, being brought before him face to face, juſti- 
fied his Accuſation againſt him. He notwithſtanding would not yet 
yield to confeſs it, but very proudly and infolently oppoſed his 
Credit againſt the Credit of Newil, affirming that his No was as 
good as Newil's Tea; and as by way of recrimination, objected 
the Crime to New1il himſelf On the other ſide, Newil did with 
great Conſtancy affirm all that he had before ſaid, and did ſet 
down many probable Circumſtances of the Times, Places, and 
Manners of their ſundry Conferences, and of ſuch other Acci- 
dents as had happened between them in the courle of that Action. 
Whereupon Parry was then committed to the Tower, and Newvil 
commanded by their Honours to ſet down in writing under his 
Hand, all that which before he had. delivered by words: which 
he did with his own hand, as followeth.

Not long after, eight or ten days, {as I remember) Parry com-

There I came acquainted with father Bencdi&io Palmio, a grave 
and a learned Feſuite. By conterence with him of the hard ſtate 
of the Catholicks in England, and by reading of the Book De per- 
ſecntione Anglicana, and other diſcourſes of like argument, 1 I 
conceived a poſſible mean to relieve the afflified ſtate of our Catho- 
licks, if the ſame might be well warranted in religion and conſcience 
by the Pope, or ſome learned Divines. 1 asked his opinion, be made 
it clear, commended my devotion, comforted me in it, and after a 
while made me known to the Nuntio Campeggto, there relident for 
bis Holineſs. By his means I wrote to the Pope, preſented the ſerwice, 
and ſued for a Paſport to go to Rome, and to return ately into 
France. _ Anſwer came from Cardinal Como, that I might come, 
and ſhould be welcome. I miſliked the warrant, ſued for a bet- 
ter, which I was promiſed : but it came not before my departure 
to Lions, where I promiſed to ſtay ſome time for it. And being 
indeed deſirous to go to Rome , and loth to go without counte- 
nance, 1 deſired Chriſtotero de Salazar, Secretary to the Catholick, 
King in Venice , who had ſome underſtanding by conference, of my 
devotion to the afflicted Catholicks at home and abroad, to commend 
me to the Duke di Nova Terra, Governour of Millan, and to the 
County of Olivaris Embi, then Reſident for the King his Maſter 
in Rome : which he promiſed to do effefually for the one, and 
did for the other. And ſo took my journey towards Lyons, whi- 
ther came for'me an ample Paſſeport ( but ſomewhat too late,) 
that I might come and go #n verbo Pontificis per onmes juriſdictones 
Ecclefraſticas, abſque impedimento.

5 I went with 
Morgan to the Nuntio Ragazzoni, to whom I read the Letter and 
certificate encloſed, ſealed it, and left it with him to ſend to Rome: 
he promiſed great care of it, and to procure anſwer : And ſo lovingly 
imbraced me, wiſhed me good ſpeed, and promiſed that I ſhould be 
remembred_ at the altar. 6 After this I deſired Morgan, that ſome 


| ſpecial man might be made privy to this matter, leſt he dying, and I 
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miſcarrying in the execution, and my intent never truly diſcovered, it 
might ſtick for an everlaſting ſþot in my Race. Divers were na- 
med, but none agreed upon tor tear of beraying. 7 This being 
done, Morgan aſſured me, that ſhortly after my departure, the L. 
Fernehurſt (then in Paris) ſhould go into Scotland, and be ready np- 
on the firſt news of the Queens fall to enter into England with 20 or 
30000 Men to defend the Queen of Scotland, (whom, and the 
King her Son, I do in my conſcience acquit of any privity, liking, 
or conſent to this, or any other bad ation, for any thing that ever 
I did know.) I ſhortly departed for Exgland, and arrived at Rie 
in January 1583. from whence I wrote to the Court, advertiſed 
ſome, that I had a ſpecial ſervice to diſcover to the Queens Maye- 
ſty ; 8 which I did more to prepare acceſs and credit, than for any care 
I bad of her Perſon, though I were fully reſolved never to touch 
her (notwithſtanding any Warrant) if by any device, perſwaſion, 
or policy ſhe might be wrought to deal more graciouſly with the 
Catholicks than ſhe doth, or by our manner of proceeding in 
Parliament meaneth to do, or any thing yet ſeen. I came to the 
Court, (then at Whitehall, prayed audience; had it at large, and 
very privately diſcovered to her Majeſty this Confpiracy,much to 
this eftect, though covered with all the skill I bad : the took it 
doubtfully, I departed with fear. And amongſt other things, F 
cannot forget her Majeſties gratious ſpeech then uttered touching 
the Catholicks, which of late, after a fort I avowed in Parliament : 
ſhe ſaid to me, that never a Catholick ſhould be troubled for Re- 
ligion or Supremacy, fo long as they lived like good Subjects. 
Whereby I miſtruſted that her Majeſty 1s born in hand, that none 
1s troubled for the one or the other. Ir may betruly ſaid, that it 
is better than it hath been, though ir be not yet as it ſhould be. 

In March laſt, while I was at Greenwich (as I remember) ſuing 
for St. Katherines, came Letters to me from Cardinal Como, dated 
at Rome, the laſt of January before, whereby-I found the enterpriſe 
commented, and allowed, and my ſelf abſolved ( in his Holineſs name ) 
of all my ſins, and willed to go forward in the name of God. That 
Letter I ſhewed to ſome in Court, who imparted it to the Queen : 
what it wrought, or may work in her Majeſty, God knoweth : 
onely this I know, 9 that #t confirmed my reſolution to kill her, and 
made it clear in my conſcience, that it was lawful and meritorious. 
And yet was I determined-never to do it, if cither policy, practice, 
perſwafion, or motion in Parliament could prevail. I feared to be 
tempted, and therefore always when I came near her, I left my 
Dagger 
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Dagger at home. 10 IWhen I hoked upon her Majeſty, and remem- 
bred her many excellencies, I was greatly troubled : And yet I ſaw no 
remedy, for my Vows were in Heaven, my Letters and Promiſes in 
Earth, and the caſe of the Cathohck Recuſants, and others, little 
bettered. Sometimes I {aid to my (elf, Why ſhould I care for 
her ? what hath ſhe done for me ? have I not ſpent 10000 Marks 
fince F knew her ſervice, and never had peny by her ? It may be 
ſaid, the gave me my life. But I fay (as my caſe ſtood) it had 
been Tyranny to take it: And I fear me it 1s little leſs yet. If 
it pleale her gratiouſly to look into my diſcontentments, I would 
to feſus Chriſt ſhe had it, for I am weary of it And now to 
come to,an end of this tragical diſcourſe : In Faly I left the Court, 
utterly rezeced, diſcontented, and as her Majeſty might perceive 
by my paſſionate Letters, carele(s of my felf. I came to London - 
Dodtor Alleins Book was ſent xze ont of France: 11 it redoubled my 


former conceits : Every wor1 init was a warrant to a prepared mind : 


It taxght that Kings may be excommunicated, deprived, and wiolently 
handled : It proveth that all Wars Civil or Forraign undertaken for 
Refigion, is Honorable. Her Majeſty may do well to read it, and 
to be out of doubt (if things be not amended) rhat it is a warning, 
and a Doctrine full dangerous. This is the Book I ſhewed, in 
ſome places read, axd lent it to my Confin Nevil (the accuſer) who 
came often to mine houſe, put his finger in my Diſh, his hand 
in my Purſe; and the night wherein he accuſed me, was wrapped 
in my Gown, {ix moneths at leaſt after we had entred into this 
Conſpiracy : In which ſpace her Majeſty, and ten Princes in ſeve- 
ral Provinces might have been killed. God blels her Majeſty 
from him : for Felore Almighty God, | joy and am glad in my 
foul, that it was his hap to diſcover me in time, though there were 
no danger near. , 

And: now to the manner of our meetings. He came to me in 
the beginning/ of Auguſt, and ſpake to me in this or like ſort, 
Confin,. let us do ſomewhat, fithens we can have nothing. I 
offered to joyn with him, and gladly heard him, hoping becauſe 
I knew him to be a Catholick,, that he would hit »pon that I had in 
my head: but it fell not out ſo. He thought the delivery of the 
Queen of Scotland calic, preſuming upon his Credit and Kindred 
in the North : I thought it dangerous to her, and impoſſible to 
men of 'oar fortunes: He fell from that to the taking of Barwick: 
I ſpake of Quinborowgh and the Navy, rather to entertain him with 
diſcourſe, than that I cared for thoſe motions, my head being fill 
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of a greater matter: 12 I told him that I had another manner of 
Enterpriſe, more honourable and profitable to us, and the Catho- 
licks Common-wealth, than all theſe, it he would joyn in it with 
me, as he preſently vowed to do : He prefled to know 1t; I wil- 
led him to ſleep upon the motion : He did fo, (and belike over- 
taken) came to me the next morning to my Lodging in London, 
offered to joyn with me, and took his Oath upon a Bible, to conceal 
and conſtantly to purſue the enterpriſe for the advancement of Religion; 
which I alſo did, and meant to perform : the killing of the Queen was 
the matter. 

The manner and place, to be on Horsback, with eight or ten 
horſes, when ſhe ſhould ride abroad about St. James, or ſome 
other like place. It was once thought fit in a Garden, and that 
the eſcape would be eaſieſt by water into Shepey, or ſome other 
part : but we reſolved upon the firſt. 

This continued as agreed upon many moneths, until he heard of 
the death of Weſtmoreland, whoſe Land and Dignity (whereof he 
aſſured himſelf ) bred belike this Conſcience in him'to diſcover a 
Treaſon in February, contrived and agreed upon in Auguſt. If it 
coft him not an ambitious Head at laſt, let him never truſt me. 
He brought a tall Gentleman (whom he commended for an ex- 
cellent Piſtolier)) to me to Chanon-Row, to make one in the match : 
but I refuſed to deal with him, being loth to lay my head upon 
ſo many hands. 

Maſter Newi/ hath (T think) forgotten, that he did ſwear to 


to me at divers times, that all the advancement ſhe could give, 


ſhould ſerve but for her ſcourge, if ever time and occafion ſhould 
ſerve : and that though he would not lay hand upon her in a cor- 
ner,his heart ſerved him to ſtrike off her Head in the field. Now 
leaving him to himſelf, this much (to make an end) I muſt confeſs 
of my ſelf, I did mean to try what might be done in Parliament, 
| to do my beſt to hinder all hard courſes, to have prayed hearing 
of the Queens Majeſty, to move her (it I could) to take compal- 
ſion upon her Catholick SubjeQs; and when all had failed zo-do as I 
intended. It her Majeſty by this courſe would have eaſed them, 
though ſhe had never preferred me, I had with all comfort and 
patience born it: 13 but if ſhe had preferred me without eaſe or 
care of them, the Enterpriſe had held. Parry. 
God preſerve the Queen , and encline her merciful heart to forgive 
me this deſperate purpoſe ; and to take my Head (with all my 
heart ) for her better ſatisfaCtion. 
After 
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After which, for the better manifeſting of his Treaſons, on 
the 14th of February laſt, there was a Letter written by him 
to her Majeſty, very voluntarily, all of his own Hand , with- 
out any motion made to him: The tenor whereof, for that 
which concerneth theſe his Traiterous dealings, is as followeth.

Our Majeſty may ſee by my voluntary Confeſſion, the dangerous 
fruits of a diſcontented minde ; and how conſtantly I pur- 


ſued my firſt conceived purpoſe in Venice, for the relief of the 


afflicted Catholicks ; continued it in Lions, and reſolved in Paris to 


put it in adventure, for the Reſtitution of England to the antient 


Obedience of the See Apoſtolick, Ton may ſee withal, how it s 
Commended, Allowed, and Warranted iy Conſcience, Divinity, and 
Policy, by the Pope and ſome great Divines : Though it be true or 
likely, that moſt of our Engliſh Divines (leſs praGtiſed in matters 
of this weight ) do utterly miſlike and condemn it. | 

The Enterpriſe is prevented , and Conſpiracy diſcovered by an 


honourable Gentleman, my Kinſman and late familiar Friend, Ma- 


fter Edmund Nevil, privy and by ſolewn Oath (taken upon the 


Bible ) party to the matter, whereof I am hardly glad, but now-ſorry 
(in my very Soul ) that ever IT conceived or intended it, how com- 
mendable or meritoritous ſoever I thought it. God thank, him, and 
forgive me, who would not now (before God) attempt it (if I bad 
liberty and opportunity to do it ) to gain your Kingdome. I beſeech 
Chriſt, that my Death and Example may as well ſatisfie your Majeſty 
and the world, as it ſhall glad and content me. 

The Queen of Scotland is your Priſoner , let her be honeurably 
entreated, but yet ſurely guarded. 

The French King is French, you know it well enough, you will 
finde him accupied when he'ſhould do you good ; be will not looſe a 
Pilgrimage to ſave you a Crown. I bave no more to ſay at this time, 
but that with my Heart and Soul I do now honour and love you ; ant 
inwardly ſorry for mine Offence, and ready to make you amends by 
my Death and Patience. Diſcharge me a culpa, but not a peena, 
good Lady. And fo farewel, moſt gracious, and the beſt-natured and 
qualified Queen that ever lived in England. From the Tower, 
the 14th of February, 1584. W. Parry.

And:where in this mean time Sir Francis Walſenghan, Secre- 
tary to ther Majeſty, had dealt with one William Creichton, a Scot 
for his Birth, and a Jeſuit by his Profeſſion, now Priſoner alſo 
in the Tower, for that he was apprehended with divers Plots for 
Invaſions of this Realm, to underſtand of him, if the faid Parry 
had ever dealt with him in the parties beyond the Seas touching 
that Queſtion, Whether it were lawful to kill her Majeſty, or 
not : the which ar that time the ſaid Crezchton called not to his 
remembrance; yet after upon better calling it to minde, upon 
the 2oth day of February laſt paſt, he wrote to Maſter Secretary 
Walſingham thereof voluntary, all of his own band, to the effet

And that, whereas 
thou William Parry, by thy Letters {ent unto Gregory Biſhop of 
Rome, didſt ſignifie unto the ſame Biſhop thy purpoles and in- 
tentions aforeſaid, and thereby didſt pray and require the ſame 
Biſhop to give hoe Abſolution ; that thou afterwards, that is to 
ſay, the laſt day of March in the 26th year aforeſaid, didſt trai- 
terouſly receive Letters from one called Cardinal de Como, di- 
rected unto thee William Parry, whereby the ſame Cardinal did 
ſignifie unto thee, that the Biſhop of Rome had peruſed thy Let- 
ters, and allowed of thine intent 3 and that to that end he had 
G ablolved 
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abſolved thee of all thy Sins, and by the ſame Letwer did animate 
and ſtir thee to proceed with thine Enterprize ; and that there- 
upon, thou, the laſt day of Agsſt, in the 26th year aforclaid, 
at Saint Giles in the fields, in the fame County of Middleſex, didſt 
traiterouſly confer with one Edmund Neoil Elquire, uttering to 
him all thy wicked and traiterous deviſes, and then and there 
didſt move him to afliſt thee therein, and to joyn with thee in 
thoſe wicked Treaſons aforeſaid , againſt the Peace of our ſaid 
Soveraign Lady the Queen, her Crown and Dignity. What 
fayeſt thou, William Parry, Art thou guilty of theſe Treafons 
whereof thou ſtandeſt here Indifted, or not guilty ?

Bur touching the matters that I am Indicted of, ſome were in one 
place, and {ome in another, and done fo {ecretly, as none can ſee 
into them, except that they had eyes like unto God ; wherefore 
I will not lay my Blood upon the Jury, but do minde to confeſs 
the Indi&ment. It containeth but the parts that'have been open- 
ly read, I pray you tell me? Whereunto it was anſwered, that 
the Indi&ment contained the parts he had heard read, and no o- 
ther : whereupon the Clerk of the Crown ſaid unto Parry,Parry, 
thou muſt anſwer direaly to the Indictment, whether thou be 
guilty or not.

Then the 
Confcſlion being Recorded, the Queens \learned Council being 
ready to pray Judgment upon the {ame Confeſſion, Maſter Vice- 
chamberlain faid, Theſe matters contained in this Indictment, and 
confeſſed by this man, are of great importance : they touch the 
Perſon of the Queens moſt excellent Majeſty in the higheſt de- 

gree, the very ſtate and well-doing of the whole Common-wealth, 

and the truth of Gods Word eſtabliſhed in theſe her Majeſtics 

Domuinions, and the open demonſtration of that capital envy of 
the 
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the man of Rome,that hath ſct himſelf againſt God and all” god!i- 
neſs, all good Princes and good Government, and againſt good 
men. Wherefore, I pray you, for the fatisfaQion of this preat 
Mulrtitude, let the whole matter appear, that every one may ſee 
that the matter of it felt is as bad as the Inditment purporteth, 
and as he hath Confeſſed. Whereto 1n reſpeC that the Juſtice of 
the Realm hath been of Jate very impudently flandered,all yielded 
as a thing neceſſary to fatisfie the world in particular, of that 
which was but ſummarily compriſed in the Indi&ment, though in 
the Law, his Confeſſion ſerved ſufficiently to have proceeded 
thereupon unto Judgement. Whereupon the Lords and others 
the Commiſſtoners, her Majeſties learned Councel, and Parry 
himſelf agreed, that Parry's Confeſſion (taken the 1 1th and 1 3th 
of February 1584. before the Lord of Hiunſdon, Maſter Vice- 
chamberlam, and Maſter Secretary, ) and Cardinal de Como his 
Letters, and Parry's Letters to the Lord Treaſurer and Lord 
Steward, ſhould be openly read. 

And Parry, tor the better ſatisfying of the people and ſtanders 
by, offered to read them himſelf: but being told that the Order 
was, the Clerk of the Crown ſhould read them, it was ſo reſolved 
of all parts. And then Maſter Vice-chamberlain cauſed to be 
ſhewed to Parry his ſaid Confeſſion, the Cardinals Letter, and his 
own Letter aforeſaid ; which after he had particularly viewed 
every leaf thereof, he confeſſed, and ſaid openly they were the

Then faid Maſter Vice-chamberlain,Before we proceed to ſhew 
what he hath Confeſſed, what ſay you, faid he to Parry, is that 
which you have Confetſed here true,and did you Contels it freely 
and willingly of your ſelf, or was then any extort means uſed to 
draw it from you ?

credit and acceſs, that thou mighteſt take the apter opportunity 
tor her Deſtruction. And for the occaſions and means that drew 
thee on, they were molt ungodly and villanous, as the perſwaſions 
of the Pope, of Papilts, and Popiſh Books. The Pope pretendeth 
that he 1s a Paſtor, when as in truth, he is far from teeding of 
the Flock of Chriſt ; but rather as a Wolf, ſeeketh bur to feed on 
and to fuck out the blood of true Chriſtians, and as it were thir- 
{reth after the bloud of our moſt Gracious and Chriſtian Queen. 
And thele Papiſts and Popiſh Books, while they pretend to ſet 
torth Divinity , they do indeed moſt ungodly teach and per- 
{wade, that which is quite contrary both to God and his Word. 
For the Word teaches Obedience of Subje&s towards Princes, 
and forbideth any private man to kill : Bur they teach Subjects to 
diſobey Princes, and that a private wicked perſon may kill ; 
yea, and whom ? A molt godly Queen, and their own natural 
and moſt gracious Soveraign. Let all men therefore take heed how 
they receive any thing trom him, hear or read any of their Books, 
and how they confer with any Papiſts. God grant her Majeſty, 
that ſhe may know by thee, how ever ſhe truſt ſuch like ro come 
ſo near her Perſon. Bur fee the end, and why thou didr it ; 
and it will appear to be a molt miſerable, feartul, and fooliſh 
thing : For thou didſt imagine, that ir was to relieve thoſe, that 
thou calleſt Catholicks, who were moſt likely amongſt all others 
to have felt the worſt of it, if thy devilith practice had taken 
efftet.

Parry neverthele(s perſiſted fill in his rage and fond Speech, 
and ragirgly there faid , he there ſummoned Queen Elizabeth 
to anſwer for his Blood before God : wherewith, the Lieutenant 
of the Tower was commanded to take him from the Bar, and fo. 
he did. And upon his departure, the people ſtricken as it were 
at heart with the horror of his intended Enterprile, ceaſed nor, 
but purſued him with out-cryes, as, Away with the Traitor, away 
with him, and ſuch like: whereupon he was conveyed to the 
Barge, to paſs to the Tower again by water, and the Court was 
adjorned. 

After which, upon the ſecond day of this 
ry the Traytor Executed. inſtant March, William Parry was by vertue of 
procels.in that behalf, awarded from the ſame Commiiſlioners of 
Oyer and Terminer, delivered by the Lieutenant of the Tower ecar- 
ly in the morning, unto the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, 
who reccived him at the Tower-hill, and thereupon, according to 
the judgment, cauſed him there to be forthwith ſet on che Hurdel. 
From whence he was drawn thereupon threw the midſt of the City 
ot London, unto the place for his Execution in the Pallace at Weftmin- 
fter : where, having long time of ſtay admitted unto him betore his 
Execution, he moſt malicioutly and impudently, after fome other 
vain diſcourſes. eftloons and often delivered in Speech, that he 
was never guilty of any intenrion to kill Queen El:zabeth, and fo 
Nr ngh any requeſt made by him to the people to pray to God 

or him,or prayer publickly u{cd by himſelf for ought that appear- 
ed ; but ſuch as he uſed, it he uſed any, was private to himſelf ) 
he was executed according ro the judgment. And no: for his 
intent, howloever he pretended the contrary in word-, yet by 
theſe his own Writings, Confeſſions, Letters, and many other 
proofs afore here expreſled, it is moſt maniteſt to all perſons, 
how horrible his intentions and Treaſons were, and how juſtly 
he ſuffered for the, ſame ; and thereby. greatly to be doubted, 
that as he had lived a long time vainly and ungodly, and like an 
Atheiſt and godleſs man, fo he continued the ſame courle till his 
death to the outward ſight of men. 

Here endeth the true and plain courſe and procets of the Trea- 
ſons, Arreſt, Arraignment, and Execution of }Hill;an: Par- 

ry the Traitor. An 
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An addition not unneceſſary for the purpoſe, 


Or as-much as Parry in the abundance of his proud and arro- 
gant humour, hath often both in his Confeſſion, and Letrers, 
pretended fome great and grievous cauſes of diſcontentment againſt 
her Majeſty, and the preſent State : It ſhall not be impertinent, 
tor better ſatisfaction ot all perſons, to ſer forth limply and cru- 
ly, the condition and quality of the man, what he was by Bisth 
and Education, and in what courle of life he had lived. 
| This vile and Traiterous Wretch was one of the younger Sons 
of a poor man, called Harry ap David: he dwelled in North- 
Wales in a little Village caJled Northoppe, in the County of Fl : 
there he kept a common Ale-houſe, ' which was the beſt and great- 
eſt ſtay of his living. In that houſe was this Traitor Born, his 
Mother was the reputed Daughter of one Conway a Prieſt, Parſon 
of a poor Pariſh called Halkin, in the fame County of Flint : his 
his cIdeſt Brother dwelleth at this preſent in; the ſame Houſe, and 
there keepeth an Alc-houle as his Father djd:þetore him. This 
Traitor in his Childhood,ſo ſoon as he had learned a lttleto Write 
& Read, was put to ſerve a poor man dwelling m Chefter, named 
John Fiſher, who profeſſed ro have fome fmall skill and under- 
ſtanding in the Law. With him he continued divers years, and 
ſerved as a Clerk, to write ſuch things, as-in that Trade which his 
maſter uſed, he was appointed. During this time, he learned 
the Engliſh Tongue, and at ſuch times of leafure, as the poor 
man his Maſter had no occaſion otherwiſe to ule him, he was ſuf 
fered to go to the Grammer-School, where he got ſome little un- 
derſtanding in the Latin Tongue. In this his Childhood he was 
noted by ſuch as beſt knew him, to be of a moſt villanous and 
dangerous nature and diſpoſition. He did often run away from 
his Maſter, and was oitcn taken and brought to him again. His 
Maſter, to corre his perverle and froward conditions, did many 
times ſhut him as Priſoner in ſome cloſe place of his houſe, and 
many times cauſed him to be chained, locked, and clogged, to 
ſtay his running away. Yet all was in vain : For about the third 
year of her Majeſties Reign,for his laſt farewel tohis poor Maſter, 
he ran away from him, and came to London to eek his Adven- 
tures. He was then conſtrained to ſeek what Trade he could to 
live by, and to get meat and drink for his belly, and cloaths for 
his back. His good hap'in the end was to. be entertained im 


place 
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place of Service above his Deterc 3 where he ſtaid not long, but 
thifted himſelf divers times from Service tro Service, and trom one 
Maſter ro another. Now he began to forget his old Home, his 
Birth, his Education, his Parents, his Fricnds, his own Name, 
and what he was. He aſpired ro greater matters, he challenged 


the Name and Title of a oreat Gentleman, he vaunted himſelf 


to be of Kin and allied to Noble and Worſhipful ; he left his 
old Name, which he did bear and was commonly called by in 
his Childhood , and duting' all the ttme of his abode in the 
Country,which was W allianr ap Harry (as the manner in Wales 1s. ) 
And "RAP? he would'{eem to be indeed the man which he pre- 
tended, he rook upon him the Name of Parry , being the Sir- 
name of divers Gentlemen of great Worſhip and Honour. And 
- becauſe his Mothers Name by her Father (a Prieſt) was Conway, 
he pretended Kindred to the Family of Sir Fob» Conway, and 
ſo thereby made himſelf of- kin ro Edmmind Nevil. Being thus 
ſer forth with/his'hew Name and fiew Title of Gentleman, and 
commended ' by fome -of- his good Favourers, he matched him- 
ſelf in Marriage whb a Widow in Sonuth-WW, OI who brought him 
ſome reaſonable  P8rtion of Wealth. © She lived with him but a 
ſhort time, and the wealth» he had with her laſted not long : it 
was ſoon conſumed” with his diffolute and waſttul manner of life. 
He was then driven 'to his wonted ſhitts, his Creditors were ma- 
ny, the Debt which he' owed great, he had nothing wherewith 
to make Payment; ke was continually purlued by Serjeants and 
Officers to Arreſt him, he did often by flights and ſhifts eſcape 
from them. In this his needy and poor eſtate, he ſought to repair 
himſelt again by a new match in Marri 1age with another Widow, 

which before was the Wife of one Richard Heywood ; this matter 
was fo earneſtly followed by himſclt, and to effeGually com- 
mended by his Friends and Favourers , that the Woman yielded 
ro take him to Husband : a Match in every reſpect very unequal 
and unfit ; her Wealth and yearly Livelihood was very great, 

his poor and baſe Eſtate worſe than nothing ; he very young, ſhe 

of ſuch age, as for years ſhe might have been his Mother. When 
he had thus poſſetied himſelf of his new Wives wealth, he 
omitted nothing that might ſcrve for a prodigal, difſolute, and 
moſt ungodly courſe of Life. His Riot and Exceſs was un- 
meaſurable; he did moſt wickedly deflower his Wives own 
Daughter, and ſundry ways pitifully abuſe the old Mother : He 
carried himſelt for his outward port and countenance (ſo long as 
his 


as 
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Is Old wives Bags laſted.) in ſuch ſort, as might well have ſuſh- 
ced for a man of very good haviour and degree. But this 
laſted not long ; his proud heart and waſttul hand had foon 
poured out, old Heywood's Wealth. He then tell again to his 
wonted ſhifts, borrowed where he could finde any to lend, and 
engaged his Credit ſo far as any would truſt him. Amongſt 
others, he became greatly indebted ro H»gh Hare, the Gentle- 
man before-named ; who after long forbearing of his Money, 
{ought to recover it by ordinary means of Law. For this cauſe 
Parry conceived great di{pleaſure againſt him, which he purſued 
with all Malice, even to the fecking of his Life. In this mur- 
therous intent, he came in the night-time to Mr. Hares Chamber 
in the Temple, broke open the door, aflaulted him, and wounded 
him grievoully, and fo left him in great danger of Life. For 
this Offence le was Apprehended, Committed to Newgate, In- 
dicted of Burglary, Arraigned, and found Guilty 
by a very ſubſtantial Jury, and Condemned to be . roo ergy 
Hanged, as the Law in that Caſe requireth. He Folly of the Breen. 
ſtanding thus Convicted, her Majeſty, of 
her moſt gracious Clemency, and pitiful Diſpoſition, took com- 
paſſion upon him , pardoned*his Offence, and gave him his Lite, 
which by the Law and due . courſe of Juſtice he ought then to 
have loſt. After this he tarried not long, but pretending ſome 
caules of diſcontentment, departed the Realm, and travelled be- 
youd the Seas. How he demeaned himſelf there from time to 
time, and with whom he converſed, is partly in his own Con- 
feſſion touched before. This is the man, this is his Race, which 
he feared ſhould be ſpotted, if he miſcarried in the execution of 
his Traiterous Enterpriſe ; this hath been the courſe of his Lite, 
theſe are the great cauſes of his Diſcontentment. 

And whereas at his Arraignment and Execution, he pretended 


'great care of the diſobedient Popiſh Subjeas of this Realm, 


whom he called Catholicks, and in very infolent fort ſeemed to 
glory greatly in the Profeſſion of his pretenſed Catholick Relt- 
gion : The whole courſe and aQtion of his Life ſheweth plainly, 
how profanely and irreligiouſly he did always bear himſelt. He 
vaunted, that for theſe two and twenty years paſt he had been 
a Catholick, and during all that time never received the Com- 
munion : Yet betore he travelled beyond the Seas, at three le- 
veral times within the compals of thoſe ewo and twenty years,he 
did voluntarily take the Oath of Obedience to the Queens Majeſty, 


ſer down in the Statvte made in the firlt year of her Highnets 
IN Reign : 
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Reign ; by which, amongſt other things, he did teſtifhe and 
declare in his Cunicnce, that no Forreign Prince, Perſon, Pre- 
late, State, or Potentate, hath or ought to have any Juriſdi&ion, 
Power, Preeminence,or Authority, Eccleſiaſtical or Spiritual, with- 
in this Realm; and theretore did utterly renounce and forſake 
all Forreign Juriſdictions, Powers, and Authorities ; and did 
promiſe to bear Faith and true Allegeance- to the Queens High- 
neſs, her Heirs and lawful Succeſlors. | 

ith what Conſcience or Religion he took that Oath fo often, 
it he were then a Papiſt indeed, as ſithence the diſcovery of his 
Treaſons he pretended, let his beſt friends the Papiſts themſelves 
judge. But perhaps it may be faid, that he repented thoſe his 
Offences paſt ; that ſince thoſe three Oaths ſo taken by him, he 
was twice reconciled to the Pope, and fo his Conſcience cleared, 
and he become a new man ; and (which is more) that in the 
time of his Jaſt Travel, he caſt away all his former lewd manners : 
that he changed his degree and habit, and bought or begged the 
grave Title of a DoQtor of Law, for which he was well qualified 
with a little Grammar-School [letines z that he had Plenary In- 
dulgence, and Remiſlion of all his Sins, in confideration of his 
undertaking of ſo holy an Enterpriſe as to kill Queen Elrzabeth, 
a ſacred anointed Queen, his Natural and Soveraign Lady : That 
he promiſed to the Pope, and vowed to God to perform it: that 
he confirmed the ſame by receiving the Sacrament at the Jeſuits, 
at one Altar with his two Beaupeers , the Cardinals of Vendoſme 
and Narbonxe : And that fince his IJaſt return into England, he did 
take his Oath upon the Bible to execute it. Thele Reaſons may 
ſeem to bear jome weight indeed amongſt his Friends the Je- 
ſuits, and other Papiſts of State, who have ſpecial Skill in mat- 
ters of ſuch 1mportance. 

But now lately in the beginning of this Parlrament in November 
laſt, he did eftſoons ſolemnly in publick place take the Oath be- 
fore mentioned, of obedience to her Majeſty. How that ma 
ſtand with his ceconciliations to the Pope, and with his Promiſes, 
Vows, and Oath to kill the Queen, it is a thing can hardly be 
warranted, unleſs it be by ſome ſpecial priviledge of the Popes 
omnipotency. 

But let him have the glory he deſired, to live and die a Papilt. 
He deſerved it, it is fit tor him, his death was correſpondent to 
the courſe of his life, which was diſloyal, perjured, and Traiterous 
towards her Majeſty, and falſe and pertidious towards the Pope 
himſelf, and his Catholicks, if they will believe his ſolemn proteſta- 
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tions which he made at his Arraignment and Execution, that he 
never meant nor intended any hurt to her Highneſs Perſon. For 
it that be true, where are then his Vows which he faid were in 
Heaven, his Letters and Promiſe upon Farth ? Why hath he ſtol- 
len out of the Popes ſhop ſo large an Indulgenee and plenary Re- 
miſſion of all his Sins, and meant to perform nothing that he TO - 
miſed ? Why was his Devotion and Zeal ſo highly commended ? 
Why was he ſo ſpecially prayed for and remembred at the Altar? 
All theſe great favours were then beſtowed upon him without 
cauſe or deſert : for he deceived the Pope, he deceived the Car- 
dinals, and Jeſuites, with a falſe ſemblance, and pretence to do 
that thing which he never meant. 

But the matter is clear, the Conſpiracy, and his traiterous intent 
1s too plain and evident : it is the Lord that revealed it in time, 
and prevented their malice : there lacked no will, or readineſs in 
him to execute that horrible fat. It is the Lord that hath pre- 
ſerved her Majeſty from all the wicked Practices and Confpiracies 
of that Helliſh Rabble: it is he that hath moſt gratiouſly deliver'd 
her from the hands of this Traiterous miſcreant. The Lord is her 
onely detence,in whom ſhe hath always truſted.
